Hitler  Expects  Victory  for 
Nazis— Von  Papen  Con- 
fident of  Success 

SCORE  KILLED  DURING 
ELECTION  CAMPAIGN 


..IN,  Nov.  5  (AP).  — With  a 
veiled  threat  of  violence  from  Adolf 
Hitler's  Nazis,  with  a  stern  order 
for  peace  from  the  Government, 
Germany's  fifth  major  political 
campaign  of  the  year  came  to  an 
end  tonight. 

Since  It  began  at  the  end  of  Sep- 
tember, at  least  a  score  of  men 
have  been  killed  In  political  riots, 
and  many  others  have  been  injured. 

Tomorrow  the  voters,  selecting 
members  of  a  new  Reichstag,  will 
make  their  choice  once  more  be- 
tween Hitler  and  Chancellor  von

ARK  CONFIDENT 

Four  times  this  year  the  people 
have  sustained  the  Chancellor,  each 
time  by  a  smaller  margin.  He  ex- 
pects to  win  again.  Hitler,  looking 
back  upon  an  election  record  of 
steadily  growing  strength,  hopes 
that  when  the  votes  are  counted,  he 
will  at  last  be  In  the  driver's  seat. 

Hitler  sands  for  uncompromising 
Nationalism.  He  would  repudiate 
the  Versailles  Treaty,  write  oft  all 
foreign  debts  except  commercial 
obligations,  and  build  the  German 
fighting  forces  to  a  point  beyond 
the  limits  now  Imposed  upon  them. 
STANDS  ON  RECORD

Berlin  Transportation  Strike 
Threatens  to  Spread-

BERLIN.  Nov.  5  ( AP>  —  Berlin's 
transportation  tie-up  threatened  to 
spread  to  other  parts  of  Oermany 
tonight  when  workers  of  Wuppertal.

VANCOUVER,  Nov.  5.  —  Vancou- 
ver police  are  making  every  effort 
to  trace  murderers  of  Yee  Way,  also 
known  as  Fay  Yee,  of  Port  Moody, 
whose  battered  body  was  discovered 
near  Langara  golf  course  on  Thurs- 
day afternoon. 

Chief  Inspector  A.  G.  MacNelll 
has  been  placed  In  charge  of  the 
case,  and  under  his  direction  every 
clue  which  might  lead  to  detection 
of  the  Chinaman's  slayers  Is  being 
carefully  Investigated. 

An  autopsy  performed  today  by 
Dr.  A.  W.  Hunter  confirmed  police 
belief  that  strangulation  was  the 
cause  of  death.  An  Inquest  will  be 
held  Monday. 

CARRIED  INTO  BUSH 
Searching  the  district  where  the 
body  was  found,  officers  have  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  murdered 

man  was  carried  Into  the  bush  on 
a  woodcutters'  road  just  west  of  the 
golf  course  and  then  along  a  trail 
at  the  end  of  the  road. 

On  the  log  was  the  mark  of  a 
heel,  which  had  torn  the  rotten 
wood.  It  was  apparently  made  by 
one  of  the  murderers  as  he  helped 
carry  the  body  over  the  obstacle. 

Some  distance  along  the  trail, 
about  thirty  yards  from  where  Yee 
Way's  remains  were  picked  up,  de- 
tectives found  a  pool  of  blood.  8tlll 
farther  on,  twelve  feet  from  the 
body,  they  were  confronted  by  a 
rotten  log  across  the  trail,  beside 
which  lay  a  larger  pool  of  blood. 
HIDDEN  BEHIND  SHRUBS 

It  was  at  this  point  that  the  mur- 
dered man's  tie  was  thrown  into  the 
bush.  His  body  was  shoved  Into  th«. 
comparative  shelter  of  evergreen 
shrubs  a  short  distance  away. 

Reconstructing  the  crime.  Inspec- 
tor MacNelll  advances  the  theory 
that  the  man  was  slugged  and  car- 
ried unconscious  as  far  as  the  log. 
There  an  attempt  was  made  to 
strangle  him  with  his  tie,  which 
broke  under  the  strain  and  was  dis- 
carded. He  was  then  shot  through 
the  head,  the  inspector  believes. 

It  is  thought  that  there  must 
have  oeen  two  men  lmplicpted  in 
the  crime,  as  one  would  be  unable 
to  carry  the  unconscious  boay  alone 
along  the  lonely  road  and  trail.

B.W.I., 
Nov.  5  (AP).— By  new  planets  we  do 
not  mean  here  the  little  asteroids  of  | 
but  a  few  miles  in  diameter,  of  which 
over  one  thousand  are  now  known 
but  refer  rather  to  planets  analogous 
to  the  earth  In  size,  or  even  larger 

By  searching  for  them  neither  do 
we  mean  Just  looking  for  them 
through  a  telescore  or  on  a  photo- 
graphic plate,  but  rather  of  sitting 
down  at  one's  table,  In  one's  own 
study,  and  computing  In  what  por- 
tion of  the  sky  they  should  be  found 
and  then  publishing  the  result. 

ACCOMPLISHMENT  FOR  BOTH 

Later  some  other  astronomer  who 
is  sufficiently  Interested  in  the  mat- 
ter, and  happens  to  be  supplied  with 
a  sufficiently  powerful  telescope, 
may  turn  his  instrument  to  that 
portion  of  the  sky,  and  if  he  searches 
his  photographic  plate  with  suf- 
ficient care,  may  find  the  unknown 
body  In  almost  exactly  the  place 
where  you  said  it  would  be.  There 
is  then  the  Joy  of  accomplishment 
for   both   the   computer  and  the 


The  way  you  do  this  rather  un- 
canny thing  is  to  select  the  observa- 
tions of  some  well-known  planet 
which  does  not  seem  to  be  following 
quite  uniformly  its  computed  path 
In  the  sky.  Sometimes  it  Is  a  little 
too  far  ahead  and  sometimes  a  little 
too  far  behind  Its  computed  place. 
Then  you  proceed  to  compute  where 
the  unknown  body  must  be  in  order 
to  disturb  the  known  one  In  such  a 
manner. 

You  are  not  likely  to  hit  the  right 
place  at  Arst.  but  you  must  make 
several  trials,  gradually  getting  re- 
sults which  agree  nearer  and  nearer 
with  the  observations,  and  at  last 
you  find  that  the  planet  must  He 
somewhere  between  two  places  which 
are  not  very  far  apart  In  the  sky. 
You  then  take  perhaps  the  average 
of  these  two,  and  say  there  is  where 
the  unknown  planet  should  be 
found. 

DISCOVERED  THE  METHOD

If  no  party  wins  a  clear  majority, 
giving  it  certain  control,  he  may 
dissolve  the  Rei=hstag.  he  may  es- 
tablish a  distatorship.  or  he  may 
negotiate  an  alliance  with  friendly 
parties  and  govern  through  them. 
MEASURES  ALREADY  TRIED 
The  first  he  has  already  tried.  A 
dissolution  order  made  this  election 
necei-sary. 

The  second  measure  also  has  been 
applied  in  fact.  If  not  In  name. 
During  periods  of  dissolution  the 
Cabinet  has  governed  by  decree 
under  the  so-called  "dictatorship 
clause"  of  the  Constitution. 

The  third  alternative  ls  In  use 
frequently,  whenever  the  Govern- 
ment party  cannot  muster  enough 
of  Its  own  votes  on  the  floor  to  back 
Its  own  policies. 

BRANDED  AS  TRAITOR 

In  the  last  weeks.  Hitler  was  ac- 
knowledged as  a  traitor,  whose  re- 
fusal to  co-operate  with  the  Govern- 
ment when  he  was  offered  a  Cabinet 
post  was  ■  "stab  In  the  back"  to  the 
nation.  Von  Papen  was  described  as 
an  opportunist,  who  does  the  bid- 
ding of  the  bankers  and  turns  the 
other  cheek  to  France 

In  the  last  general  election,  July 
31,  Adolf  Hitler's  National  Social- 
ists won  37  per  cent  of  Oermany's 
voters  to  their  banner,  or  about 
14.000.000.  As  a  result,  Hitler  had 
230  seats  In  the  Reichstag,  but  not 
enough  to  control 
Assembly  alone. 


OTTAWA.  Nov.  5. -There  will  be 
no  direct  wheat  bonus.

SECRET  WARNING 

The  letter  In  question,  portions  of

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OUTBREAKS  AT  PENITENTIARIES 


An  official  Inquiry  la  In  progress  to  ascertain 
the  causes  which  led  to  the  recent  disturbances 
In  the  Portsmouth  Penitentiary.  A  similar  Inquiry 
will  be  made  Into  the  outbreak  of  Friday  at  the 
St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Penitentiary.  There  was  a 
riot  in  Stony  Mountain  Penitentiary  last  April. 
The  recurrence  of  such  happenings  has  naturally 
aroused  the  suspicion  that  there  Is  a  connection, 
and  something  In  the  nature  of  concerted  action, 
on  the  part  of  convicts.  This  argues  that  there 
are  outside  Influences  at  work.  It  may  be  pre- 
sumed that  the  criminals  In  one  penitentiary 
have  no  opportunity  of  communicating  with  the 
Inmates  in  another  of  such  prisons.  The  conclu- 
sion, therefore,  is,  in  view  of  the  character  of 
the  outbreaks,  that  there  are  agitators  outside 
prison  walls  who  have  opportunities  of  com- 
municating with  the  prisoners,  of  fomenting 
unrest  and  discontent  and  even  possibly  suffi- 
ciently Informed  of  prison  conditions  to  organize 
the  character  of  the  outbreaks. 

There  is  gravity  in  the  situation  if  it  can  be 
proved  that  agitators  outside  the  walls  of  peni- 
tentiaries have  Inspired  the  recent  riots.  It  will 
be  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  deal  with  the 
~ie  sternest  possible  fashion.  An  in- 
vestigation, especially  In  relation  to  the  concerted 
character  of  the  outbreaks,  should  show  wrfat 
Influences  have  been  at  work,  or  at  least  their 
nature  if  the  actual  Individuals  responsible  can- 
not be  apprehended.  One  thing  is  certain:  When 
such  outbreaks  occur  In  Canada,  in  the  United 
States  and  in  Great  Britain  within  a  compara- 
tively short  time  of  each  other,  the  obvious  con- 
clusion Is  that  disruptive  forces  are  at  work  with 
criminals  as  their  tools.  Those  forces,  whoever 
they  are  or  however  Inspired,  are  evidently  quite 
unconcerned  about  the  danger  to  life  and  limb 
of  those  whom  they  urge  to  defy  the  discipline 
of  the  law. 

The  logical  outcome  of  such  outbreaks  as  have 
occurred,  doubtless  all  designed  to  bring  about 
Jail  deliveries,  is  obvious.  They  will  strengthen 
the  determination  of  the  Governments  concerned 
and  tlie  peoples  as  a  whole  to  insure  against 
their  recurrence.  If  they  mean  a  doubling  of  the 
guards  at  the  penitentiaries  and  a  strengthening 
of  the  defences  against  any  possible  escape  of 
prisoners,  such  precautions  will  be  taken.  Simi- 
larly, it  Is  axiomatic  that  the  measure  ot  toler- 
ance allowed  to  tho  prisoners  will  have  to  be 
curtailed.  Sterner  disciplinary  methods  will  be 
introduced.  What  has  happened  Is  a  challenge 
to  the  authority  of  the  Dominion  Government  to 
carry  out  to  the  limit  the  processes  of  the  law. 
That  challenge  will  be  accepted,  and  if  there  is 
outside  interference  at  work  there  is  no  doubt 
that  it  will  be  run  to  earth  eventually  and  ren- 
dered supine  In  any  further  machinations  it  may 
contemplate.  v 


or  even  say  with  any  exactitude  If  it  has  any 
limits  at  all.  The  Universe  presumably  defines 
the  whole  Cosmos,  and  therefore  it  comprises 
what  a»e  known  as  Eternity  and  Infinity,  and  yet, 
if  the  Universe  Is  something  the  age  of  which 
can  be  estimated,  the  presumption  must  be  that 
it  has  definite  limits  and  a  definite  point  of 
origin  If  it  has  not  It  Is  a  work  of  arrogance  to 
attempt  to  define  Its  age  or  its  beginning 

When  scientists  have  defined  a  yardstick  for 
Eternity  and  Infinity— a  laughable  presumption 
— then  it  will  be  time  enough  to  measure  a 
Universe  which  comprises  limits  that  are  un- 
known. The  fact  is  that  no  estimate  by  Pro- 
fessor  Einstein,  or  by  anyone  else,  Is  of  the  slight- 
est value.  Most  estimates  of  the  "age  of  the  Uni- 
verse' are  based  on  so-called  proofs  of  the  "ex- 
pansion of  space."  Theories  affecting  that  ex- 
pansion are  constantly  being  "corrected"  and 
modified,  or  as  the  case  may  be,  "expanded." 
Even  the  most  hidebound  scientists  can  be 
brought  to  change  their  minds  overnight;  all  of 
which  goes  to  prove  that  the  science  which  deals 
with  cosmic  measurement  is  very  far  from  being 
exact.  Each  succeeding  scientific  era  marks  re- 
pudiation of  theories  of  the  past.  Professor  Ein- 
stein now  "trebles"  the  "age  of  the  Universe." 
The  fact  Is  that  determining  the  age  of  some- 
thing whose  limits  are  unknown  and  whose 
origin  is  beyond  human  ken  Is  nothing  better 
than  futile  guesswork.

Canadian  Book  Week,  which  Is  being  cele- 
brated during  the  ensuing  week,  has  become  an 
annual  Institution  sponsored  by  the  Canadian 
Authors'  Association  for  the  purpose  of  increas- 
ing public  Interest  in  reading  and  in  books.  This 
Interest  is  by  no  means  confined  to  Canadian 
literature,  the  association  feeling  that  a  good 
book  is  a  good  book,  whether  it  Is  Canadian.  Eng- 
lish. Russian  or  8outh  American.  At  the  same 
time  stress  Is  laid  upon  the  work  of  Canadian 
authors  as  there  is  proof  that  hundreds  of  "Ca- 
nadian books  rank  high  in  Interest  and  In  per- 
manent value."  The  public  are  urged  to  read 
and  buy  Canadian  books,  not  only  because  they 
are  Canadian  but  because  they  are  good. 

As  Canada  Is  a  young  country  her  literature 
must  necessarily  be  insignificant  when  compared 
with  that  of  older  and  more  populous  lands.  In 
the  earlier  days,  when  life  in  the 
difficult  and  it  was  an  unceasing  struggle  to  ob- 
tain the  barest  necessities  of  life,  it  was  not 
strange  that  Canadians  paid  little  attention  to 
those  engaged  in  artistic  occupation.  A  nation 
must  be  firmly  established  before  her  people 
have  either*  time  or  money  to  spend  on  the  finer 
things  of  life,  and  Canadian  writers  and  artists 
were  forced  to  seek  their  livelihood  In  other 
lands.  Canada,  however,  has  amply  demonstrated 
her  ability  to  enjoy  the  fruits  of  nationhood 
since  the  stirring  days  of  1914,  when  she,  as  an 
undivided  unit,  responded  to  the  Empire's  needs.

There  would  have 
been  a  want  which  could  not  have 
been  satisfactorily  supplied  by  a 
copy  of  The  Seattle  Post-Intelli- 
gencer, or  even  by  a  copy  of  The 
Victoria  Colonist  (a  mucli  more 
valuable  newspaper)  at  least  from 
the  point  of  view  of  a  British  sub- 
ject and  a  resident  of  Canada. 
Therefore  we  congratulate  the  busi- 
ness men  and  all  the  people  of 
Vancouver  upon  the  removal  of  the 
reproach  which  has  been  so  long 
laid  upon  them,  and  we  also  con- 
gratulate the  publishers  of  The 
News  upon  the  enterprise  they 
have  displayed  and  upon  the  faith 
they  have  shown  in  the  future  of 
the  city.

One  of  the  disquieting  problems 
of  all  the  cities  of  Canada,  and  in- 
deed of  all  municipalities  on  this 
continent.  Is  land  reversion— that 
is,  of  lands  reverting  from  indi- 
viduals to  all  the  people  because  of 
the  inability  of  owners  of  land  to 
pay  taxes.  During  the  late  land 
boom,  when  the  people  were  Indulg- 
ing in  an  orgy  of  land  speculation 
and  had  not  fallen  back  upon 
stocks  and  shares  as  a  speculation, 
the  assessment  of  real  property  was 
arbitrarily  fixed  and  pegged.  After 
the  boom  burst,  the  prices  of  land 
dropped  with  dull  thud,  but  the 
peg  has  never  been  withdrawn,  and 
arbitrary  assessments  are  still 
maintained  for  taxation  purposes. 
The  values  of  land  for  purposes  of 
taxation  bear  no  relation  to  the 
capacity  of  lands  for  revenue  pro- 
ducing purposes.

That  is  why  so  much  land  In 
Vancouver,  and  In  other  places  in  a 
lesser  degree,  is  reverting  to  the 
city  and  possesses  practically  no 
value  for  any  purposes.  We  noticed 
by  the  papers  a  few  weelu  ago  that 
a  crisis  had  developed  in  the  af- 
fairs of  Saanich  because  the  courts 
had  decreed  that  municipal  assess- 
ments on  certain  properties  were 
too  high  and  must  be  reduced.  The 
courts  of  course  could  deal  only 
with  the  individual  case  submitted 
to  them,  but  the  decision  of  the 
courts  involved  a  much  larger  ques- 
tion.

Old-Time  Memories

It  is  said  that  history  repeats  it- 
self, but  this  does  not  hold  good  for 
those  who  may  enjoy  their  glass  of 
beer  or  wine.  The  Incident  about 
to  be  spoken  of  was  only  a  trifle  in 
the  life  of  our  first  settlers,  never- 
theless it  shows  clearly  what  won- 
derful changes  have  taken  place  ia 
the  way  of  dealing  with  the  liquor 
question.  In  referring  to  the  mat- 
ter of  history  repeating  Itself,  as  far 
as  the  liquor  supply  Is  concerned, 
it  Is  highly  questionable  if  history 
will  repeat  itself  wherein  one  may 
get  a  bottle  of  wine  for  nothing. 

There  was  a  time  in  Victoria 
when  you  could  get  a  bottle  of  wine 
for  the  asking.  This  statement 
may  be  considered  by  some  as  un- 
true. However,  it  Is  an  actual  fact. 
There  are  so  many  good  things 
that  could  be  written  about  the 
early  days.  In  these  modern  times 
it  is  difficult  to  realize  the  condi- 
tions that  formerly  existed.  Page 
after  page  could  be  composed  about 
that  great  "Company  of  Adventur- 
ers," the  Hudson's  Bay  Company, 
which  doubtless  would  prove  In- 
teresting reading. 

It  was  a  fixed  rule  of  the  Hud- 
son's Bay  Company  not  to  sell  wine, 
rum,  or  any  liquor  taken  from  bulk 
stock  In  less  quantities  than  two 
Imperial  gallons.  Therefore,  In 
emergency  cases,  sick  people  who 
were  in  need  of  a  stimulant,  and 
could  not  afford  to  buy  wholesale, 
on  presenting  a  doctor's  certificate 
stating  that  they  were  111  and  re- 
quired wine,  were  furnished  by  the 
company  at  any  of  Its  stores  an 
Imperial  quart  of  the  very  best  port 
or  any  other  wine  free  of  charge. 

The  reader  should  not  Infer  in 
any  way  that  this  generous  act  on 
the  part  of  the  company  produced 
an  unusual  rush  of  sick  persons,  for 
such  was  not  the  case.  The  object 
in  view  was  that  no  one  should 
suffer  for  the  want  of  anything, 
within  reason,  if  the  company  could 
supply  It. 

The  above  may  appear  to  be  a 
trifling  Incident  to  many  readers, 
but  those  who  think  so  can  rest  as- 
sured it  had  a  deep-seated  influ- 
ence and  was  highly  appreciated  by 
the  sick  and  the  public  at  large. 

There  were  many  varieties  of 
food  and  other  Important  articles 
sold  for  a  small  sum  In  the  early 
times.  For  example,  a  six  to  fif- 
teen-pound salmon  for  twenty-flve 
to  thirty-five  cents;  the  best  cut  of 
beef  for  fifteen  cents  a  pound;  a 
glass  of  beer  for  five  cents,  and  a 
long  glass  at  that,  allowing  ample 
space  at  top  for  froth,  not  over- 
looking the  good  Dean's  suggestion 
about  beer  gardens,  which  goes  one 
better. 

Water  was  rather  expensive.  <8ee 
Colonist  September  4.)  Clothing 
was  about  the  same  price  as  now. 
Another  important  matter  affecting 
the  community  was  that  every  per- 
son was  earning  a  fair  wage,  and 
there  was  no  trouble  'to  secure  work 
for  those  who  desired  it,  a  condition 
that  if  it  existed  now  would  make  a 
vast  difference.  It  was  a  period 
when  there  were  no  department 
stores.  Nearly  every  business  was  a 
separate  concern  of  Its  own.  Many 
small  stores  were  established,  the 
owner-,  reaping  a  rich  profit.  Mod- 
ern ideas  and  modern  demands 
have  changed  the  whole  condition 
of  living,  and  to  adapt  one  s  self  to 
present  circumstances  the  utmost 
prudence  and  care  is  required.  It 
Is  hoped  that  something  better  is  in 
store  for  everyone  than  the  patience 
and  long  suffering  that  are  "Just 
around  the  comer."

The  Provincial  Red  Cross  is  mak- 
ing its  annual  appeal  for  funds, 
which  are  more  urgently  needed 
than  for  many  years,  In  order  that 
it  may  keep  its  promise  to  the  men 
who  fought  for  Canada  and  to  the 
women  who  are  bereaved.  Also 
that  Canadians  may  keep  the 
promises  made  In  the  covenant  of 
the  League  of  Nations,  "To  strive 
for  the  Improvement  of  health,  the 
prevention  of  disease,  and  the  miti- 
gation of  suffering  throughout  the 
world."

INTER-EMPIRE  TRADE 

Sir,  —  Permit  me  through  your 
columns  to  explain  to  Mr.  J.  Duff, 
of  Sidney,  whose  letter  apupcared 
in  your  issue  of  November  2,  that 
I  had  no  Intention  of  suppressing 
anything.  The  purpose  of  these  let- 
ters is  to  present  another  side  to 
the  public,  so  that  they  can  the 
better  form  an  ophiion  of  the  pros 
and  cons  of  the  situation,  and  not 
swallow  wholesale  the  propaganda 
or  the  Liberal  and  pro-American 
press.  , 

I  am  perfectly  aware  that  the 
International  visible  trade  balances 
are  not  the  last  word  in  the  making 
up  of  balances  of  International  re- 
mittances. There  are  the  balances 
of  Insurance  premiums  (fire,  life 
and  marine),  freights,  investments 
abroad,  tourist  traffic,  settlers'  re- 
mittances, etc..  which  will  have  to 
be  taken  Into  account. 

The  fact  remains,  however,  that 
the  British  Empire,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  South  Africa,  has  been 
forced  off  the  gold  standard,  which 
can  only  mean  that  the  balances  of 
remittances  have  drained  the  Em- 
pire of  so  much  gold  that  it  can  no 
longer  afford  to  continue  to  allow 
gold  to  be  freely  shipped  out  with- 
out endangering  the  economic 
structures  upon  which  they  have 
been  built. 

The  other  fact  is  that  more  than 
70  per  cent  of  the  gold  of  the  world 
is  held  by  the  United  States  and 
Prance,  and  this  notwithstanding 
that  the  British  Empire  produces 
more  than  70  per  cent  of  the  an- 
nual production  of  gold  in  the 
world. 

I  have  no  desire  to  make  any- 
body's flesh  creep,  but  no  doubt  the 
facts,  when  bluntly  put,  are  some- 
times rathrr  unpalatable  and  shock 
one  out  of  one  s  complacency. 

My  purpose  in  calling  attention 
to  the  very  large  visible  trade  bal- 
ances In  favor  of  the  United  States 
in  Its  trade  with  the  British  Empire 
during  the  last  two  years,  was  to 
show  that  these  adverse  trade  bal- 
ances need  not  be.  as  with  a  system 
of  preferences  within  the  Empire 
most  of  the  goods  bought  from  the 
U.8.A.  could  have  been  purchased 
from  each  other;  and  the  gold, 
which  must  be  the  ultimate  token, 
kept  within  the  Empire 

1  have  seen  Japan  develop  her 
trade  within  her  Empire  under  a 
system  of  free  trade,  with  trans- 
portation between  Empire  ports  re- 
served for  Japanese  shipping.  For- 
mosa with  a  population  of  3.000.000 
Chinese, 


veloped  a  trade  with  Japan  which, 
in  1929,  amounted  to  $140,000,000. 
Under  the  Chinese  regime,  limited 
by  treaties  to  a  5  per  cent  tariff, 
the  total  international  trade  of  that 
Island  was  only  some  $2,000,000. 

The  Islands  of  Hawaii,  with  a 
heterogenous  population  of  only 
350,000,  under  preferential  trade  ar- 
rangements with  the  United  States 
and  with  shipping  carriage  reserved 
for  the  United  States  flag,  so  far  as 
cargoes  between  the  Islands  and  the 
UJS.A.  are  concerned,  developed  an 
export  trade  of  $100,000,000  and  an 
import  trade  of  $82,000,000. 

The  potential  development  of  the 
British  Empire  under  the  Imperial 
treaties  is  enormous. 

As  one  Instance,  there  Is  an  over- 
production of  sugar  In  the  world, 
but  the  British  Empire  is  not  pro- 
ducing anything  like  the  require- 
ments within  Its  own  flag.  The  de- 
velopment In  the  subtropical  terri- 
tories of  sugar  production  would 
create  purchasing  power  for  Em- 
pire goods.  There  is  plenty  of  suit- 
able land,  but  owing  to  free  trade 
In  Oreat  Britain  In  the  past  the 
development  has  been  held  back. 

Citrus  fruits  grow  wild  In  many 
of  the  tropical  territories  of  the 
Empire,  notably  Fiji,  where  there  is 
plenty  of  land  available  and  very 
cheap.  There  is  no  reason  whatever 
whv  all  the  tropical  fruits  required 
within  the  Empire  could  not  be  sup- 
plied from  its  own  borders. 

The  treaties  have  created  an 
opening  for  land  settlement  which 
should,  in  time,  develop  a  new  Em- 
pire migration  policy.  Markets,  or 
the  lack  of  them,  have  been  our 
trouble  In  the  past.  The  treaties  are 
providing  tho«e  markets.  It  is  up  to 
us  to  take  full  advantage  of  them. 

There  are  still  many  problems  to 
be  solved,  but  these  treaties  are  the 
foundations  upon  which  to  build  up

Province  Studies 
Educational  Costs 
From  Many  A  ngles 

May  K«*arrangr  liu*i*  of  <  lontrihution  in  (lilies  and 
Fix  Salary  Schedule  It  Will  Recognize  for 
Purpose  of  British  Columbia  Grants 

COMPLETE  revision  of  the  basis  on  which  the  Govern- 
ment contributes  to  the  co?  t  of  education  in  British 
Columbia,  involving  fixation  of  a  teachers'  salary  sched- 
ule and  rearrangement  of  urban  school  districts  on  a  plan 
more  narrowly  approaching  their  assessable  wealth,  is  under 
contemplation  by  the  Province,  it  was  learned  yesterday  at 
the  Legislative  Buildings.  Hon.  Joshua  Hinchliffe  is  at  work 
on  plans  he  will  shortly  take  up  with  the  Cabinet;  meanwhile 
official  announcement  was  withheld.

CREAMERY  PLANT 
MUCH  ENLARGED 


Addition  of  I  kk  Department  Makes 
wement  of  Real  Impor- 
tance to  Public 


Recent  additions  to  the  plant  of 
the  Central  Creameries  (B.C.)  Ltd. 
will  prove  of  very  real  Importance 
to  the  general  public  and  the  local 
producer  alike.  The  Victoria  head- 
quarters of  this  well  known  firm, 
situated  at  1307  Broad  Street,  have 
bc-en  altered  and  enlarged,  promi- 
nent   among    the    additions  being 


that  of  an  egg  department.  This 
department  lo  a  new  innovation  for 
the  company,  eggs  previously  being 
bought  in  small  quantities  in  the 
market.  Now  the  producer  will  be 
afforded  the  opportunity  of  selling 
eggs  to  a  new  source,  one  that 
guarantees  proper  grading,  top 
prices  and  prompt  returns.  The 
egg  candling  is  under  the  care  of 
a  qualified  expert,  Robert  D.  Jones, 
who  has  had  many  years  experi- 
ence in  this  line,  and  the  work 
will  be  carried  out  in  conformation 
with  all  Government  requirements. 

The  local  manager,  Prank  H. 
Partridge,  expresses  great  confi- 
dence in  this  new  department, 
which  will  link  the  company  closer 
both  to  the  producer  and  the  trade. 

The  entire  plant  of  the  Central 


Creameries  <BC  >  Ltd.  has  been  en- 
larged, the  outstanding  feature  here 
being  the  installation  of  two  large 
coolers,  bringing  the  storage  ca- 
pacity of  the  concern  to  a  tota!  of 
60,000  pounds  of  butter  at  one 
time,  with  a  smaller  cooler  added 
to  accommodate  the  branch  line  of 
cheese.  The  work  was  executed  by 
Parfitt  Bros.  Ltd. 

The  Central  Creameries,  Ltd., 
handle  the  local  supply  of  Our  Own 
Brand  butter  and  cheese,  in  addi- 
tion to  Saltsprlng  Island  butter. I 
Their  field  of  activity  will  be| 
greatly  enlarged  by  the  addition  of 
the  specialized  egg  department, 
which  will  prove  of  great  benefit  to 
local  producers.

The  salary  list,  including  element 
ary  and  high  schools,  under  provin- 
cial or  municipal  Jurisdiction  in 
1030-31.  was  slightly  in  exce&s  of 
$6,000  000;  to  which  the  Province 
contributed  $2,400,000  for  general 
school  costs,  though  nominally  a 
percentage  of  the  salaries  paid  to 
teachers  in  these  schools.  The  total 
bill  for  education  in  the  same  year 
was  something  over  $10,000,000,  on 
provincial  and  municipal  account. 
There  was  a  reduction  in  the  salary 
list  in  1931-32,  and  to  a  greater  ex- 
tent in  1932-33,  though  complete 
figures  are  not  yet  available. 

TEACHERS'  SALARY  ISSUE 

As  a  means  of  stabilizing  to  some 
extent  the  amount  of  assistance  It 
gives  to  schooling,  the  Government 
this  year  appointed  a  provincial 
teachers*  salary  committee,  consist- 
ing of  representatives  of  the  British!  to  be  able  to 
Columbia  Teachers'  Federation,  the  will  be.  so 
British  Columbia  School  Trustees' 
Association,  the  Union  of  British 
Columbia  Municipalities  and  other 
groups,  divided  into  teachers'  and 
public  panels.  The  chief  object  of 
the  committee  was  to  suggest  a 
schedule  of  salries  which  would 
have  the  approval  of  these  bodies, 
and  which  the  Government  could 
recognize. 

It  is  now  known  that  the  two 
panels  failed  to  reach  an  agreement 
and,  while  their  actual  reports  have 
not  yet  reached  the  Government,  it 
la  unofBcllly  learned  that  there  is  a 
wide  gap  between  what  each  panel 
believes  would  be  a  just  scale  for 
the  remuneration  of  teachers  in 
various  positions  throughout  the 
province.  One  estimate  of  this  di- 
vergence placed  the  figure  at  $2,000,- 
000.  though  this  is  unconfirmed. 

If  the  actual  reports,  which  arc 
to  be  presented  before  the  middle  of 
this  month,  bear  out  what  has  been 
said  about  them  unofficially,  the 
Government  will  be  faced  with  the 
task  of  compiling  a  teachers'  salary 
schedule  for  itself.  To  some  extent 
It  has  already  made  a  beginning  on 
this  task,  in  respect  to  assisted 
schools  nearly  wholly  under  Its 
control. 

GRADED  RURAL  SCHOOLS 

To  arrive  at  a  uniform  basis  in 
respect  to  rural  schools,  the  Gov- 
ernment reclassified  all  such  areas 
on  a  new  tabulation,  based  on  the 
degree  to  which  each  area  approxi- 
mated or  surpassed  $100,000  of  tax- 
able property  per  teacher.  Other 
considerations  were  also  taken  into 
account,  the  tost  being  Initial 
ability  to  pay. 

If  left  to  settle  the  question  for 
Itself,  the  Province  may  extend  this 
method  of  classification  to  urban 
municipalities,  taking  in  this  case  a 
basis  of  $200,000  of  taxable  property 
per  teacher  as  its  means  of  division 
of  urban  centres  into  various  grades. 
Rural  school  areas  have  access  to  a 
personal  property  tax  not  open  to 
urban  centres,  it  Is  explained. 

Should  this  plan  be  followed.  Vic- 
toria, with  an  estimated  $283,000  of 
taxable  property  per  teacher,  would

things  being  equal,  cities  with  the 
most  taxable  wealth  would  receive 
the  least  provincial  assistance. 
MAY  REGRADE  CITIES 
The  regrading  of  urban  school 
districts  with  regard  to  the  measure 
of  needed  assistance  with  school 
costs  would  be  an  extension  of  what 
has  already  been  done  In  respect  to 
rural  school  district*.  »*>d  is  likely 
m  be  implemented  by  legislation  at 
the  next  session  In  any  event, 
whether  on  this  basis  or  on  some 
3ther. 

Definition  of  a  standard  schedule 
of  teachers'  salaries,  however,  is  no 
less  necessary,  if  the  Government  is 
estimate  what  its  costs 
that  these  may  be 
budgeted.  It  was  this  phase  of  the 
problem  that  the  voluntary  commit- 
tee was  asked  to  consider,  to  sec  if 
accord  could  possibly  be  reached. 

If  the  Province  is  called  on  to  fix 
this  schedule  it  will  likely  apply 
something  of  its  own  experience  in 
regard  to  assisted  and  rural  schools, 
and  the  knowledge  gained  by  Hon 
Joshua  Hinchliffe  In  a  detailed  sur- 
vey of  school  areas  this  year. 
LESS  THAN  MINIMUM 
This  survey  Is  believed  to  have 
shown  some  teachers  in  rural  com- 
munities receiving  less  than  what 
would  be  the  minimum  wage,  if  ap- 
plied on  a  twelve-month  Instead 
of  a  ten-month  basis;  considering 
divergence  between  what  is  paid  in 
country  places  and  that  received  by 
teachers  in  urban  centres;  and  a 
I  tendency  in  the  larger  cities  to  bid 
h'gh  for  special  teaching  ability. 

A  leveling-up  process  may  well  be 
the  conclusion  that  would  be 
reached  if  the  Government  fixes 
the  scale.  Officially,  that  scale 
would  be  a  recognized  measure  on 
which  it  would  pay  a  percentage  of 
the  salaries  paid.  Actually,  it 
would  practically  fix  teachers'  sal- 
aries, because  no  centre  would  pay 
added  remuneration  on  which  no 
share  of  the  Government's  grant 
would  apply. 

While  official  voice  Is  silent  on 
the  question,  proportionately  higher 
salaries  in  rural  communities,  and 
lower  salaries  in  urban  centres,  with 
the  middle  register  unchanged,  may 
be  the  final  answer  to  the  problem 
if  the  Province  has  its  say. 

Combining  urban  and  rural  areas, 
the  average  teacher's  salary  paid  in 

1930-  31   was  $1,534.   being   less  in 

1931-  32  and  considerably  lower 
again  this  year.  As  a  class,  teach- 
ers in  rural  schools  are  receiving  a 
good  deal  less  than  their  colleagues 
in  urban  centres;  while  among  the 
cities  themselves  there  is  great  di- 
vergence. The  range  stretches  all 
the  way  from  $700  for  a  one-room 
school  in  the  country  to  $4,000  for  a 
orincipal  of  a  city  high  school,  while 
the  duties  vary  through  a  hundred 
varying  degress  of  responsibility. 

MAY  FIX  LIMITS 
If  the  Government  sets  the  scale, 
there  is  likely  to  be  a  minimum  and 
maximum  range  for  male  and  fe- 
male teachers;  adherence  to  a  modi- 
fied principal  of  annual  increment 
where  satisfaction  is  given;  and  a 
special  allowance  in  respect  to  re- 
sponse "Mes  for  direction,  as  with 
principals. 

Mr.  Hinchliffe  declined  yesterday 
to  discuss  -the  Government's  views 
on  the  matter,  but  said  the  whole 
question  was  under  close  review. 
No  action,  he  said,  would  bt  taken 
until  after  the  Department  has  re- 
ceived the  report  of  the  provincial 
teachers'  salary  committee,  and  then 
onlv  after  full  Cabinet  review  of  a 
subject  realized  to  be  bristling  with 
difficulties  at  every  turn. 

Mr.  Hinchliffe  made  if.  clear  the 
Government  would  head  no  move 
to  drive  down  teachers'  salaries; 
but  believed  at  the  same  time  that 
some  eiuallzation  may  be  neces- 
sary.

They  could  not  use  Neptune  itself  In 
their  computations  because  its  orbit 
was  and  is  still  Incomplete,  so  they 
were  forced  to  depend  on  the  planet 
Uranus. 

As  we  now  know,  the  ninth  planet 
named  Pluto — then  unknown — is  so 
small,  and  so  much  smaller  than 
any  of  these  astronomers  had  sup- 
posed, that  at  the  great  distance 
that  it  lay  from  Uranus  even  at  its 
nearest,  it  could  produce  no  measur- 
able effect  on  It  at  all. 

WERE  REMARKABLY  CLOSE 

This  has  been  clearly  shown  by 
half  a  dozen  different  prominent 
astronomers  In  both  England  and 
America.  Nevertheless  by  refined 
computations  based  on  no  observed 
facts  whatever,  three  of  the  six 
astronomers  came  within  sixty-five 
degrees  of  the  true  position,  and  one 
of  them  was  actually  only  six  de- 
grees out  the  way  when  the  planet 
was  Anally  discovered. 

Perceiving  the  difficulty  under 
which  they  labored,  another  method 
of  solving  the  problem  occured  to 
one  astronomer,  which  enabled  htm 
to  use  Neptune  in  spite  of  its  un- 
completed orbit.  This  at  once  gave 
him  a  great  advantage  over  the 
other  thjee.  because  Neptune  came 
so  near  to  Pluto,  that  the  disturb- 
ance that  the  latter  produced  on  it 
was  Ave  Umes  as  great  as  that  which 
it  had  produced  on  Uranus,  and  was 
therefore  quite  measurable  with  our 
modern  instruments.  The  actual 
facts  being  now  discovered,  it  was  a 
comparatively  simple  matter  for  him 
to  locate  the  planet  by  computing 
within  one  degree  of  Ita  later 
observed  longitude  in  the  sky.

Sy  REV.  DR.  J.  K.  ON8WORTH 

ONE  of  the  most  noteworthy  ventures  in  co-operation 
among  religious  people  is  the  National  Conference  of 
Jews  and  Christians,  which  was  organized  five  years 
ago  with  headquarters  at  New  York  City.  It  is  stated  to  be 
an  effort  "to  analyze  and  allay  the  prejudices  which  exist  be- 
tween Protestants,  Catholics  and  Jews."  It  seeks  to  moderate 
and  finally  to  eliminate,  according  to  one  of  the  three  co-chair- 
men, "a  system  of  prejudices  which  we  in  part  inherited  and 
which  disfigure  and  distort  our  business,  social  and  political 
relations." 


The  Conference  1a  purely  an 
American  Institution  It  seek*  to 
carry  out  Its  aims  by  getting  mem- 
bers of  the  three  major  religious 
groups  In  the  United  States  to  meet 
In  an  atmosphere  of  goodwill  for 
frank  consideration  of  points  of  com- 
trarlety.  It  is  held  that  there  is  a 
very  pronounced  area  of  friction  be- 
tween these  groups.  There  1*— to 
quote  the  director,  Everett  R. 
CUnchy — an  "existing  abysmal  Ig- 
norance of  each  other,"  out  of  which 
"stalk  ghostly  provoking  fantastic 
fears."  The  Conference  purposes  to 
seek  a  better  understanding  In  the 
hope  that  It  will  eliminate  the  dis- 
harmony which  palpably  prevails. 

The  method  followed  Is  to  gather 
a  selected  number  of  representative 
men  and  women  of  the  three  faiths 
for  a  day  or  more  of  frank  discus- 
sion. In  order  to  insure  perfect  I 
freedom  of  utterance,  these  meet-  j 
lngs  are  not  open  to  public  or  press. 
The  conference  takes  the  form  of  a 
seminar.  Delegates  gatheT  around 
the  table  In  Intimate  conversation. 
Papers  are  read  on  such  topics  as 
proselytizing,  intermarriage,  the  re- 
lation of  authority  to  freedom,  and 
discrimination  in  social  and  indus- 
trial life,  subjects  bristling  with  an- 
tagonisms. A  large  amount  of  in- 
formation Is  put  Into  the  general 
basket.  Points  are  brought  out  that 
are  new  to  seme  at  least  of  the  par- 
ticipants and  which  are  likely  to 
affect  their  point  of  view.  No 
resolutions  are  passed. 

FOLLOW  NOVEL  PLAN 
A  novel  discussional  method  is 
frequently  followed  In  the  evening, 
when  the  U-table  Is  utilized.  On 
the  platform,  before  the  audience 
(which  is  usually  large  on  these  oc- 
casions), at  a  table  In  the  form  of 
a  U.  the  speakers  give  vivid  reports 
of  the  days  proceedings.  A  frank 
conversation  Is  carried  on  upon  the 
points  of  debate,  and  sometimes 
questions  are  put  from  the  floor  and 
answered  by  the  speakers  on  the 
platform.  The  whole  affair  is  staged 
In  an  atmosphere  of  goodwill  and 
courtesy.  Oreat  care  has  to  be  taken 
in  steering  the  discission,  but  the 
almost  universal  rcsulff^hao  been 
satisfactory.  The  report  of  the 
Syracuse  seminar,  for  example,  that 
appeared  In  The  Baptist,  summed 
up  the  temperamental  result  thus: 
"That  we  can  agree  to> 
agreeably  was  proved." 

The  promoters  of  this  attempt  to 
create  a  better  understanding 
among  religious  people  earnestly 
disclaim  sny  lurking  idea  of  church 
unity,  such  as  the  conversations  at 
Mallnes  which  took  place  between 
Anglicans  and  Roman  Catholics,  or 
the  Lausanne  Conference  on  Faith 
and  Order,  at  which  Eastern  Or- 
thodox prelates  met  with  leaders  ol 
practically  every  Protestant  com- 
munion. Inter-relatcdness,  It  is 
held,  does  not  call  for  religious 
amalgamation.  Nor  does  it  mean 
that  a  Catholic  will  be  less  a  Catho- 
lic nor  a  Jew  less  a  Jew. 

Those  who  were  promoting  the 
seminar  of  1929.  according  to  one  of 
Its  participants,  were  not  disposed 
t«  cherish  any  fantastic  dreams  of 
unity.  They  were  content  to  dis- 
cover ways  and  means  of  being  de- 
cent with  one  another  and  under- 
standing better  what  the  other 
groups  said  they  felt,  what  they 
thought  they  felt,  what  they  actu- 
ally did  feel,  and  what  and  why  they 
felt  as  they  did. 

BEGUN  FIVE  YEARS  AGO 

Though  Initiated  only  five  years 
the  <Conf erence  has  set  up  seml- 
and  lnter-falth  group  disc  us - 
by  the  score,  at  universities, 
churches,  synagogues,  for- 
community  centres  and  young 
peoples  groups.  One  of  the  most 
notable  was  held  In  1929  at  Colum- 
bia University,  New  York,  of  which 
Dr.  Nicholas  Murray  Butler  Is 
president.  This  received  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Catholic  diocesan  and 
was  reported  to  be  the  first  time  In 
history  when  Protestants,  Catholics 
and  Jews  came  together  in  the 
.search  for  a  better  understanding 
and  to  discuss  freely  and  frankly 
points  of  difference  and  friction  be- 
tween them.  More  largely  attended 
and  dealing  with  a  greater  variety 
of  themes  was  the  noteworthy  meet- 
ing last  March  In  Washington,  D  C  , 
tne  report  of  which  by  Bruno  Las- 
ker  was  put  out  under  the  caption 
ol  "Religious  Liberty  and  Mutual 
Understanding."  Religious  leaders 
of  high  standing  participated  in  a 
thought-provoking  series  of  confer- 
ences. 

Illustrative  of  the  growing  spirit 
towards  understanding  and  co- 
operation several  instances  may  be 
cited.  A  large  Protestant  seminary 
in  the  Middle  West  exchanges  pro- 
fessors with  a  Hebrew  college.  Dr. 
W.  a  Brown,  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary.  New  York,  speaks  of  hav- 
ing Catholic  and  Jewish  students, 
and  of  one  year  having  had  one 
session  fifteen  candidates  for  the 
rabbinate  In  his  New  Testament 
class,  a  Joint  social  service  com- 
mission, consisting  of  Protestants 
Ml  Jews,  was  established  In  St. 
Louis  as  a  result  of  a  seminar  held 
there.  Ooodwlll  programmes*  have 
been  carried  through  hi  manyj 
plarrs.  Students  of  Urilon  and! 
Jewish  theological  seminaries  In  | 
New  York  City  have  continued  a 
fellowship  group  for  the  past  two 


Canadian  Congregationalism  It  is 
to  be  noted,  however,  that  In  the  city 
of  Toronto  there  Is  considerable  co- 
operation In  social  welfare  between 
Jews  and  Christians.  Also  In  a  few 
Instances  a  Jewish  rabbi  has  spoken 
from  a  Christian  pulpit, 
rocally,  a  minister  of  the  gospel  in  a 
synagogue. 

Three  things  are  said  to  follow 
lnter-falth  discussions:  First.  Jews, 
Catholics  and  Protestants  achieve  a 
fair  way  of  thinking  of  each  other. 
Second,  all  realize  that  with  all  their 
important  differences  there  are 
m?nv  interests  and  endeavors  which 
all  may  share.  Third,  this  mode  of 
association  In  unconstrained  con- 
versation sometimes  symbolizes  the 
sublime  conception  of  brotherhood 
which  each  religion 
come  to  pass.

Prior  to  that  time  the 
services  of  the, cleaner  were  only 
called  upon  when  accident  had  be- 
fallen the  garment  and  an  espe- 
cially bad  stain  was  the  result.  To- 
day the  art  of  the  dry  cleaner  is 
recognized  as  essential  to  good 
dressing,  and  it  Is  called  upon  at 
regular  intervals  by  all  who  make 
any  pretence  at  smartness. 

IMPROVED  METHODS 

This  enormous  increase  in  popu- 
larity is  largely  due  to  the  Improve- 
ment that  has  been  wrought  in  dry 
cleaning  methods.  The  cleaner  of 
earlier  times  worked  with  the 
crudest  processes,  accomplishing 
marvels  of  cleaning  undoubtedly, 
but  hampered  by  lack  of  the  scien- 
tific aids  that  today  bring  dry 
cleaning  to  the  rank  of  chemical 
certainty.  The  time-honored  scrub- 
bing brush  was  called  into  use, 
with  consequent  harmful  results  to 
the  fabric.  The  cleaner  was  forced 
to  work  in  a  typical  "hole  In  the 
wall"  far  removed  from  the  well- 
lighted,  properly  planned  plant  that 
added  prestige  has  today  made  pos- 
sible. Under  old-fashioned  condi- 
tions the  garment  was  returned  to 
the  owner  with  only  the  surface  dirt 
removed,  but  with  countless  parti- 
cles of  grit  and  dust  embedded  in 
the  fabric.  Now  the  material  is 
subjected  to  a  cleaning  that  thor- 
oughly cleanses  through  and 
through,  and  the  suit  is  returned 
with  the  trim  smartness  It  held 
when  first  produced  by  the  tailor. 
ODOR  ELIMINATED 
Complete  elimination  of  odor  is 
another  salient  feature  in  modern 
dry  cleaning.  Previously  It  was 
considered  impossible  to  remove  the 
tell-tale  smell  of  cleaning  fluid,  that 
cried  aloud  to  the  world  that  the 
garment  had  been  to  the  cleaners. 
Today,  Improved  drying  systems 
have  eradicated  the  slightest  sus- 
picion. Service  to  the  public  is 
naturally  Improved  100  per  cent. 
The  cleaner  today  offers  his  patrons 
advice  on  every  problem  connected 
with  cleaning.  The  plant  is  no 
further  from  the  customer's  door 
than  the  telephone.  Delivery  sys- 
tems have  evolved  that  make 
prompt  service  one  of  the  most  at- 
tractive feature  of  the  well  planned 
dry  cleaning,  plant.  Concurrent 
with  dry  cleaning  service  is  that  o 


renovation  and  repair.  Lost  but- 
tons are  replaced,  button  holes  re- 
paired, tears,  broken  seams,  etc..  all 
receive  the  attention  of  expert 
tailors.  Pressing  has  undergone 
vast  changes  since  cleaning  lias  ex- 
perienced such  improvements.  Flat 
pressing  wHh  a  hot  Iron  is  prac- 
tically unknown.  This  old-time 
method  has  been  replaced  by  up-to- 
date  machinery,  steam  pressing 
being  practically  universally 
adopted  These  machines  are  so 
constructed  as  to  conform  to  the 
correct  shape  of  the  garment,  pro- 
ducing the  original  lines  the  tailor 
designed. 

TRAINED  OPERATORS 

With  the  recognition  of  dry 
cleaning  as  an  industry  rather  than 
an  obscure  sideline,  conditions  of 
workers  are  Immeasurably  Im- 
proved. They  are  raised  to  the 
status  of  trained  operators,  work- 
ing in  well  lighted  plants.  The 
patron  receives  a  far  higher  quality 
of  work,  together  with  the  service 
that  Is  inseparable  from  properly 
conducted  modern  business. 


MODtRN  SYSTEM 
IS  NOW  GENERAL 


Cleaning-  Fluid  Is  K<-pt  Free  From 
All  Traces  of  Discoloration 


All  modern  dry  cleaners  through- 
out the  country  today  use  the  con- 
tinuous clarification  system  for  the 
cleansing  of  garments.

It  had  been  rumored  Parsaca  played 
professional  baseball,  too,  but  today 
he  forwarded  his  United  States  and 
Canadian   amateur   cards   to  the 
union  officials  and  received  a  alean 
bill. 

BECOMES  STAR  QUICKLY 

But  the  Masters- Carlsen  dis- 
closure* swept  through  Rugby 
circles  like  wildfire.  Masters  came 
to  the  Senators  at  the  opening  of 
the  season  and  quickly  became  a 
star  In  Canadian  Rugby.  At  pres- 
ent he  la  second-high  man  In  scor- 
ing In  the  entire  Interprovlnclal 
League.

Maps  and  photographs  add  inter- 
est to  the  story  and  Illustrate  im- 
portant details  of  the  history  of  the 
Canadian  Scottish.  Great  care  has 
been  taken  to  ensure  absolute  ac- 
curacy In  these  maps  and  place 
names  are  clearly  readable,  so  that 
the  reader  may  experience  no  dif- 
ficulty In  tracing  the  movement  of 
the  unit. 

Lieut.  -  Colonel  Urquhart  has 
started  his  history  with  a  prologue, 
which  deals  with  conditions  In  Can- 
ada prior  to  and  at  the  beginning 
of  the  war.

Salisbury  Plains  and  all 
the  resulting  activities  of  the  19th 
Battalion  are  faithfully  and  Inter- 
estingly described  until  the  final 
dismissal  of  the  battalion,  in  Win- 
nipeg, in  1919. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  epilogue, 
the  author  discourses  Impartially  on 
the  Canadian  troops  as  Individuals 
and  as  fighting  men.

While  primarily  intended  for 
Juvenile  readers,  this  book  will  ap- 
peal greatly  to  those  interested  in 
child  psychology.  It  Is  the  story 
of  a  little  girl.  Delphlne.  whose 
father  was  English  and  whose 
mother  was  French,  but  she  herself 
was  born  In  Canada.  Delphlne. 
however,  is  not  a  mixture  of  two 
races  as  might  be  expected,  but  a 
distinct  personality,  who  possesses 
a  dt-t  p  affection  for  animals,  trees 
and  plants.  This  affection  Is  by  no 
means  contemplative,  but  rather  of 
a  personal,  almost  primitive  nature. 
In  addition.  Delphlne  Is  deeply  de- 
voted to  her  father,  whose  interest 
Is  by  no  means  centred  on  his 
daughter.  Eventually,  however.  Del- 
phlne's  devotion  overcomes  his  in- 
difference and  the  hook  ends  with 
Delphlne  still  an  immature  child. 

It  is  very  probable  that  Delphlne's 
life  story  will  be  continued  as  the 
author  in  planning  to  trace  her  life 
In  later  books,  which  will  unob- 
trusively deal  with  the  changing 
home,  school  and  religious  life  in 
Canada,  while  relating  the  experi- 
ences and  gradual  development  of 
her  charming  little  heroine.

Every- 
thing the  new  writer  want*  to  know 
is  In  it.  and  many  things  est  ah 
llshed  writers  are  not  sure  about. 

The   book   deals  concisely  with 
such  Interesting  topics  as  "Publish 
ing."  "Copyright"  (always  a  source 
of  trouble  to  authors),  "The  Prep- 
aration of  Manuscripts,"  "Punctua 
tlon."  "Markets"  and  several  other 
subjects.     Mr.  French  also  lists  a 
number  of  words,  commonly  mis 
used  and  gives  examples  of  their 
correct  usage.

Professor  Barker  Falrley  has 
given  the  public  a  timely  book, 
dealing  with  Goethe  more  as  a  poet 
than  as  a  moralist.  For  too  long 
the  German  has  been  regarded  as 
an  unpopular  author  for  any  but 
the  specialist,  but  the  Interest  that 
has  been  awakened  since  the  cele- 
a  |  oration  of  the  Goethe  centenary  in 
March  Indicates  that  a  new  repu- 
tation is  being  established  for  this 
poet  both  in  England  and  America 
The  debt  that  the  poet  owes 
Shakespeare  is.  fully  discussed  as 
well  as  the  Influence  of  Charlotte 
von  Stein,  the  court  lady  whom 
Ooethe  loved.  The  "Iphlgenle  Auf 
Taurls"  and  "Torquato  Tasso," 
dramas  which  were  conceived  when 
Goethe's  spirl©  was  in  closest  com- 
munication with  Charlotte's,  and 
her  perplexing  relation  to  both  the 
earlier  and  later  Goethe  intrigue 
the  author,  for  he  goes  very  com- 
pletely Into  the  various  discrepan- 
cies as  well  as  the  tragic  love  af- 
fair. 

The  book  contains  many  quota- 
tions that  the  author  has  pains- 
takingly rendered  Into  English,  al- 
though Goethe  Is  the  most  untrans- 
latable of  poets.  "Werther."  for 
Instance,  is  vivid  and  colorful  in  the 
original,  but  as  a  translation  it  Is 
far  from  successful. 

Primarily  intended  for  the  stu- 
dent, this  book  will  be  of  interest 
to  all  lovers  of  poetry. 


Mrs.  Sheard  is  the  possessor  of 
a  whimsical  imagination  that  will 
appeal  to  the  grown-ups  as  well  as 
children,  for  all  grown-ups  who  are 
Imaginative  still  believe  in  "fairy 
doors"  and  "fairy  keys"  and  "fairy 
gold."

Some  of  the  poems  are  purely 
nonsensical  like  the  story  of  the 
little  princess  who  wanted  a  Yak.

Sev- 
eral poems  feature  that  age-old 
cry  of  little  girls  and  grown-up 
women,  "Why  wasn't  I  born  a  boy, 
Instead  of  Just  a  sissy  girl,  who 
mustn't  do  this  and  mustn't  do 
that?" 

"Driftwood"  appealed  most  keenly 
to  this  reviewer.

Family  Grope  Their  Way  to 
Safety  Through  Smoke 
in  Early  Hours 

Oroping  their  way  through  smoke 
and  heat.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Hartle. 
their  son.  Edwin,  and  daughter. 
Palth,  narrowly  escaped  death  from 
suffocation  or  serious  injury  when 
their  twelve-roomed  home  on  Stel- 
lys  Crossroad,  near  Brentwood, 
was  burned  to  the  ground  shortly 
after  3  o'clock  yesterday  morning.

A  FEW  SEA  FACTS 
With  ocean  travel  what  It  is  today 
It  Is  hard   to  realise  the  terrlflo 
hardships  which  passengers  under- 
went In  the  earliest  days  of  navi- 
gation.    Now   we  voyage  in  Her- 
culean  vessels  with  every  known 
comfort,  and  In  safety  that  was  not 
dreamed  of  when  the  world  was 
young. 

Did  you  know  that  the  ship  on 
which  Saint  Paul  took  passage  to 
Rome  carried  277  people.  Including 
the  crew,  besides  a  cargo?  That 
was  quite  a  large  ship  nearly  two 
thousand  years  ago,  but  the  accom- 
modation of  that  period  we  would 
not  say  "thank  you"  for  today 

The  Phoenicians  and  the  Qreeks 
and  Roman*  bulit  some  big  ships, 
which  we  call  galleys,  with  crews 
of  120  to  300  slaves  as  motive  power. 
Those  were  the  days  of  manifold 
oars,  in  tiers  or  galleries  of  chained 
slaves;  blremes  had  two  banks  of 
oars,'  tlremes  three  banks  of  oars, 
while  qutnquerlmes  were  propelled' 
by  five  banks  of  oars. 

Some  of  these  boats  were  200  feet 
long.  leviathans  for  that  age.  At 
the  time  of  Julius  Caesar,  Britons 
had  surpassed  the  Romans  in  the 
art  of  shipbuilding,  their  hulls  being 
constructed  of  British  oak.  At  one 
time,  after  the  Roman  Invasion. 
Britain  employed  no  less  than  800 
ships  In  the  transport  of  corn  from 
London  to  Rome. 

TIMES  HAVE  CHANGED 

From  those  early  days  of  naviga* 
tlon  to  the  present  era  Is  quite  • 
long  time.  The  beautiful  Maure- 
tania,  in  which  we  returned  from 
Europe  after  the  war.  could  carry 
all  the  crews  and  cargoes  of  all  the 
ships  that  plied  from  Britain  to 
Rome  when  Caesar  came  and  saw 
conquered.  She  held  the  blue 
ribbon  for  swift  passage  across  the 
Atlantic  for  twenty-two  years,  with 
an  average  speed  of  27.2  knots,  only 
to  be  ousted  out  of  her  first  posl- 
tlbn  by  the  Europe,  of  the  North. 
Oerman  Lloyd  Line,  In  1930.  whoso 
average  was  27.91. 

The  beginning  of  the  construction 
of  great  ocean  liners  was  in  1858. 
But  the  limit  of  great  steamships 
has  not  reached  the  sky.  A  new 
French  liner,  now  under  construc- 
tion, will  have  a  length  of  1,020  feet, 
and  will,  In  all  probability,  have  a 
speed  that  will  establish  a  new  rec- 
ord. Two  Rovers  are  satisfied  to 
get  across,  and  do  not  expect  to  go 
In  the  largest  ship  afloat,  or  arrlv*j 
in  less  than  four  days;  but  will  be 
thankful  to  get  home,  whatever  b«j 
the  run!

Prophets  being  Invariably  without 
honor  in  their  own  country,  it  was 
not  surprising  that  Canadian  au- 
thors found  it  Impossible  to  create 
a  definite  place  for  themselves  In 
the  life  of  a  young  and  growing 
country.  Many  of  our  beat  authors 
gained  recognition  abroad  before 
their  genius  was  acknowledged  in 
Canada,  and  even  to  this  day.  poets 
who  are  the  voice  of  the  future  and 
the  forerunners  of  change  and  re- 
bellion, still  find  difficulty  In  reach- 
ing the  Canadian  reading  public 
and  finding  the  sympathy  and  en- 
couragement that  are  their  due. 

Flctloneers.  on  the  other  hand, 
have  gradually  come  Into  their  own.

Writers  of 
biography  and  history  find  an 
creasing  Interest  being  shown  in 
things  Canadian,  although  Canada

nation  must  be  firmly  established 
before  her  people  have  either  the 
time  or  the  money  to  spend  on  the 
finer  things  of  life.

Good  books  have  a  universal  ap- 
peal because  they  can  be  all  things 
to  all  people.    "The  demon  of  de- 
pression flees  at  the  opening  of  a 
book,"  says  Howard  Angus  Ken- 
nedy in  "The  Red  Man's  Wonder 
Book,"  and  seldom  have  truer  words 
been  spoken.    Books  are  a  way  of 
escape  from  one's  environment  of 
troubles;  books  are  the  magic  car- 
pet that  carry  one     to  far,  secret 
places  of  the   earth  that  one  can 
(never  reasonably  hope    to  visit;

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NOVEL  EXHIBITION 
HELD  IN  LONDON 


An  exhibition  of  children's  books 
was  opened  recently  In  the  Victoria 
and  Albert  Museum,  London,  by  the 
Princess  Royal.  Publishers  asso- 
ciated with  the  National  Book 
Council  (which  is  at  present  pro- 
moting a  "Boys'  and  Qlrla'  Book 
Week "i  have  lent  a  wide  selection 
of  modern  children's  books.  The 
side  cases  on  the  walls  are  used  for 
the  display  of  over  600  Illustrated 
English  books  for  children,  pub- 
lished between  the  seventeenth 
century  and  1914. 

The  Princess  Royal,  declaring  the 
exhibition  open,  said  that  everyone 
responsible  for  the  education  of  the 
young  had  at  one  time  or  another 
been  assailed  with  the  plaintive  cry 
of  "Nothing  to  read."  No  parents 
or  guardians  worth  their  salt  should 
ever  be  so  reproached  again  after 
an  inspection  of  theae  gaily  covered 
"Jles  where  reading  matter  for 
every  capacity  was  displayed.  The 
princess  expressed  the  hope  that 
the  exhibition  would  make  children 
realize  that  a  book  was  the  great- 
est of  all  gift*. 
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was  murdered  at  this  place  eight  days  ago  by 
a  Nanalmo  in  revenge  for  three  Nanalmoes 
who  were  killed  by  the  Sku-who-mish  the  last 
Winter." 

May  18,  1853  — "Two  young  Nanalmoes  fired 
on  a  CowechJn  last  Wednesday  In  revenge  for 
murder  committed  on  the  28^h  of  last 
August.    The  Cowechln   escaped    with  two 
wounds,  not  mortal.    As  this  occurence  took 
place  within  fifty  yards  of  Mr.  Ollmour's 
house,  I  was  under  the  necessity  of  chasing 
the  belligrent  parties  away  from  the  place, 
and  warned  the  Nanalmoes  to  refrain  for  the 
future   from   carrying   on   their  murderous 
practices  so  near  the  dwellings  of  the  white- 
men." 

The  forgoing  exerpls  from  the  daily  letter 
»k  of  Nanalmo— but  three  of  many  similar 
ones— indicate  the  casual  manner  in  which  the 
veteran  Indian  trader  viewed  the  Incidents 
of  savage  butchery  that  were  common  to  the 
country.  The  miners  It  would  appear  were  less 
enured  to  this  type  of  life,  so  McKay  felt  It 
Incumbent  upon  him  to  advise  the  natives 
to  do  their  killings  mm>  niu.  other  than 


in  the  settlement  had 
which  to  contend.    Perusal  of 
old   letters  and   Journals  shows  that

qpHE  natives  and  the  whites  got 
together  in  those  early  times. 


As  they  approached  the  place,  the  Haldas 
up.  8peara  were  brandished  and  clubs 
were  flourished.  The  little  group  of  miners 
steadily  approached.  Then  when  the  demand 
had  been  made,  the  Indians  became  more  hos- 
tile They  started  throwing  stones  and  sticks 
at  the  whites,  who  slowly  retreated,  keeping 
their  faces  toward*  the  Haldas. 

In  the  Bastion  the  women  and  children  had 
been  crowded  into  the  top  story,  while  the  guns 
on  the  main  floor  were  loaded  with  scrap  Iron 
and  shot.  The  ports  were  opened 
cannonade  was  trained  at  the  tree 
above  the  Haldas'  heads. 

When  the  white  men  had  dropped  back  out 
of  range,  the  order  was  given,  and  with  a  roar 
the  cannonade  was  flred.  sending  its  Iron  hall 
across  the  ravine.  Branches  were  torn  from 
the  trees  and  limbs  and  foliage  came  toppling 
down  on  the  surprised  Indians,  many  of  whom 
had  never  witnessed  the  devastating  effect  of 
heavy  guns. 

The  smoking  gun  was  pulled  back  and  a 
second  one  run  forward  to  belch  forth  Its  an- 
gry warning.  Again  the  forest  was  shaken  by 
the  hail  of  scrap  and  lead.  The  Haldas.  who 
had  hesitated  at  the  first  shot,  now  turned  and 
fled  pell-mell  Into  the  woods.

IN  older  civilizations  |ty  years  Is  not 
a  long  time  for  a  <h  unity  to  main- 
tain its  initial  chatristlcs  of 
and  commerce*  but  in  tJVest  few 
can  make  such  a  boast,  foraging  conditions 
with  increasing  settlemen|-ough  the  years 
rapidly  exact  altered  vlewje. 

Victoria  started  off  as  a  trading  centre; 
Vancouver  as  the  site  of  ,wmill.  with  no 
thought  of  becoming  metropolis  of  the 
West;  New  Westminster  designed  as  a 
Colonial  capital,  but  Nanamade  its  start 
as  a  centre  of  coal  miningthe  Coast,  and 
it  today  retains  Its  posltlc  the  foremost 
centre  of  that  activity. 

It  was  Just  eighty  years  that  Naimlmo 
was  started.  It  was  in  »t,  1882.  that

*  W.  McKay  to  proceed  to  "huysen  Inlet" 
and  there  establish  coal  ml 

McKay  did  so.  and  alth^ighty  years 
liave  gone  by.  and  all  thost,  had  a  part 
In  the  laying  of  the  founda0f  that  fine 
city  have  gone,  the  mines  were  estab- 
lished then  are  still  producU 

Other  coal  mining  cltkave  risen, 
flourished  and  declined,  but  LQ  has  kept 
steadily  on  Its  course.  Welhf  for  *  time 
rivalled  Nanalmo  as  a  pH  of  black 
diamonds.  A  fine,  progress^  grew  up 
about  the  lake;  the  stores  Ibusy  from 
morning  until  dark;  the  street  thronged 
with  happy,  contented  people^  the  coal 
seams  thinned  out;  the  ml^osed,  and 
business  lagged.  Miners  movey,  an<i  tne 
once  busy  thoroughfares  tx  deserted. 
Then  gradually,  one  by  one.  tfeeS  disap- 
peared.

How  Coal  Was  Found 

OO  H  was  that  when  Governor  Douglas  in- 
O  structed  McKay  to  open  mines  there  it 
was  to  "Wenthuysen  Inlet"  or  "Nanalmo"  that 
he  despatched  him. 

Efforts  had  been  made  earlier  to  locate  coal 
mines  on  Vancouver  Island.  They  were  In 
the  8uquash  District  between  the  Nimpkish

original  name,  Intended  by  the  Hud- 
son's Bay  Company  for  the  settlement, 
was  Colvilletown.    It  was  named  after  an 
official  of  the  company  In  England.   But  while 
officially  it  might  be  so  designated,  to  the 
residents  of  the  place  it  was  "Nanalmo."  and 
name  was  spelled  In  different  ways  of 
which,  in  the  earlier  records  "Nanymo"  and 
Nanymoe"  were  generally  favored. 
This  name  was  derived  from  "S'nenymo" 
which  was  the  Indian  name  for  the  collection 
of  five  villages  on  the  inlet.  Each  village  had 
its  own  particular  name,  one  being  "Those 
who  live  in  grass  huts."  but  when  referred  to 
as  a  whole  the  place  was  known  as  8'nenymo." 

The  desire  of  the  fur  trade  organization  to 
open  coal  mines  was  not  through  any  lnate 
desire  to  embark  on  a  phase  of  commercial

and  cedar  bark.   Rude  shelters  they  were,  in- 
tended to  afford  them  protection  from  the  ele- 
ments while  more  substantial  log  homes  were 
being  erected. 
Expert  axemen,  French-Canadians  for  the 
part,  were  to  be  found  about  the  district 
headquarters  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company's 
organization.   Fort  Victoria  boasted  of  several 
and  these  were  sent  to  Nanalmo  to 
superintend  the  work  of  construction.  They 
soon  had  houses  erected,  and  then  started  on 
the  building  of  the  bastion,  which  stands  to 
this  day  as  a  central  attraction  of  the  city 
and  as  a  testimonial  to  their  workmanship. 

September  10.  1852,  saw  the  start  of  the  ex- 
port trade  from  Nanalmo.  Mr.  McKay  in  a 
letter  of  that  date  .'ays: 

"The  Honolulu  Packet  arrived  here  last 
night.  Capt.  Webster  declares  that  he  has  no 
intention  of  trading  or  otherwise  Interfering 
with  the  natives  here.  His  object  Is  to  acquire 
a  knowledge  of  the  Coast.  He  Intends  to 
purchase  some  coal  as  soon  as  Mr.  Mulr  may 
have  laid  open  a  good  sample,  but  he  had  not 
as  yet  made  up  his  mind  as  to  the  quantity 


McKay,  and  the  fact  that  the  head  chief 
of  all  the  8'nenymoes  was  an  Indian  of  re- 
Hls  name  was  Wun-wun- 
shum,  and  the  manner  of  his  death  for  his 
people,  is  an  incident  that  should  be  recorded 
in  the  school  books  of  the  Province. 

As  a  result  of  an  attack  made  by  Nanalmo 
Indians  on  a  party  of  Kwaklutls  In  which  three      nonades  and  twelve  strokes  with  a  cat-of 
were  slain,  the  Kwaklutls.  a  powerful  nation      ^  were  administered. 


The  promise  was  given,  and  the  culprit  was 
produced.  A  court  was  formed,  and  while  the 
native  chiefs  watched  he  was  given  a  fair  trial. 
This  the  Indians  appreciated.  He  was  then 
convicted  and  they  were  satisfied. 

The  punishment  was  a  dozen  lashes.  The 
man  was  tied  to  the  barrel  of  one  of  the  can- 


tlcation,  was  erected  to  protect  the  mines. 
But  the  coal  seams  proved  to  be  Inadequate 
to  the  needs  of  permanacy.  and  following  the 
discovery  of  more  substantial  coalfields  at 
Nanalmo  were  abandoned. 

There  was  a  unique  similarity  between  the 
manner  in  which  both  of  these  coal  measures 
were  discovered.  The  finding  of  the  Fort 
Rupert  field  was  due  to  the  wisdom  of  Dr 
William  Fraser  Tolmle,  father  of  Premier 
Tolmle. 

An  Indian,  observing  coal  in  use  by  the 
blacksmith  at  Fort  McLoughlln.  where  Dr. 
Tolmle  was  stationed,  observed  that  he  knew 
where  there  was  similar  "black  rock."  On 
being  questioned  by  the  doctor  who  was  a 
man  of  great  scientific  knowledge  and  busi- 
ness acumen,  he  offered  to  disclose  the  place. 
This  offer  was  accepted  and  the  8uquaah  field

It  was  in  the  Fall  of  1851  that  a 
Indian  came  to  Fort  Victoria  to  have  the  lock 
of  his   musket   repaired.     He   watched  the 
blacksmith  for  a  few  moments,  and  saw  him 
put  a  shovelful  of  coal  on  the  forge. 

"Where  do  you  get  that  black  rock?"  he 
asked  In  the  Chinook  Jargon  that  was  th* 
medium  of  intercourse  between  the  white  and 
red  races. 

The  blacksmith  explained  that  it  came  In 
the  big  ships  from  a  far  country. 

The  Indian  burst  out  laughing.  Asked  the 
reason  for  his  mirth,  he  exclaimed  that  he 
had  thought  that  the  whites  were  smart  but 
they  could  not  be  if  they  brought  from  over- 
seas that  which  was  obtainable  close  at  hand 

He  was  asked  to  explain  himself,  and  did  so 
by  saying  that  he  knew  where  there  was  "hlyu" 
coal.

It  was.  how- 
ever, in  keeping  with  the  traditional  policy  of 
the  great  company  to  serve  the  Empire.  No 
more  fascinating  story  of  the  relationship  be- 
tween a  business  house  and  a  nation  could  be 
penned  than  that  of  the  manner  In  with  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company,  through  Its  long 
history,  served  the  Crown  of  Britain.  It  was 
in  keeping  with  that  policy  of  service  that  coal 
mining  was  embarked  upon. 

The  wooden  white-winged  walLs  of  Britain 
were  being  replaced  by  steam -propelled  war 
craft,  and  trade  and  colonial  possessions  were 
expanding.    Britain,  studying  the  trend  of 
future  transport  by  sea.  realized  that  the  day 
of  sail  was  on  the  decline.    The  Orient  was 
attracting  attention.   Statesmen  of  the  world 
were  visualizing  enormous  trading  possibilities 
in  China  particularly,  while  It  was  even  then 
appreciated  that   Japan   could    not  remain 
isolated  much  longer.  Thus  the  eyes  of  nations 
were  focused  on  the  Pacific.   In  order  to  play 
h"  part  in  the  development  and  protection 
of  Oriental  trade  and  commerce  it  wa5  es- 
sential that  coal  deposits  be  located  in  British 
territory.

continue  along  the  lines  of  their  work  for  an 
indefinite  period.

The  fact  that  the  American  ship  was  called 
upon  to  deposit  security  on  entering  the  straits 
shows  how,  following  the  location  of  Fort  Vic- 
toria, the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  had  suc- 
ceeded In  gaining  command  of  the  fur  trade 
that  some  years  before  had  been 
monopolized  by  "The  Boston  Man." 
Oovernor  Douglas  was  anxious 


centring  on  the  Nimpklsh  River  and  about  Fort 
Rupert,  sent  a  war  fleet  of  100  canoes  to  de- 
mand reparation. 

The  Nanalmoes  could  only  put  forty  canoes 
on  the  water.    The  fleets  met  on  the  calm 
waters  of  the  harbor,  while  the  white  settlers 
gathered  about  the  bastion,  dreading  having 
to  partake  in  an  Indian  war,  but  knowing  that 
if  the  butchery  started  the  wild  Northerners 
might  even  attack  and  pillage  the  town  If  thev 
could.  y 
Before  fighting  began  the  head  KwakluU 
chief  rose  In  his  canoe  and  made  a  demand 
for  reparation.  Wun-wun-shum  acknowledged 
the  Justness  of  the  demand.   Three  Kwaklutls 
had   died;    three  Nanalmoes   must  die.  and 
goods  must  be  paid  as  well. 

But  who  would  the  three  Nanalmoes  be?  No 
one  offered. 

Then  Wun-wun-shum  rose  in  stately  dignity 
and  addressed  the  Invaders.  He  announced 
who  he  was,  and  told  of  his  power  and  im- 
portance, and  the  others  listened  with  respect, 
for  his  standing  as  a  chief  and  warrior  was 
lamous  along  the  Coast. 

After  telling  of  his  prowess  he  ended  with 
an  appeal:  "Surely  I.  the  great  Wun-wun- 
shum  am  worth  three  common  men."  he  ex- 
claimed. "If  you  agree,  then  kill  me,  and  let 
our  people  be  friends."

That  night  the  Haldas  left  for  home. 
In  connection  with  the  mines,  lumbering 
was  followed  at  Nanalmo.  It  was  the  fact  that 
Kwaklutls  were  employed  In  logging  that  led 
to  the  attack  that  eventually  cost  the  life  of 
Chief  Wun-wun-shum. 

A  mill  was  constructed  on  a  little  stream 
that  today  is  known  as  "Mlllstream."  Here 
the  machinery  was  turned  by  waterpower. 
since  that  time  milling  has  been  a 
Industry  at  Nanalmo. 
Nor  were  these  the  only  two  occupations 
followed  in  those  early  times.  Salt 
factored  at  Nanalmo  for  use  in  salting 
at  Fort  Langley. 

There  was  a  salt  marsh  about  half  a  mile 
from  the  sea.  and  a  spring  that  oozed  brine 
on  the  bank  of  Mlllstream.  not  far  from  the 
waterfront.  Here  sheds  and  drying 
installed,  and  a  pint  of  salt  was 
from  seven  pints  of  brine. 

Another  early  Industrial  effort  that  la  worthy 
of  more  than  passing  mention  was  the  smelting 
of  iron.  This  was  In  1858.  A  heavy  casting  on 
a  portion  of  the  machinery  of  the  mines  broke. 
There  was  no  foundry  closer  than  8an  Fran- 
cisco where  a  new  one  could  be  moulded.  The 
early  settlers  were  men  of  resources.  Rather 
than  stop  all  operations  until  the  broken  part 
could  be  shipped  South  and  wait  the  return 
of  a  new  one  patterned  after  it.  the  decision

Built  Blast  Furnace 

'-pHE  old  steamer  Beaver  had  recently  re- 
A     placed  her  funnel,  and  the  old  one  waa 
put  ashore  at  Nanalmo.   This  waa  utilized  for 
the  central  portion  of  a  blast  furnace  a  blower 
from  the  mine  was  put  to  use  to  create  the 
draught,  and  various  devlcM  were  resorted  to 
with  the  result  that  a  furnace  was  equipped  in 
a  few  days.   Iron  ore  was  gathered  from  Tex- 
ada  Island  and  scrap  was  collected  wherever 
it  could  be  found.    Fine  sand  was  found  on 
the  banks  of  a  creek,  and  moulds  were  made. 
The  molten  iron  was  poured  and  a  most  »uc- 
ceasful  casting  was  made,  permitting  the  mine 
to  start  operations.

ON  the  Pacific  Coast  of  British  Colum- 
bia there  are  many  Isolated  points,  In 
aome  cases  far  from  civilization, 
which  only  receive  news  from  the  outalde  world 
two  or  three  time*  a  year  when  the  Dominion 
Government  tender  Estevsui  pays  lta  regular 
visit  with  supplies  of  fuel,  mail  and  provisions. 
At  such  places  may  be  found  men  who  hava 
devoted  their  lifetime  to  guarding  the 
nels  of  commerce— lighthouse  keeper*, 
others,  however,  are  not  so  far  from  civiliza- 
tion but  out  of  contact  with  the  world.  Such 
;  the  case  at  Race  Rocks,  where  James  For- 
.-.yth  is  tending  the  light,  which  for  more  than 
.seventy  years  has  protected  the  mariner  en- 
tering the  Straits  of  Juan  de  Puca  from  the 
perils  of  the  sea. 

The  past  thirty  years  of  Mr.  Forsyth's  life 
have  been  given  to  this  work,  and  for  thirteen 
years  he  has  been  in  charge  at  Race  Rocks. 
To  the  resident  of  the  city  such  a  life  may 
appear  to  be  one  of  loneliness  and  misery,  but 
those  whose  work  has  brought  them  In  con- 
tact with  these  men  know  of  the  fascination 
and  charm  which  they  find  In  their  work. 
Race  Rocks  Lighthouse  Is  about  twelve  miles 
from  Victoria,  and  Is  separated  from  Vancou- 
ver Island  by  a  channel  a  mile  wide. 

Mr.  Forsyth  is  assisted  at  The  Race  by  his 
son-in-law  and  daughter,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  E  A. 
MacKenzle.  Mrs.  MacKenzie  has  spent  her 
whole  life  with  her  father  in  his  work,  while 
her  husband  was  first  engaged  at  Race  Rocks 
lour  years  ago.  When  she  was  one  month  old 
she  was  taken  to  the  lighthouse  at  Ivory  Is- 
land in  Millbank  Sound.  From  there  she 
moved  with  her  parents  to  Egg  Island  In  Queen 
Charlotte  Sound,  then  to  Langara  Lighthouse, 
■where  her  father  was  employed  before  coming 
to 


Built  in  1860 

T'HE  lighthouse  at  Race  Rocks  was  one  of 
the  first  built  on  the  coast  of  British  Co- 
lumbia by  the  British  Oovernment,  the  other 
being  the  Fisgard  Light.  The  first  keeper  of 
the  light  was  George  Davles,  a  lighthouse  en- 
gineer from  London.  His  duties  commenced 
on  the  completion  of  the  building  In  1881,  and 
he  remained  on  the  Island  until  1885.  Mr. 
Davles'  son  and  daughter,  James  Davles  and 
Mrs.  G.  H.  Maynard,  are  now  residing  In  Vic- 
toria. 

The  light  Is  118  feet  above  sea  level,  the 
tower  being  approximately  100  feet  high.  The 
base  Is  constructed  of  granite  brought  from  the 
Old  Country  In  sailing  ships,  while  the  upper 
section  Is  built*  of  sandstone.  The  walls  are 
six  feet  thick,  and  to  reach  the  top  it  Is  neces- 
sary to  climb  a  circular  staircase  of  ninety-two 
steps.  An  Interesting  feature  of  the  construc- 
tion work  Is  that  during  the  erection  of  the 
tower  each  of  the  steps  was  set  in  separately, 
and  when  the  work  was  completed  a  circular 
column  was  formed  from  the  base  to  the  top. 

From  the  top  of  the  tower  on  a  clear  day  is 
afTorded  a  beautiful  view  of  the  straits,  ex- 
tending far  down  the  Sound  and  across  to  the 
United  States.  The  operation  of  the  light  is 
made  possible  by  a  feat  of  mechanical  engi- 
neering which  times  the  base  of  the  light  to 
route  at  a  steady  pace,  giving  regular  flashes. 
By  these  regular  flashes  the  lighthouses  of 
the  coast  are  distinguished,  each  having  a 
different  flash.  The  Race  Rocks  light  flashes 
every  ten  seconds,  giving  three  flashes  during 
a  full  rotation  of  the  base,  which  goes  around 
once  In  thirty  seconds.  The  present  light  In 
use  Is  900  candlcpower,  but  by  use  of  reflectors 


Prevents  Disaster  at  Sea 


This  is  a  view  of  the  Raoe  Rocks'  lighthe 
and  adjoining  home  of  James  Forsyth  and  his 

assistants.    The  lower  section  of  the  tower  is 
composed  of  granite  transported  from  Eng- 
land in  sailing  vessels,  while    the  topmost 
section  is  built  of  sandstone. 

this  is  Increased  to  50,000  candlepower.  The 
light  Itself  is  similar  to  the  common  lamp 
light,  burning  gas  with  mantles.  The  re- 
flectors route  around  the  light  on  the  base, 
which  floats  in  a  bath  of  mercury  to  Insure 
perfect  operation. 

Reflectors  Rotated 

THE  reflectors  are  rotated  by  means  of  a 
weight  suspended  on  a  cable  attached  to 
the  base  on  which  they  are  built.  By  means 
of  a  windlass  the  cable  Is  wound  up  to  com- 
mence the  roUtion.  While  unwinding  the  cable 
the  weight  travels  down  a  chute  from  the  top 
of  the  tower  to  the  bottom.  It  takes  seven 
hours  to  unwind. 

Prior  to  1925  an  oil  lantern,  which  burned 
flsh  and  coal  oil.  was  used  In  the  tower.  In 
that  year,  however,  the  entire  top  section  of 
the  tower  was  altered  and  apparatus  Installed 
for  the  present  gas  vapor  light.  The  cleanli- 
ness of  the  light  tower  Is  an  outstanding  fea- 
ture, this  being  necessary  to  Insure  against  a 
small  piece  of  grit  getting  into  the  machinery. 
Such  an  event  Is  liable  to  alter  the  flash  of  the 
light  and  thus  make  It  a  menace  rather  than 
a  safety  device  to  the  approaching  mariner. 

As  an  illustration  of  the  manner  in  which 
the  Government  safeguards  against  all  possi- 
ble accidents,  the  lighthouse  keeper  and  his

Above  is  the  standard  transmitting  apparatus 
in  use  at  all  radio  beacon  stations.  This 
equipment  at  Race  Rocks  is  capable  of  broad- 
casting within  a  radius  of  100  miles  and  en- 
ables an  approaching  vessel  to  obtain  its 
bearing  when  receiving  Its  call. 

any  slip-up  in  the  operation  of  the  main 
source  of  illumination.  The  entire  tower  Is 
painted  In  black  and  white,  which  Indicates  to 
seamen  that  the  channel  Is  navigable  on  both 
sides  of  the  Island. 

Adjoining  the  tower  Is  the  six-roomed  house 
of  the  keeper  and  his  family.  There  Mrs. 
MacKenzie  has  a  moat  Interesting  collection 
of  ocean  curios.  Shells  of  all  descriptions  are 
included,  and  bones  of  larger  sea  mammals 
are  also  on  view.  The  most  Interesting  of 
these  curios,  however,  is  a  chart  which  has 
been  kept  by  Mrs.  MacKenzie,  recording  prac- 
tically every  wreck  on  the  West  Coast  of  Van- 
couver Island,  as  far  north  as  Barkley  Sound, 
for  many  years  past.  The  first  of  these  ma- 
rine tragedies  recorded  occurred  In  1854.  The 
only  recorded  wrecks  which  occurred  in  recent 
years  at  The  Race  are  those  of  the  Ss.  Albion 
and  the  James  Griffiths,  the  former  taking 
place  In  the  Fall  of  1928  and  the  latter  on 
March  3  iazi  year.  Several  minor  accidents 
have  occurred  In  gasboats  and  smaller  craft  In 
the  vicinity,  which  have  necessitated  the  light- 
house crew  putting  out  In  their  boat  to  rescue 
those  aboard  or  tow  them  ashore,  where  the 
damage  could  be  repaired. 


probably  more  condemned  by  the  civilian  than 
praised  the  fog  alarm. 

The  alarm  Is  operated  by  a  huge  compress- 
ing Unk  and  compressor.  Thirty-one  pounds 
pressure,  about  the  same  as  that  of  the  aver- 
age automobile  tire.  Is  required  to  blow  the 
horn,  which  may  be  heard  miles  away.  The 
born  also  sends  out  a  special  signal  to  mari- 
ners as  does  the  light.  At  Race  Rocks  the 
horn  signal  Is  a  three  -second  blast  every  forty - 
seven  seconds. 

The  original  sound  signal  on  the  Island  was 
a  bell,  which  was  followed  by  a  steam  fog 
alarm.  In  1910.  however,  this  latter  was  re- 
placed by  the  gasoline  fog  alarm  which  has 
been  In  use  ever  since. 

A  peculiar  feature  concerning  this  alarm  Is 
that  1U  loud  blast  has  mtle  effect  on  the  sleep 
of  the  reaidenU  of  the  Island,  but  at  times 
when  the  Albert  Head  alarm  Is  blowing,  which 
Is  several  mUes  away,  sleeping  la  often  dif- 
ficult. 

In  the  same  building  that  houses  the  fog 
horn  is  the  room  that  houses  the  most  modern 
of  lighthouse  station  equipment,  the  radio  bea- 
con. At  Race  Rocks  this  wonderful  naviga- 
tion aid  Is  in  charge  of  Sherman  Burbank.  who 
has  had  considerable  service  as  an  operator  on 
the  West  Coast.  The  collection  of  switches 
and  meters  resembles  the  interior  of  a  power 
plant. 

Broadcasts  Call 

partus  sends  out  a  wireless  code 
signal  by  which  mariners  hearing  It  are 
enabled  to  determine  their  positions.  8imilar 
to  the  other  equipment,  these  beacons  also 
have  distinguishing  features  In  the  form  of  call 
letters.*  The  Race  Rocks  call  Is  VGT.  In 
fine  weather  the  call  la  sent  out  automatically 
every  half  hour.  During  fog.  however,  It  goes 
out  every  three  minutes.  This  apparatus  re- 
quires careful  daily  Inspection  against  any  mis- 
hap to  the  delicate  machinery. 

The  first  of  these  beacons  was  installed  In 
1928  by  the  Dominion  Oovernment  and  was 
operated  by  Mr.  Forsyth  In  foggy  weather 
only.  It  was  replaced  by  the  present  one  In 
1930.  when  Mr.  Burbank  took  up  his  present 
post.  The  beacon  broadcasts  on  its  own  wave- 
length of  1,000  metres  and  has  a  radius  of  ap- 
proximately 100  miles.  On  one  occasion,  un- 
der good  conditions,  It  was  heard  200  miles 
away. 

Three  boats  are  at  the  disposal  of  the  resi- 
dents of  Race  Rocks,  including  a  large  boat 
with  oars  and  sail,  provided  by  the

The  Fog  Alarm 

N  a  large  building  In  front  of  the  keeper's 
house  is  housed  the  machinery  which  Is 


for  the  lighthouses;  a  small  power  boat,  the 
Evelyn  F,  and  a  small  outboard  craft,  both 
owned  by  Mr.  Forsyth. 
Careful  dally  Inspection  of  the  entire  equip- 
ment on  the  Island  Is  necessary,  and  each 
night,  before  the  light  is  lighted,  the  man  on 
watch  times  the  rotating  reflectors  and  the 
foghorn  blasts  to  prevent  mishaps  occurring 
because 'of  incorrect  signals  being  given. 

Visitors  to  Race  Rocks  are  few.  but  those  In- 
terested in  the  operation  of  the  lighthouse 
will  And  the  residents  of  the  Island  charming 
hosts  and  most  willing  to  Impart  information 
concerning  the  mechanism.  During  the  Sum- 
mer friends  of  the  MacKenzles  often  spend 
short  holidays  at  The  Race,  but  strangers  are 
very  few  in  the  Winter. 

To  a  certain  extent  those  living  on  the  Island 
find  It  necessary  to  make  their  own  amuse- 
ment, but  this  Is  alleviated  partly  by  the  radio, 
which  at  all  times  provides  a  diversified  source

Meeting  the  Spirits  . 

1 1  ^-">UM-8EE-TUN."  I  said.  "I  want  to  ask 
V_>   you  one  thing  before  you  go.  The 


other  day  an  old  woman  told  me  about  some 
people  who  used  to  Ay  about  the  world.  Have 
you  ever  heard  that  story?" 

From  her  rocking-chair  beside  the  stove  La- 
The-Tha  nodded  her  head. 

"Yes.  yesl"  she  said,  "everybody  knows  about 
those  people  flying."  Cum-See-Tun  drew  for- 
ward a  chair  and  sat  down.  Forgotten  were 
the  potatoes  and  the  hard  work  outside! 

"Now  see."  he  began,  "I'll  tell  you  about  that 
Aying.  That  Is  called  'Hwol-Tup.'  First  I'll 
tell  you  how.  long,  long  ago.  our  people  used 
to  believe  In  lots  of  different  spirits— one  for 
the  Ashing,  one  for  the  hunting,  another  for 
medicine  men.  and  for  dancing.  There  were 
lots  of  them,  and  to  Ulk  to  those  spirits — to 
get  them  to  listen— the  man  used  to  go  far 
away  where  there  were  no  other  people.  He 
would  And  a  stream  away  In  the  mounUlns, 
and  there  he  would  stay  without  food  or  blan- 
kets, and  he  must  pray  all  the  ttme.  He  must 
not  sleep  for  long  at  a  time. 

"Every  night  he  must  wash  In  the  fresh 
water;  four  times  he  must  do  this  washing. 
Four  times  each  night  he  must  dive  Into  the 
water.iand  when  he  dives  he  must  call  to  the 
spirit  he  wants  to  help  him.  Then,  when  he 
geU  so  weak  that  he  can  hardly  walk,  the 
spirit  comes  to  him.  And  when  he  gets  back 
to  his  people  he  Is  a  good  hunter,  or  can  catch 
lots  of  Ash— he  Is  helped  by  the  spirit  he  has 
c^led  to. 

-Well,  this  Hwol-Tup  Is  something  like  that. 
It  a  man  wants  to  Ay  he  had  to  be  clean,  good, 
pure.  The  spirits  will  not  listen  to  a  man  who 
Is  not  all  clean!  He  must  leave  his  wife,  and 
Ulk  to  no  woman  for  many  months;  then  he 
goes,  as  I  have  said,  back  in  the  moutalns,  all 
alone;  and  after  the  spirit  has  come  to  him 
he  must  get  cedar  bark,  clean  It  and  beat  It 
for  a  long  time,  until  it  Is  very  soft,  and  has 
long  pieces  falling  down  from  It.  and  at  the 
top  of  these  long  pieces,  near  the  bark,  he  ties 
knots  (like  a  fringe).  Now  he  puts  one  piece 
lound  his  neck  and  some  on  his  arms  and  legs, 
all  with  the  long  fringes  hanging  down.  Then 
he  lies  down  beside  the  stream  again,  and 
waiu  until  the  spirit  comes  to  him.  Some- 
times he  waits  many  days,  sometimes  the  spirit 
comes  to  him  quite  soon  This  Is  what  hap- 
pens when  he  feels  the  spirit  In  him.  His 
arms  go  out  on  each  side  of  him.  quite  stiff, 
and  his  leg*  go  out  stiff,  too.  and  then,  pretty 
soon,  his  body  begins  to  lift  up  and  up,  and  he 
Is  Aying  through  the  air!  Later  he  goes  to  the 
Fraser  River,  or  some  other  place  where  there 
are  lots  of  cranberries,  and  he  makes  a  sort  of 
a  belt  of  those  cranberries,  and  he  wears  that 
belt  all  the  time  he's  flying— that's  all  he  has 
to  eat!" 


Cum-See-Tun  shook  his  head.  "Well.  I've 
never  seen  one  close!-'  he  confessed,  "but  long 
ago  I  was  out  in  a  canoe,  going  to  Kuper  Is- 
land, and  suddenly  I  heard  a  funny  noise! 
Well,  Just  as  soon  as  I  heard  that  noise  I  knew 
what  It  was,  because  I'd  often  heard  my  father 
and  other  old  people  Ulk  about  the  Hwol-Tup, 
and  I'd  heard  them  make  the  kind  of  noise  that 
those  men  make  when  they're  Aying!"

May  18,  1853-"Two  young  Nanalmoea  fired 
on  a  Cowechin  last  Wednesday  in  revenge  for 
the  murder  committed  on  the  28fh  of  last 
August.  The  Cowechin  escaped  with  two 
wounds,  not  mortal.  As  this  occurence  took 
place  within  fifty  yards  of  Mr.  Oilmour's 
house,  I  was  under  the  necessity  of  chasing 
the  belllgrent  parties  away  from  the  place, 
and  warned  the  Nanalmoea  to  refrain  for  the 
future  from  carrying  on  their  murderous 
practices  so  near  the  dwellings  of  the  whlte- 


The  forgoing  exerpla  from  the  dally  letter 
book  of  Nanalmo— but  three  of  many  similar 
ones—  indicate  the  casual  manner  in  which  the 
veteran  Indian  trader  viewed  the  incidents 
of  savage  butchery  that  were  common  to  the 
country.  The  miners  it  would  appear  were  leas 
enured  to  this  type  of  life,  so  McKay  felt  it 
incumbent  upon  him  to  advise  the  natives 
to  do  their  killings  some  place  other  than

Name  Changed

IN  older  civilizations  eighty  years  Is  not 
a  long  time  for  a  community  to  main- 
tain lta  initial  characteristics  of  trade 
and  commerce*  but  In  the  West  few  placet 
can  make  such  a  boast,  for  changing  conditions 
with  increasing  settlement  through  the  years 
rapidly  exact  altered  viewpoints. 

Victoria  started  off  as  a  lur  trading  centre; 
Vancouver  as  the  site  of  a  sawmill,  with  no 
thought  of  becoming  the  metropolis  of  the 
West;  New  Westminster  was  designed  as  a 
Colonial  capital,  but  Nanalmo  made  its  start 
as  a  centre  of  coal  mining  on  the  Coast,  and 
it  today  retains  Its  position  as  the  foremost 
centre  of  that  activity. 

It  was  just  eighty  years  ago  that  Nanalmo 
was  started.  It  was  in  August,  1852,  that 
Oovernor  James  Douglas,  as  Chief  Factor  for 
the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  Instructed  Joseph 
W.  McKay  to  proceed  to  "Wenthuysen  Inlet" 
and  there  establish  coal  mines. 

McKay  did  so,  and  although  eighty  years 
have  gone  by,  and  all  those  who  had  a  part 
in  the  laying  of  the  foundations  of  that  fine 
city  have  gone,  the  mines  that  were  estab- 
lished then  are  still  producing. 

Other  coal  mining  cltHs  have  risen, 
flourished  and  declined,  but  Nanalmo  has  kept 
steadily  on  Its  course.  Wellington  for  a  time 
rivalled  Nanalmo  as  a  producer  of  black 
diamonds.  A  fine,  progressiva  city  grew  up 
about  the  lake;  the  stores  wtre  busy  from 
morning  until  dark ;  the  street!  were  thronged 
with  happy,  contented  people.  Then  the  coal 
seams  thinned  out;  the  mines  closed,  and 
business  lagged.  Miners  moved  away,  and  the 
once  buay  thoroughfares  became  deserted. 
Then  gradually,  one  by  one,  the  houses  disap- 
peared. They  were  moved  to  new  locations 
at  Extension  or  Ladysmith.  lot  with  the  dis- 
covery of  coal  seams  six  miles  from  Nanalmo. 
these  two  towns  sprang  into  being;  the  former 
at  the  mouth  of  the  workings,  and  Ladysmith 
twelve  miles  distant  at  the  shipping  port  on 
Oyster  Harbor. 

Lovely  Ladysmith 

THEN  Ladysmith  grew.  Delightfully  situ- 
ated on  a  hill  sloping  up  from  a  beautiful 
harbor.  It  became  the  home  of  some  3.000 
happy  and  prosperous  people;  fine  homes  and 
lovely  gardens  appeared,  and  fine,  substantial 
business  blocks  were  erected  along  its  busi- 
ness streets.  But  now  the  mines  at  Extension 
are  exhausted,  and  as  a  coal  mining  centre 
Ladysmith  is  no  longer  ranked  with  Nanalmo 
In  importance.  Ladysmith  Is  turning  awards 
other  pursuits,  and  while  it  will  ne  i  follow 
the  pathetic  course  of  Old  Wellington,  its  pos- 
sibilities are  In  other  directions  than  coal  min- 
ing. It  may.  some  day,  be  on  even  more  sub- 
stantial foundations  as  the  centre  of  fruit  in- 
dustry but  as  a  colliery  city  It  U  no  longer 
of  more  than  passing  Interest. 

But  Nanalmo.  the  older  sister  of  these  col- 
liery cities  Is  still  maintaining  her  position  as 
a  producer  of  coal,  and  will  for  many  years 
to  come. 

There  Is  a  world  of  rich  romance  ibout  the 
fine  old  city  of  Nanalmo.  with  Its  e*n  homes 
and  delightful  rose  gardens— a  wealV  of  ro- 
mance that  enriches  but  few  of  our  Western 
communities.  In  this  romance  It  n»*  a  very 
valuable  asset  that  haa  not  been  capitalized 
Nature  has  endowed  it  with  attractbna.  to 
which  man  ha,*  added,  that  should  make  of 
the  place  a  mecca  for  tourists  and  rtsiton 


and  Inlets  of  Pacific  Northwest.  * 
named  the  place  Wenthuysen  Inlet. 

How  Coal  Was  Found 

SO  It  was  that  when  Oovernor  Douglas  in- 
structed McKay  to  open  mines  there  It 
was  to  "Wenthuysen  Inlet"  or  "Nanalmo"  that 


Efforts  had  been  made  earlier  to  locate  coal 
mines  on  Vancouver  Island.  They  were  in 
the  8uquash  District  between  the  Nimpklsh 
River  and  the  present  location  of  Port  Hardy. 
Fort  Rupert,  a  model  of  expert  frontier  forti- 
fication, wa*  erected  to  protect  the  mine*. 
But  the  coal  seams  proved  to  be  inadequate 
to  the  needs  of  pcrmanacy,  and  following  the 
discovery  of  more  substantial  coalfields  at 
Nanalmo  were  abandoned. 

There  was  a  unique  similarity  between  the 
manner  In  which  both  of  these  coal  measures 
were  discovered.  The  finding  of  the  Fort 
Rupert  field  was  due  to  the  wisdom  of  Dr. 
William  Fraser  Tolmie,  father  of  Premier 
Tolmie. 

An  Indian,  observing  coal  In  use  by  the 
blacksmith  at  Fort  McLoughlin,  where  Dr. 
Tolmie  was  stationed,  observed  that  he  knew 
where  there  was  similar  "black  rock."  On 
being  questioned  by  the  doctor  who  was  a 
man  of  great  scientific  knowledge  and  busi- 
ness acumen,  he  offered  to  disclose  the  place 
This  offer  was  accepted  and  the  8uquash  field 
was  discovered. 

It  was  in  the  Fall  of  1881  that  a  "S'nenymo" 
Indian  came  to  Fort  Victoria  to  have  the  lock 
of  his  musket  repaired.  He  watched  the 
blacksmith  for  a  few  moments,  and  saw  him 
put  a  shovelful  of  coal  on  the  forge. 

"Where  do  you  get  that  black  rock?"  he 
asked  in  the  Chinook  Jargon  that  was  the 
medium  of  Intercourse  between  the  white  and 
red  races. 

The  blacksmith  explained  that  It  came  In 
the  big  ships  from  a  far  country. 

The  Indian  burst  out  laughing.  Asked  the 
reason  for  his  mirth,  he  exclaimed  that  he 
had  thought  that  the  white*  were  smart,  but 
they  could  not  be  If  they  brought  from  over- 
seas that  which  was  obtainable  close  at  hand. 

He  was  asked  to  explain  himself,  and  did  so 
by  saying  that  he  knew  where  there  was  "hlyu" 
coal. 

The  smith,  probably  recalling  the  incident 
at  Fort  McLoughlin,  took  the  Indian  to  McKay, 
who  was  Indian  trader,  explaining  the  purport 
of 


THE  original  name.  Intended  by  the  Hud- 
son's Bay  Company  for  the  settlement, 
was  Colvllletown.  It  was  named  after  an 
official  of  the  company  in  England.  But  while 
officially  It  might  be  so  designated,  to  the 
residents  of  the  place  it  was  "Nanalmo,"  and 
the  name  was  spelled  In  different  ways,  of 
which.  In  the  earlier  records  "Nanymo"  and 
"Nanymoe"  were  generally  favored. 

This  name  was  derived  from  "S'nenymo" 
which  was  the  Indian  name  for  the  collection 
of  five  villages  on  the  Inlet.  Each  village  had 
its  own  particular  name,  one  being  "Those 
who  live  In  grass  huts,"  but  when  referred  to 
as  a  whole  the  place  was  known  as  S'nenymo." 

The  desire  of  the  fur  trade  organization  to 
open  coal  mines  was  not  through  any  lnate 
desire  to  embark  on  a  phase  of  commercial 
activity  remote  from  that  which  had  engaged 
It  for  nearly  two  hundred  years.  It  was.  how- 
ever. In  keeping  with  the  traditional  policy  of 
the  great  company  to  serve  the  Empire.  No 
more  fascinating  story  of  the  relationship  be- 
tween a  business  house  and  a  nation  could  be 
penned  than  that  of  the  manner  in  with  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company,  through  its  long 
history,  served  the  Crown  of  Britain.  It  was 
In  keeping  with  that  policy  of  service  that  coal 
mining  was  embarked  upon. 

The  wooden  white-winged  walls  of  Britain 
were  being  replaced  by  steam-propelled  war 
craft,  and  trade  and  colonial  possessions  were 
expanding.  Britain,  studying  the  trend  of 
future  transport  by  sea,  realized  that  the  day 
of  sail  was  on  the  decline.  The  Orient  was 
attracting  attention.  Statesmen  of  the  world 
were  visualizing  enormous  trading  possibilities 
in  China  particularly,  while  It  was  even  then 
appreciated  that  Japan  could  not  remain 
isolated  much  longer.  Thus  the  eyes  of  nations 
were  focused  on  the  Pacific.  In  order  to  play 
her  part  in  the  development  and  protection 
of  Oriental  trade  and  commerce  it  was  es- 
sential that  coal  deooslts  be  located  In  British 
territory.  8o  it  was  that  the  Hudson's  Bay 
Company,  ever  alert  to  the  needs  of  Empire, 
looked  for  and  found  coal,  and  embarked  on 
the  business  of  mining. 

So,  also,  it  was  that  Nanaimo  was  established 
as  a  direct  outcome  of  Imperial  policy.

Reward  Offered 

T«HE  Hudson's  Bay  official  listened.  He 
then  said  that  If  the  Indian  would  gn  to 
the  place  where  he  thought  coal  was  located 
and  bring  a  sample  to  Victoria,  his  gun  would 
be  repaired  without  charge  and  he  would  be 
handsomely  rewarded. 

The  Indian  went  away.  Months  passed  and 
he  did  not  return,  and  his  story  was  forgotten. 

in  the  Spring  of  1852.  however,  the 
reappeared,  and  with  him  he  brought 
hundred  pounds  of  coal  in  his  canoe. 
There  was  great  excitement  In  the  fort. 
Oovernor  Douglas  was  Informed  of  the  arrival 
of  the  sample.   It  was  tested  In  the  forge  fire 
and  In  stoves  and  burned  well. 

McKay  was  sent  up  the  Coast  with  the 
Indian,  and  the  company  canoe,  flying  the 
broad  flag-  of  the  Hudson's  Bay,  was  led  to 
Wenthuysen.  There  the  Indian  showed  McKay 

The  reward  was  duly  paid,  and  the  native 
was  given  a  discarded  top  hat  and  assumed 
the  title  of  -Coal  Tyee." 

So  It  was  that  in  August  of  that  same  year, 


Small  Beginning 

'Hp HE  early  development  of  the  coal  mines 
1  was  a  proceeding  fraught  with  danger 
and  excitement,  as  McKay  and  several  cor- 
penters,  a  blacksmith  and  four  miners  laid 
the  foundation  of  a  community  that  was  to 
continue  along  the  lines  of  their  work  for  an 
Indefinite  period. 

Who  those  four  white  miners  were  Is  noted 
in  a  letter  sent  by  Oovernor 
date  of  August  2«,  1852.  to  McKay 

"I  herewith  enclose  Invoice  of 
forwarded  per  Cadboro  for  use  of  the  new 
establishment,  and  the  party  of  miners  who 
proceed  to  Join  you  by  the  same  conveyance. 

"The  miners  are  under  the  special  orders 
of  Mr.  Muir  and  you  will  please  to  avoid  all 
interference  with  them  directly,  giving  any 
Instructions  you  have  to  Issue  through  Mr 
Mulr  himself,  but  In  no  case  directly  to  the 
men  under  his  orders. 

"The  blacksmith  Raymond  Is  for  general 
service.  The  work  of  the  miners  must,  how- 
ever, have  the  preference  In  all  cases  and  be 
first  attended  to. 

"A  small  forge  should  be  put  up  as  soon 
as  possible  and  every  assistance  In  the  way 
of  carpenters  or  axemen  be  given  Mr.  Mulr 
when,  and  as  often,  as  required. 

"Please  to  write  me  fully  of  your 
and  the  progTeas  of  the  work  by  every 
tunlty   .   .  . 

"The  miner*  are  allowed  Is  per  diem  Instead 
of  rations  and  will  therefore  provide  their  own 
provisions,  which  will  save  you  much  trouble 

"Llat  of  miners:  John  Mulr.  overman; 
Robert  Mulr.  miner;  Archibald  Mulr.  miner; 
John  McGregor,  miner,  pr  Recovery. 

•  Mr.  Douglas*  compliments  to  Mr.  Pember- 
ton  and 


The  early  workers  In  the  settlement  had 
much  with  which  to  contend.    Perusal  of 
old  letters  and  Journals  shows   that  they 
were  housed  in  rude  huts  constructed  of  logs 
bark.   Rude  shelters  they  were,  In- 
tended to  afford  them  protection  from  the  ele- 
whlle  more  substantial  log  homes  w»re 
:rected. 

Expert  axemen,  French-Canadians  for  the 
most  part,  were  to  be  found  about  the  district 
headquarters  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company's 
organization.  Fort  Victoria  boasted  of  several 
such,  and  these  were  sent  to  Nanalmo  to 
superintend  the  work  of  construction.  They 
soon  had  houses  erected,  and  then  started  on 
the  building  of  the  bastion,  which  stands  to 
this  day  as  a  central  attraction  of  the  city 
and  as  a  testimonial  to  their  workmanship. 

September  10,  1852,  saw  the  start  of  the  ex- 
port trade  from  Nanalmo.  Mr.  McKay  In  a 
letter  of  that  date  says: 

"The  Honolulu  Packet  arrived  here  last 
night.  Capt.  Webster  declares  that  he  has  no 
Intention  of  trading  or  otherwise  Interfering 
with  the  natives  here.  His  object  Is  to  acquire 
a  knowledge  of  the  Coast.  He  intends  to 
purchase  some  coal  as  soon  as  Mr.  Mulr  may 
have  laid  open  a  good  sample,  but  he  had  not 
as  yet  made  up  his  mind  as  to  the  quantity 
he  can  afford  to  take. 

"The  Recovery  Is  now  loading.  The  Indians 
experience  greater  difficulties  In  mining  as  the 
seam  ruins  deeper  Into  the  clay.  They  have 
reached  four  yards  Into  the  sea   .   .  ." 

The  Honolulu  Packet's  captain  decided  to 
take  a  cargo  of  thirty-two  tons,  paying  $10  a 
ton  for  It.  for  on  Sept.  16,  Mr.  McKay  wrote 
to  the  governor: 

First  Export  Order 

ttj  HEREBY  forward  a  receipt  for  the 
X  thirty-two  tons  delivered  on  board  the 
Honolulu  Packet.  Capt.  Webster  not  having 
the  ready  cash  to  pay  for  the  same.  On  my 
objecting  to  supplying  the  coals  without  ready 
payment,  he  informed  me  that  he  had  left  his 
chronometer  and  ship's  papers  In  your  pos- 
session at  Victoria  as  a  guarantee  for  his  re- 
turning thither,  and  that  he  had  the  means 
at  that  place  to  meet  the  bill  for  the  coal 
amounting  to  320  dollars." 

The  fact  that  the  American  ship  was  called 
upon  to  deposit  security  on  entering  the  straits 
shows  how,  following  the  location  of  Fort  Vic- 
toria, the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  had  suc- 
ceeded in  gaining  command  of  the  fur  trade 
that  some  years  before  had  been  largely 
monopolized  by  "The  Boston  Man." 

Oovernor  Douglas  was  anxious  to  exploit 
the  possibilities  of  foreign  trade,  for  the  same 
day  that  the  Honolulu  Packet  finished  her 
loading  at  Nanaimo.  he  wrote  from  Fort  Vic- 
toria: 

"The  Mary  Dare,  bound  for  Nanymo  Bay  for 
a  cargo  of  coal,  and  you  will  use  every  exertion 
to  fill  and  give  her  the  earliest  despatch  pos- 
sible, as  coal  is  now  at  a  very  high  figure  in 
California,  and  from  the  large  shipments  ex- 
pected from  England  and  the  United  States 
a  fall  is  soon  expected,  so  that  it  Is  important 
to  get  our  coal  Into  the  market  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible." 

Thus,  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  In  one  of 
Its  own  ships  opened  up  a  trade  between  Van- 
couver Island  and  California  that  was  con- 
tinued until  quite  recent  years. 

Savage  Warfare 

THE  miners  at  fork  at  Nanalmo  were  in 
constant  alarm.  The  Indians  were 
savage  and  cruel.  Tribal  warfare  waged  about 
the  place,  as  the  brief,  matter-of-fact  reports 
of  the  iron-nerved  McKay  indicate. 

September  18,  1852. — "A  tragical  event  oc- 
curred yesterday  at  this  place  under  the 
following  circumstances.  Tsan-sl-al  the 
Cowlchan  chief,  arrived  here  early  yesterday 
morning  with  forty  natives  all  armed,  in  four 
canoes.  On  coming  alongside  the  Recovery.  I 
invited  the  old  man  on  board,  treated  him  to 
some  victuals,  and  enquired  of  him  his  Inten- 
tion in  coming  here  In  such  a  warlike  manner. 
He  Informed  me  he  had  Just  returned  from 
Eraser's  River  and  that  he  had  come  over  from 
his  village  which  Is  about  fifteen  miles  distant 
on  a  complimentary  visit  to  the  Nanalmo 
Indiana,  who  were  his  relations  and  friends 
On  leaving  the  harbor  they  shot  an  Indian 

occurence  has  nearly  died  away 
are  coming  in  this  morning  as 


Heroic  Chief 

THE  natives  and  the  whites  got  along  well 
together  In  those  early  times.  This  was 
due  to  the  complete  confidence  they  had  In 
McKay,  and  the  fact  that  the  head  chief 
of  all  the  S  nenymoes  was  an  Indian  of  re- 
markable qualities.  His  name  was  Wun-wun- 
shum,  and  the  manner  of  his  death  for  his 
people,  Is  an  incident  that  should  be  recorded 
in  the  school  books  of  the  Province. 

As  a  result  of  an  attack  made  by  Nanaimo 
Indians  on  a  party  of  KwakluUs  In  which  three 
were  slain,  the  KwakluUs,  a  powerful  nation 
centring  on  the  Nimpklsh  River  and  about  Fort 
Rupert,  sent  a  war  fleet  of  100  canoes  to  de- 
mand reparation. 

The  Nanalmoes  could  only  put  forty  canoes 
on  the  water.  The  fleets  met  on  the  calm 
waters  of  the  harbor,  while  the  white  settlers 
gathered  about  the  bastion,  dreading  having 
to  partake  In  an  Indian  war,  but  knowing  that 
If  the  butchery  started  the  wild  Northerners 
might  even  attack  and  pillage  the  town  If  they 
could. 

Before  fighting  began  the  head  KwakiuU 
chief  rose  In  his  canoe  and  made  a  demand 
for  reparation.  Wun-wun-shum  acknowledged 
the  Justness  of  the  demand.  Three  Kwaklutla 
had  died;  three  Nanalmoes  must  die,  and 
goods  must  be  paid  as  well. 

But  who  would  the  three  Nanalmoes  be?  No 
one  offered. 

Then  Wun-wun-shum  rose  in  stately  dignity 
and  addressed  the  invaders.  He  announced 
who  he  was,  and  told  of  his  power  and  im- 
portance, and  the  others  listened  with  respect, 
for  his  standing  as  a  chief  and  warrior  was 
lamous  along  the  Coast. 

After  telling  of  his  prowess  he  ended  with 
an  appeal:  "8urely  I,  the  great  Wun-wun- 
shum  am  worth  three  common  men,"  he  ex- 
claimed. "If  you  agree,  then  kill  me.  and  let 
our  people  be  friends." 

There  was  a  period  of  discussion  among  the 
Invaders,  and  then  the  offer  was  accepted. 

Dies  for  His  People 
^Y/UN-WUN'SHUM  stood  up  m  nU  canoe 

W  and  faced  his  executioners.  Twice 
they  fired  to  wound.  He  made  no  move  as 
the  musket  balls  ploughed  through  his  flesh. 
Then  a  third  shot  was  fired.  The  ball  struck 
him  between  the  eyes— and  thus  Wun-wun- 
shum  made  reparation  for  his  people. 

Another  exciting  episode  of  the  early  days 
of  Nanaimo  reflects  the  dangers  and  ever- 
present  threats  that  featured  the  dally  lives 
of  the  people  of  the  settlement. 

The  Halda  warriors  of  the  Queen  Charlotte 
Island*  were  the  Vikings  of  the  Coast.  Fierce 
fighters  and  skilled  navigators,  they  prowled 
from  their  Island  villages  as  far  south  as  Puget 
Sound,  exacting  tribute  from  weaker  tribes, 
and  causing  uneasiness  by  their  presence  to 
even  the  stronger  forces  at  Fort  Victoria.  This 
fact  Is  evidenced  in  the  first  address  tp  a 
legislative  gathering,  when  Oovernor  Douglas, 
In  opening  the  first  Assembly  on  Vancouver 
Island,  referred  to  the  Incursion*  of  the  Haldas, 
and  his  efforts  to  get  them  to  return  home. 

It  was  on  one  of  these  periodic  forays  to  the 
south,  where  the  Oovernor  had  persuaded 
them  to  return  home,  that  a  large  party  of 
Haldas  decided  to  visit  Nanaimo. 

The  local  Indians  were  afraid  of  them,  and 
the  white  population  did  not  welcome  them. 
They  camped  on  a  green  not  far  removed  from 
the  settlement.  The  whites  took  care  to  offer 
no  excuse  for  the  Indians  to  start  trouble, 
while  the  local  natives  submitted  to  their  de- 
mands for  food. 

Not  satisfied  with  the  hospitality  thus  en- 
forced, the  Haldas  started  prowling  about  the 
cabins  of  the  miner*. 

A  man  named  Baker  had  a  little  dog.  This 
animal  sprang  at  a  Halda  that  was  detected 
sneaking  about  the  Baker  residence.  The  In- 
dian killed  the  dog. 

This  wa*  something  that  could  not  be  toler- 
ated, despite  the  desire  of  the  white  men  to 
preserve  harmony.  If  such  an  act  went  un- 
punished the  Indians  might  Interpret  It  a*  fear 
on  the  part  of  the  whites,  and  further  thefts 
and  acta  of  Intimidation  might 

Alarm  Sounded 


As  they  approached  the  place,  the  Haldas 
up.  8pears  were  brandished  and  clubs 
flourished.  The  little  gTOup  of  miners 
steadily  approached.  Then  when  the  demand 
had  been  made,  the  Indians  became  more  hos- 
tile. They  started  throwing  stones  and  *tlcks 
at  the  whites,  who  slowly  retreated,  keeping 
their  faces  towards  the  Haldas. 

In  the  Bastion  the  women  and  children  had 
been  crowded  into  the  top  story,  while  the  guns 
on  the  main  floor  were  loaded  with  scrap  iron 
and  shot.  The  ports  were  opened  and  one 
cannonade  was  trained  at  the  tree  trunk* 
above  the  Haldas'  heads. 

When  the  white  men  had  dropped  back  out 
of  range,  the  order  was  given,  and  with  a  roar 
the  cannonade  was  fired,  sending  it*  iron  hall 
across  the  ravine.  Branches  were  torn  from 
the  trees  and  limbs  and  foliage  came  toppling 
down  on  the  surprised  Indians,  many  of  whom 
had  never  witnessed  the  devastating  effect  of 

The  smoking  gun  was  pulled  back  and  a 
second  one  run  forward  to  belch  forth  Its  an- 
gry warning.  Again  the  forest  was  shaken  by 
the  hail  of  scrap  and  lead.  The  Haldas.  who 
had  hesitated  at  the  first  shot,  now  turned  and 
fled  pell-mell  Into  the  woods. 

An  hour  or  two  later  a  Halda  chief  wa*  ob- 
served coming  towards  the  settlement,  his  hand 
raised  In  sign  of  pesos. 

He  was  questioned  as  to  his  mission,  and  re- 
plied that  the  Indians  would  surrender  the 
wanted  man  if  the  big  guns  were  not  discharged 
again. 

The  promise  was  given,  and  the  culprit  was 
produced.  A  court  was  formed,  and  while  the 
native  chiefs  watched  he  was  given  a  fair  trlsl. 
This  the  Indians  appreciated.  He  was  then 
convicted  and  they  were  satisfied. 

The  punishment  was  a  dozen  lashes.  The 
man  wa*  tied  to  the  barrel*  of  one  of  the  can- 
nonades and  twelve  strokes  with  a  cat-of-r 
tails  were  administered.  • 
That  night  the  Haldas  left  for 
In  connection  with  the  mines,  lumbering 
was  followed  at  Nanalmo.  It  was  the  fact  that 
Kwaklutla  were  employed  In  logging  that  led 
to  the  attack  that  eventually  cost  the  life  of 
Chief  Wun-wun-shum. 

A  mill  wa*  constructed  on  a  little  stream 
that  today  is  known  as  "Millstream."  Here 
the  machinery  was  turned  by  waterpower. 
Ever  since  that  time  milling  has  been  a 
secondary  Industry  at  Nanalmo. 

Nor  were  these  the  only  two  occupations 
followed  in  those  early  times 
lectured  at  Nanalmo  for  use  in  salting 
at  Fort  Langley. 

There  was  a  salt  marsh  about  half  a  mile 
from  the  sea.  and  a  spring  that  oozed  brine 
on  the  bank  of  Millstream.  not  far  from  the 
waterfront.  Here  sheds  and  drying  pans  were 
Installed,  and  a  pint  of  salt  wa*  recovered 
from  seven  pints  of  brine. 

Another  early  industrial  effort  that  is  worthy 
of  more  than  passing  mention  wa*  the  smelting 
of  Iron.  This  was  in  1858.  A  heavy  casting  on 
a  portion  of  the  machinery  of  the  mines  broke. 
There  was  no  foundry  closer  than  8an  Fran- 
cisco where  a  new  one  could  be  moulded.  The 
early  settlers  were  men  of  resources.  Rather 
than  stop  all  operations  until  the  broken  part 
could  be  shipped  8outh  and  wait  the  return 
of  a  new  one  patterned  after  it,  the  decision 
to  do  the  work  at

Built  Blast  Furnace 

THE  old  steamer  Beaver  had  recently  re- 
placed her  funnel,  and  the  old  one  wa* 
put  ashore  at  Nanalmo.  This  was  utilized  for 
the  central  portion  of  a  blast  furnace,  a  blower 
from  the  mine  was  put  to  use  to  create  the 
draught,  and  various  devices  were  resorted  to 
with  the  result  that  a  furnace  was  equipped  In 
a  few  day*.  Iron  ore  was  gathered  from  Tex- 
ada  Island  and  scrap  was  collected  wherever 
It  could  be  found.  Fine  sand  was  found  on 
the  banks  of  a  creek,  and  moulds  were  made. 
The  molten  Iron  was  poured  and  a  most  suc- 
cessful casting  was  made,  permitting  the  mine 
to  start  operations. 

Such  were  the  early  days  of  Nanalmo  which 
recently  arrived  at  Its  eightieth  anniversary. 

Nanalmo  of  today  is  a  city  of  which  Its 
people  may  be  Justly  proud.  It  has  many 
landmarks  of  those  earlier  times;  many  point* 
of  interest  Indelibly  associated  with  that 
colorful  period  when  it  was  situated  In  a 
wilderness. 

Nanalmo  makes  no  use  of  these  attractions 
— these  attractions  so  rare  In  a  new  country. 
There  is  the  old  Bastion,  the  place  of  defence 
completed  by  McKay  and  his  men  In  1853. 
Native  Sons  of  British  Columbia  keep  it  Intact, 
but  it  is  rarely  open  to  the  public.  There  Is 
the  old  pioneer  cemetery,  where  rest  the  bones 
of  some  who  succumbed  to  wounds  received 
when  British  and  French  warships  were  re- 
pulsed in  attacking  Russian  fortifications  In 
81berta,  and  where  many  notable  men  of 
pioneer  days  sleep.  It  Is  overgrown  with  weed*, 
and  shows  a  lack  of  both  pride  and  respect. 
There  are  the  unique  Indian  carvings  near 
Chase  River,  that  of  themselves,  are  worm  a 
far  Journey  to  Inspect.    There  is  the  Mala- 

rock,  and  which  proved  such  an  attraction  to 
the  Spaniards  in  1TO1  that  they  had  a  picture

ON  the  Paclttc  Coast  of  British  Colum- 
bia there  are  many  Isolated  points,  In 
some  cases  far  from  civilization, 
which  only  receive  news  from  the  outside  world 
two  or  three  times  a  year  when  the  Dominion 
Government  tender  Estevan  pays  its  regular 
visit  with  supplies  of  fuel,  mall  and  provisions. 
At  such  places  may  be  found  men  who  have 
devoted  their  lifetime  to  guarding  the  chan- 
nels of  commerce— lighthouse  keepers.  Many 
others,  however,  are  not  so  far  from  civiliza- 
tion but  out  of  contact  with  the  world.  Such, 
to  the  case  at  Race  Rocks,  where  James  For- 
•syth  Is  tending  the  light,  which  for  more  than 
seventy  years  has  protected  the  mariner  en- 
tering the  Straits  of  Juan  de  Puca  from  the 
perils  of  the  sea. 

The  past  thirty  years  of  Mr.  Forsyth's  life 
have  been  given  to  this  work,  and  for  thirteen 
years  he  has  been  in  charge  at  Race  Rocks. 
To  the  resident  of  the  city  auch  a  life  may 
appear  to  be  one  of  loneliness  and  misery,  but 
those  whose  work  has  brought  them  in  con- 
tact with  these  men  know  of  the  fascination 
and  charm  which  they  find  in  their  work. 
Race  Rocks  Lighthouse  Is  about  twelve  miles 
from  Victoria,  and  Is  separated  from  Vi 
ver  Island  by  a  channel  a  mile  wide 

Mr.  Forsyth  is  assisted  at  The  Race  by  his 
son-in-law  and  daughter.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  E.  A. 
MacKenzle.  Mrs.  MacKenzle  has  spent  her 
whole  life  with  her  father  in  his  work,  while 
her  husband  was  first  engaged  at  Race  Rocks 
lour  years  ago.  When  she  was  one  month  old 
she  waa  taken  to  the  lighthouse  at  Ivory  Is- 
land In  Millbank  Sound.  From  there  she 
moved  with  her  parents  to  Egg  Island  In  Queen 
Charlotte  Sound,  then  to  Langara  Lighthouse, 
where  her  father

'-pHE  lighthouse  at  Race  Rocks  was  one  of 
the  first  butlt  on  the  coast  of  British  Co- 
lumbia by  the  British  Government,  the  other 
being  the  Flsgard  Light.  The  first  keeper  of 
the  light  was  George  Davles.  a  lighthouse  en- 
gineer from  London.  His  duties  commenced 
on  the  completion  of  the  building  in  1M1,  and 
he  remained  on  the  island  until  1M5.  Mr. 
Davies'  son  and  daughter,  James  Davles  and 
Mrs.  G.  H.  Maynard,  are  now  residing  In  Vic- 
toria. 

The  light  Is  118  feet  above  sea  level,  the 
tower  being  approximately  100  feet  high.  The 
base  is  constructed  of  granite  brought  from  the 
Old  Country  In  sailing  ships,  whUe  the  upper 
section  is  built*  of  sandstone.  The  walls  are 
six  feet  thick,  and  to  reach  the  top  it  is  neces- 
sary to  climb  a  circular  staircase  of  ninety-two 
steps.  An  interesting  feature  of  the  construc- 
tion work  is  that  during  the  erection  of  the 
tower  each  of  the  steps  was  set  in  separately, 
and  when  the  work  was  completed  a  circular 
column  was  formed  from  the  base  to  the  top. 

From  the  top  of  the  tower  on  a  clear  day  is 
afforded  a  beautiful  view  of  the  straits,  ex- 
tending far  down  the  Sound  and  across  to  the 
United  States.  The  operation  of  the  light  to 
made  possible  by  a  feat  of  mechanical  engi- 
neering which  times  the  base  of  the  light  to 
rotate  at  a  steady  pace,  giving  regular  flashes. 
By  these  regular  flashes  the  lighthouses  of 
the  coast  are  distinguished,  each  having  a 
different  flash.  The  Race  Rocks  light  flashes 
every  ten  seconds,  giving  three  flashes  during 
a  full  rotation  of  the  base,  which  goes  around 
once  in  thirty  seconds.  The  present  light  in 
use  is  900  candlcpower,  but  by  use  of

this  is  Increased  to  50,000  candlepower.  The 
light  Itself  Is  similar  to  the  common  lamp 
light,  burning  gas  with  mantles.  The  re- 
flectors rotate  around  the  light  on  the  base, 
which  floats  in  a  bath  of  mercury  to  Insure 
perfect  operation. 

Reflectors  Rotated 

THE  reflectors  are  rotated  by  means  of  a 
weight  suspended  on  a  cable  attached  to 
the  base  on  which  they  are  built.  By  means 
of  a  windlass  the  cable  is  wound  up  to  com- 
mence the  rotation.  While  unwinding  the  cable 
the  weight  travels  down  a  chute  from  the  top 
of  the  tower  to  the  bottom.  It  takes  seven 
hours  to  unwind. 

Prior  to  1925  an  oil  lantern,  which  burned 
Ash  and  coal  oil,  was  used  in  the  tower.  In 
that  year,  however,  the  entire  top  section  of 
the  tower  was  altered  and  apparatus  Installed 
for  the  present  gas  vapor  light.  The  cleanli- 
ness of  the  light  tower  Is  an  outstanding  fea- 
ture, this  being  necessary  to  Insure  against  a 
small  piece  of  grit  getting  into  the  machinery. 
Such  an  event  la  liable  to  alter  the  flash  of  the 
light  and  thus  make  it  a  menace  rather  than 
a  safety  device  to  the  approaching  mariner. 

As  an  illustration  of  the  manner  in  which 
the  Government  safeguards  against  all  possi- 
ble accidents,  the  lighthouse  keeper  and  his

Above  is  the  standard  transmitting  apparatus 
in  use  at  all  radio  beacon  stations.  This 
equipment  at  Race  Rocks  is  capable  of  broad- 
casting within  a  radius  of  100  miles  and  en- 
ables an  approaching  vessel  to  obtain  its 
bearing  when  receiving  its  call. 

any  slip-up  in  the  operation  of  the  main 
source  of  illumination.  The  entire  tower  is 
painted  in  black  and  white,  which  indicates  to 
that  the  channel  la  navigable  on  both 
of  the  Island. 
Adjoining  the  tower  is  the  six-roomed  house 
of  the  keeper  and  his  family.  There  Mrs. 
MacKenzle  has  a  most  Interesting  collection 
of  ocean  curios.  Shells  of  all  descriptions  are 
Included,  and  bones  of  larger  sea  mammals 
are  also  on  view.  The  most  Interesting  of 
these  curios,  however,  is  a  chart  which  has 
been  kept  by  Mrs.  MacKenzie,  recording  prac- 
tically every  wreck  on  the  West  Coast  of  Van- 
couver Island,  as  far  north  as  Barkley  Sound, 
for  many  years  past.  The  first  of  these  ma- 
rine tragedies  recorded  occurred  In  1854.  The 
only  recorded  wrecks  which  occurred  in  recent 
years  at  The  Race  are  those  of  the  Ss.  Albion 
and  the  James  Griffiths,  the  former  taking 
place  in  the  Fall  of  1928  and  the  latter  on 
March  3  iact  year.  Several  minor  accidents 
have  occurred  In  gasboaU  and  smaller  craft  In 
the  vicinity,  which  have  necessitated  the  light- 
house crew  putting  out  In  their  boat  to  rescue 
those  aboard  or  tow  them  ashore,  where  the 
damage  could  be  repaired. 

The  Fog  Alarm 

IN  a  large  building  In  front  of  the  keeper's 
house  is  housed  the  machinery  which  to 


The  original  sound  signal  on  the  Island  waa 
a  bell,  which  wee  followed  by  a  steam  fog 
alarm.  In  1910,  however,  this  latter  was  re- 
x  placed  by  the  gasoline  fog  alarm  which  has 
been  In  use  ever  since. 

A  peculiar  feature  concerning  this  alarm  Is 
that  Its  loud  blast  has  little  effect  on  the  sleep 
of  the  residents  of  the  Island,  but  at  times 
when  the  Albert  Head  alarm  Is  blowing,  which 
to  several  miles  away,  sleeping  Is  often  dif- 
ficult 

In  the  seme  building  that  houses  the  fog 
horn  is  the  room  that  houses  the  moat  modern 
of  lighthouse  station  equipment,  the  radio  bea- 
con. At  Race  Rocks  this  wonderful  naviga- 
tion aid  Is  In  charge  of  Sherman  Burbank,  who 
has  had  considerable  service  as  an  operator  on 
the  West  Coast.  The  collection  of  switches 
and  meters  resembles  the  interior  of  a 
plant. 

Broadcasts  Call 

THIS  appartus  sends  out  a  wireless 
signal  by  which  mariners  hearing  It  are 
enabled  to  determine  their  positions, 
to  the  other  equl 
have  distinguishing  features  In  the  form  of  call 
letters.*  The  Race  Rocks  call  to  VGT.  In 
fine  weather  the  call  Is  sent  out  automatically 
every  half  hour.  During  fog,  however,  It  goes 
out  every  three  minutes.  This  apparatus  re- 
quires careful  daily  inspection  against  any  mis- 
hap to  the  delicate  machinery. 

1928  by  the  Dominion  Government  and  was 
operated  by  Mr.  Forsyth  In  foggy  weather 
only.  It  was  replaced  by  the  present  one  In 
1930.  when  Mr.  Burbank  took  up  his  present 
post.  The  beacon  broadcasts  on  Its  own  wave- 
length of  1,000  metres  and  has  a  radius  of  ap- 
proximately 100  miles.  On  one  occasion,  un- 
der good  conditions,  It  was  heard  200  miles 
away. 

Three  boats  are  at  the  disposal  of  the  resi- 
dents of  Race  Rocks,  including  a  large  boat 
equipped  with  oars  and  sail,  provided  by  the 
Dominion  Government  as  standard  equipment 
for  the  lighthouses;  a  small  power  boat,  the 
Evelyn  F.  and  a  small  outboard  craft,  both 
owned  by  Mr.  Forsyth. 

Careful  dally  Inspection  of  the  entire  equip- 
'  ment  on  the  Island  Is  necessary,  and  each 
night,  before  the  light  Is  lighted,  the  man  on 
watch  times  the  rotating  reflectors  and  the 
foghorn^  blasts  to  prevent  mishaps  occurring 

Visitors  to  Race  Rocks  are  few.  but  those  in- 
terested In  the  operation  of  the 
will  find  the  residents  of  the  Island 
hosts  and  most  willing  to  Impart  information 
concerning  the  mechanism.  During  the  Sum- 
mer friends  of  the 
short  holidays  at  The  Race, 
very  few  in  the  Winter. 

To  a  certain  extent  those  living  on  the  Island 
find  it  necessary  to  make  their  own  amuse- 
ment, but  this  Is  alleviated  partly  by  the  radio, 
which  at  all  times  provides  a  diversified  source 
of  amusement.

On  the** 
festive  occasions  naval  officers  aired  their  gold 
lace,  legislators  displayed  their  wit  or  lack  of  It, 
while  young  ladies  in  flovered  damask  bright- 
ened the  sparkling  assemblies  like  gilded  Sum- 
mer butterflies. 

Early  In  March,  si lortly  before  the  advent  of 
the  I<enten  season,  the  home  of  John  Brown, 
a  wealthy  West  Indian  trider,  on  Hollls  Street, 
was  the  scene  of  the  cosing  dance  of  the 
Winter's  festivities.  Thi  dance  was  in  the 
formality  of  a  grand  baJ,  and  many  of  the 
citizens  who  had  been  guerts  and  hosts  of  pre- 
vious functions  of  the  kod  were  Ill-humored 
at  being  uninvited. 

The  house  was  bright  with  lights.  Since 
early  darkness  carriages  with  merry  groups 
had  rolled  up  to  the  dor,  whence  came  the 
burst  of  laughter  and  smg,  accompanied  by 
the  pensive  music  of  flufc  and  violin.  Shortly 
before  ten  o'clock,  wher  the  night  of  revelry 
was  merrily  on  Its  way,  i  carriage  came  slowly 
up  the  driveway  and  supped  before  the  por- 
tico. A  young  man  li  high  hat  and  cape 
alighted,  and,  giving  htol|and  to  a  young  lady, 
gallantly  led  his  fair  eeott  up  the  steps.  The 
young  man  was  Samuel  Cunard. 

Inside  the  house  th»  guests  passed  from 
room  to  room  in  high  (lee,  while  at  the  foot 
of  the  stairs  a  row  of  gallants  stood  to  give 
their  hand  to  the  flow*  of  the  colony  as  they 
followed  each  other  tupping  lightly  down  the

He 
would  And  a  stream  away  In  the  mountains, 
and  there  he  would  stay  without  food  or  blan- 
kets, and  he  must  pray  all  the  time  He  must 
not  sleep  for  long  at  a  time. 

"Every  night  he  must  wash  In  the  fresh 
water;  four  times  he  must  do  this  washing. 
Four  times  each  night  he  must  dive  into  the 
water ,i  and  when  he  dives  he  must  call  to  the 
spirit  he  wants  to  help  him.  Then,  when  he 
gets  so  weak  that  he  can  hardly  walk,  the 
spirit  comes  to  him.  And  when  he  gets  back 
to  his  people  he  Is  a  good  hunter,  or  can  catch 
lots  of  Ash— he  is  helped  by  the  spirit  he  has 
c»lled  to. 

"Well,  this  Hwol-Tup  is  something  like  that. 
II  a  man  wants  to  Ay  he  had  to  be  clean,  good, 
pure.  The  spirits  will  not  listen  to  a  man  who 
is  not  all  clean!  He  must  leave  his  wife,  and 
talk  to  no  woman  for  many  months;  then  he 
goes,  as  I  have  said,  back  in  the  moutalns,  all 
alone;  and  after  the  spirit  has  come  to  him 
he  must  get  cedar  bark,  clean  It  and  beat  It 
for  a  long  time,  until  it  is  very  soft,  and  has 
long  pieces  falling  down  from  It,  and  at  the 
top  of  these  long  pieces,  near  the  bark,  he  ties 
knots  (like  a  fringe).  Now  he  puts  one  piece 
round  his  neck  and  some  on  his  arms  and  legs, 
all  with  the  long  fringes  hanging  down.  Then 
he  lies  down  beside  the  stream  again,  and 
waits  until  the  spirit  comes  to  him.  Some- 
times he  waits  many  days,  sometimes  the  spirit 
comes  to  him  quite  soon.  This  Is  what  hap- 
pens when  he  feels  the  spirit  In  him.  His 
arms  go  out  on  each  side  of  him.  quite  stiff, 
and  his  legs  go  out  stiff,  too.  and  then,  pretty 
soon,  his  body  begins  to  lift  up  and  up,  and  he 
Is  Aylng  through  the  air!  Later  he  goes  to  the 
Fraeer  River,  or  some  other  place  where  there 
are  lots  of  cranberries,  and  he  makes  a  sort  of 
a  belt  of  those  cranberries,  and  he  wears  that 
belt  all  the  time  he's  flytng-thatl  all  he  has 
to  eat!"

LD-TIMERS  in  Saanlch  love  to  tell 
about  the  days  when  the  wild  game 
roamed  at  large  throughout  the 
peninsula;  pheasant  and  quail  and  grouse  in 
the  wooded  places,  and  clouds  of  ducks  in 
the  swampy  lowlands.  They  love  to  describe 
how  the  bears  came  and  fed  within  sight  of 
their  clearings,  and  the  wolves  would  sneak 
out  of  the  timber  at  night,  to  follow  along 
the  creeks,  tracking  the  deer. 

It  doesn't  take  much  stretch  of  the  imag- 
ination to  see  It  as  It  was  then,  for  fifty 
years  or  sixty  years  have  not  brought  about 
such  remarkable  changes,  ten  or  twelve  miles 
out  of  Victoria.  The  higher  slopes  of  Big 
Saanlch.  the  Malahat  and  Bear  Mountain 
arc  as  densely  wooded  as  ever,  and  no  doubt 
at  all  that  the  small  black  bear  still  finds  a 
domicile  there.  Certainly  the  cougars  do. 
though  the  wolves  are  a  thing  of  the  past. 
And  game  Is  still  pl?ntlful. 

Probably  In  another  fifty  years  when  we 
tell  our  grandchildren  that  we  were  awak- 
ened at  night  by  some  animal  or  animals 
running  past  our  back  veranda,  and  sprang 
out  of  bed  to  see  two  deer  making  their  way 
up  the  road  to  our  strawberry  patch,  plain 
as  day  in  the  bright  moonlight,  they  win 
marvel  a  little,  for  we  feel  that  half  a  cen- 
tury will  bring  about  a  decided  transforma- 
tion in  the  peninsula,  and  that  very  likely  the 
deer  and  the  cougar,  if  there  are  any  left  by 
that  time,  will  have  learned  to  keep  to  the 
hilly  fastnesses.  For  several  nights  in  succes- 
sion, these  strange  sort  of  nights  which  we've 
had  throughout  October,  raining  hard  for  an 
hour  or  so,  and  then  the  moon  breaking  out, 
the  clouds  fleeing,  and  the  whole  world 
drenched  In  a  silver  mist,  we  have  been  awak- 
ened about  midnight  or  after  by  the  quick 
patter  of  feet.  Oolng  to  the  window,  we  have 
seen  the  flying  forms  of  two  deer,  coming  up 
from  the  lowlands,  where  there  has  been  a 
lot  of  shooting,  to  take  refuge  on  the  hilltops. 

In  the  daylight  we  read  the  story,  a  doe  and 
a  fawn.  They  had  been  feeding  In  the  garden 
patch,  next  the  strawberries,  leaped  the  fence 
and  nibbled  away  at  the  berries,  for  there  are 
lots  of  them  ripe  Just  now,  and  deer  love  them 
and  their  green  leaves,  especially  the  new 
leave.,.  There  were  their  marks,  small  prints 
running  along  beside  larger  ones;  deeper  in- 
dentations shewing  where  they  had  Jumped 
over  obstructions.  The  best  of  us  in  forest 
lore  traced  it  all,  and  then  one  morning,  still 
later,  came  hurrying  down  the  hill  to  bid  us 
mount  and  see  that  his  theory  was  correct. 

Sure  enough,  not  a  hundred  yards  from  our 
cabin  on  the  hill,  the  doe  and  the  fawn  were 
contentedly  feeding.  Turned  their  heads  and 
saw  us,  and  continued  to  feed,  quite  unafraid. 
We  were  obliged  to  drive  them  off  the  patch. 
And  this  morning  they  were  back  again. 


Incial  Government,  have  been  placed  in  the 
industrial  schools,  the  boys  at  Coquitlam  and 
the  girls  In  school  In  Vancouver.  It  is  a 
revelation  to  visit  these  homes  and  sec  the 
kind  of  treatment  which  Is  meted  out,  not 
only  to  the  Doukhobor  girls  and  boys,  but  to 
all  of  the  Inmates. 

These  reformatories  are  not  in  the  least 
like  prlcons,  do  not  suggest  them,  and  this  Is 
especially  true  of  the  Girls'  Industrial  School, 
which  looks  like  a  large  and  hospitable  coun- 
try house.  No  resemblance  even  to  an  In- 
stitution. The  gates  stand  wide  open,  the 
garden  is  nicely  cared  for  and  surrounds  the 
house  on  all  sides.  There  Is  ample  veranda 
space  and  plenty  of  large  windows,  with  no 
bars  at  all.  The  interior  is,  in  many  respects, 
quite  charming. 

There  is  the  dining-room,  for  Instance,  like 
a  bright  restaurant,  each  table  with  its  bou- 
quet of  flowers,  and  we  were  especially 
pleased  with  the  dormitories.  No  boarding 
school  ever  gave  Its  girls  plca3anler  quarters 
than  these. 

There  are  pe.haps  fifteen  beds  In  each  dor- 
mitory, single  beds,  enameled  In  ivory,  and  be- 
side each  one  of  them  a  low  chair  to  match 
the  bed.  The  floor,  of  very  narrow  hardwood 
boards,  is  beautifully  kept,  polished  to  mirror- 
like brightness.  One  whole  end  of  the  room 
is  given  up  to  window  space,  and  the  window 
draperies  form  the  color  scheme,  which  is 
carried  out  cither  in  the  embroidery  on  the 
counterpanes,  or  to  the  bright  comforters 
folded  neatly  at  the  foot  of  each  cot.  Of 
other  furniture  there  Is  none  whatever.  The 
dormitories  are  only  for  sleeping. 

On  the  same  floor  with  them,  and  there  are 
six  of  them,  if  we  remember  carefully,  are  the 
bathrooms  and  locker  rooms.  The  latter  arc 
also  the  dressing  and  undressing  rooms.  In 
each  locker  are  pegs  upon  which  In  the  day- 
time are  hung  the  nightgown  and  dressing 
gown,  both  of  flannelette,  and  at  night,  of 
course,  the  day  clothes  are  left  there.  Each 
girl  has  her  bedroom  slippers,  her  own  mirror 
which  hangs  cn  the  locker  door,  her  bag  con- 
taining sponge,  soup,  toothbrush  and  paste 
and  comb    Twice  a  week  baths  are  compul- 


plbhed  with  beaver  board.  There  were  plenty 
of  windows,  gables  most  of  them,  and  excel- 
lent ventilation.  Bathrooms,  too,  not  so 
artistic  as  the  other  dormitories,  of  courre 
But  the  Doukhobor  girls  objected  to  beds  at 
all,  so  that  any  attempt  at  decoration  would 
have  been  useless. 

Their  diet  is  a  difficulty,  because  they  will 
not  eat  what  the  other  Inmates  do.  Vege- 
tables, uncooked  whenever  possible,  plenty  of 
bread,  but  no  butter,  fruit  and  vegetable  soup. 

When  we  saw  them  more  than  a  month 
ago  they  were  still  refusing  to  wear  any 
clothes  except  those  In  which  they  arrived  at 
the  home,  and  Mrs.  Westman  did  not  insist 
on  the  uniform,  because  she  was  sure  that 
their  Innate  self-respect  would  overcome  their 
stubbornness  In  time,  and  they  would  be  glad 
to  discard  their  nondescript  garments  for 
others  whole  and  neat  before  long.  But  she 
did  Insist  upon  nightgowns  and  clean  new 


By  this  time  school  will  have  begun.  They 
were  getting  the  Ooukhobor  schoolroom  ready 
when  we  were  there,  installing  desks,  black- 
boards, and  so  on.  We  have  not  heard  what 
attitude  these  girls  have  taken  regarding 
school,  but  we  are  writing  to  Mrs.  Westman 
to  And  out.

Making  Window  Boxes 
for  Indoor  Flowers 


GROWINO  in  pofs  Is  not  the  only  way  to 
raise  flowers  Indoors.  Indoor  gardens 
will  flourish  In  window  boxes.  If  the  boxes  are 
of  the  right  type.  The  following  tells  us  how 
to  make  a  window  box  that  b  practical  and 
proven  as  a  container  for  growing  plants  in- 
doors. 

The  best  window  boxes  are  made  of  cypress, 
though  red  cedar  Is  good,  and  also  white  pine. 
A  tin  box  should  then  be  made  to  fit  Inside 
the  wooden  box  For  drainage  a  wooden  false 
bottom  should  be  made  for  the  tin  box  with 
holes  bored  in  It  to  allow  water  to  soak 
through.  Eight  Inches  Is  deep  enough  for 
the  outside  wooden  box.  and  It  should  be 
eight  to  twelve  inches  wide.  The  box  can  be 
made  any  length,  though  a  box  four  feet  in 
length  is  a  unit  that  is  easy  and  convenient 
to  handle. 

To  make  this  window  box  still  more  con- 
to  handle.  It  can  be  mounted  on  a 
stand  with  rollers  or  casters,  so  that  it 
be  moved  around  and 
to  side  to  distribute  the  light 
the  plants. 

8ometimes.  instead  of  filling  the  window 
box  with  soil  and  planting  It.  flower  pots  are 
placed  in  it  to  hold  the  plants.  In  this 
it  Is  a  good  plan  to  fill  the  crevices  with 
to  prevent  undue  evaporation  of  water.  In 
Jllliru  either  the  window  box  Itself  or  pots  to 
be  placed  in  it.  use  a  fresh  rich  loam  to  which 
has  been  added  25  per  cent  of  finely 
bone  meal  or  a  rma!l  amount  of  son:

Tables  for  the  Wild 


vy/'ONDERF'UL'LY  fine  as  our  country  haa 
W  been  the  cold  nights  warn  us  that 
Winter  la  near.  Though  moat  of  our  bird 
neighbors  have  flown  away  to  warmer  climes, 
some  are  left. 

If  the  ground  freezes,  Insect-eating  birds 
wUl  suffer  and  when  the  snow  comes  It  will 
cover  the  berries  and  seeds. 

It  will  then  be  time  to  furnish  tables  for 
our  feathered  friends  who  have  not  left  us. 
In  many  fruit  growing  parts  of  older  lands 
food  is  provided  for  the  bird*  who  In  Spring 
rly  Summer  wage  war  upon  the  insect 
of  the  orchardist. 

Lovers  of  birds  often  contrive  a  window 
table  for  them.  This  gives  endless  pleasure 
to  Invalids  or  children.  Could  not  the  children 
of  some  country  schools  find  a  safe  place  for 

Mr.  Mortimer  Batten,  a  Britiah  naturalist 
and  bird  lover,  gives  advice  on  the  feeding  of 
wUd  birds.  Not  many  of  you  will  know  all 
these  old  country  birds  but  the  extract  will 
give  you  hint*.  Mr.  Batten  says,  at  the  close 
of  a  long  article  on  The  Bird  Window: 

"My  own  main  object  has  been  to  bring  this 
interest  into  the  schools  and  homes  of  the 
children  of  today. 

"A  word  now  as  to  the  feeding  of  the  birds 
during  the  season  when  one  may  ordinarily 
expect  that  they  will  need  it.  Do  not  give 
them  nuts  in  keen  weather  unless  fat  (prefer- 
ably mutton  fat)  Is  also  available.  Among  seed 
foods,  the  best  food  for  the  finches,  there  are 
only  two  kinds  worth  troubling  with— canary 
seed  and  hemp  seed.  Hemp  seed  must  be  kept 
dry-  Stale  cake,  stale  bread,  etc..  should  be 
scalded,  then  crumbled  over  the  bird  table— 
the  more  preserved  fruit  the  better.  Do  not 
give  the  birds  salty  or  highly-seasoned  fats, 
A  scalded  dog  biscuit,  placed  Intact  on  the 
bird  table,  defeats  the  swarms  of  starlings  in 
that  they  cannot  carry  it  away.  If  you  feed 
the  birds  close  to  the  window  you  will  find 
that  the  sparrows  and  the  sterlings  are  reluc- 
tant to  approach  so  near,  while  robins, 
thrushes,  tits,  and  chaffinches  are  more  fear- 
less by  nature,  and  soon  learn  to  trust  man. 
Never  feed  the  birds  on  the  ground— you  are 
merely  inviting  the  attention  of  cats  and  the

Town  or  Country  Life? 


OYS  and  girls  brought  up  on  a  farm  have 
learnt  to  do  many  things  that  their 
cousins  In  town  know  nothing  about. 
Ever  since  they  were  old  enough  to  gather 
eggs,  or  drive  a  cow  they  have  been  learning. 
In  town  a  country  boy  may  look  awkward 
enough;  at  home  he  Is  ready  for  any  task 
from  the  earliest  sowing  till  the  last  turnip 
is  safe  from  the  frost  in  the  cellar. 

He  may  not  and  often  does  not  like  his 
work,  but  he  knows  how  to  do  it.  He  Is  often 
tired  and  wet  and  dirty,  but  that  is  something 
that  cannot  be  helped,  and  if  he  Is  the  right 
sort  the  farmer's  son  bears  such  discomforts 
cheerfully. 

His  sister,  too,  has  to  work  hard.  There  Is 
no  laundry  near  to  wash  dirty  clothes.  The 
baker's  cart  does  not  call  in  the  morning. 
Water  must  be  carried  from  pump  or  spring 
The  evenings  must  be  spent  In  sewing  or  knit- 
ting if  the  children  are  to  be  neat  and  tidy. 
Mother  does  mast  of  the  work  but  Nellie  or 
Jennie  must  take  her  share. 

In  the  long  nights  there  is  time  for  reading 
papers  or  magazines  or  books.  If  neighbors 
are  near  enough,  young  people  gather  for 
parties  or  dances  once  in  a  while.  But  neither 
the  successful  farmer  nor  any  member  of  his 
household  must  ever  forget  that  work  must  be 
done.  Play  If  you  have  time  but  neglect  no 
duty. 

A  Way  of  Escape 

IN  our  cities  today  there  are  many  boys  and 
girls  as  well  as  men  and  women  who  have 
no  work  to  do.  They  can  earn  no  wages  how- 
ever much  they  wish  to  do  so.  It  is  said  that 
the  government  has  land  to  give  some  of 
families  and  will  lend  them  money  to 
life  upon  it. 


There  Ls  a  plan  spoken  of  to  place  boys  in 
the  homes  of  farmers  that  they  may  learn 
how  to  farm.  These  lads  will  have  plenty  of 
work,  good  food  and  a  little  money. 

How  many*  of  our  city  boys  will  be  willing 
to  spend  their  time  far  away  from  the  amuse- 
ments of  city  life  so  that  in  the  end  they 
have  learned  a  business  that  will  assure  them 
an  honest  living? 

A  hundred  years  ago  and  less  many  men 
and  women  came  Into  the  green  woods  of 
Eastern  Canada.  Few  of  them  had  anything 
but  the  clothes  they  wore  and  a  pair  of  strong 
hands  with,  perhaps,  the 
implements  and  an  axe. 

Yet  in  some  way.  marvelous  to  us  now. 
men  and  women  supported  themselves  and 
their  children  while  they  were  making  farms 
out  oi  the  forests  and  found  markets  for  the 
surplus  of  their  crops. 

Some  of  you  are  the  descendants  of  these 
poor  Immigrants.  They,  In  their  time,  made 
farms  and  built  towns  and  cities.  Canada  is 
the  monument  of  them  and  such  as  they  were. 

Much  of  British  Columbia  has  so  far  been 
untouched  by  the  plough.  There  is,  in  many 
islands  and  villages,  land  suitable  for  culti- 
vation and  not  too  far  from  markets.  But 
pioneer  farming  ls  work  for  young  people, 
strong  in  body  and  spirit.  Have  the  youth  of 
this  twentieth  century  the  courage  and  the 
patience  to  carve  out  homes  for  themselves  in 
the  wilderness  as  their  forefathers  did?  Haa 
the  love  of  pleasure  and  excitement  sapped 
their  manhood  and  womanhood,  and  do  they 
prefer  to  live  a  life  of  dependence  to 
the  hardships  and  enjoying  the 
Independence  of  a  country  life? 

These  are  some  of  the  que 
and  girls  fhould  ask  themselves. 


Red  Cross  Workshop 

HEN  the  war  was  over  the  soldiers  laid 
aside  their  uniforms  and  went  back  to 
their  work.  Some  of  them  are  the  fathers  of 
young  readers,  brave,  and  busy  and  happy. 
But  there  are  others.  The  war  has  left  them 
maimed  or  lame  or  weak.  They,  too.  want  to 
work.  They  cannot  go  into  the  shops  or  fac- 
tories or  offices,  for  they  are  not  able  to  work 
all  the  time.  Sometimes  a  man  must  have 
more  room  than  a  worker  who  ls  well  needs. 
There  are  good  people  who  feel  that  these 
soldiers  who  were  wounded  for  our  sakes  must 
not  be  left  to  bear  the  heavy  cross  of  Idleness. 
They  must  have  something  to  do  and  to  think 
of  besides  their  own  pains.  So  the  Red  Cross 
Society  fitted  up  a  workshop  with  just  the 
sort  of  tools,  work  benches  and  other  equip- 
All  th 


•re  at  work  and  very  good  work  they  do. 
Some  of  the  things  they  make  are  of  use  In 
the  parlor,  kitchen  or  nursery. 

People  buy  these  and  more  wood  and  other 
material  Is  bought  so  that  neither  hands  nor 
brains  need  be  idle.  These  men  are  company 
for  each  other.  More  than  that,  .some  have 
others  depending  on  them  which  their  pen- 
sions are  not  enough  to  support. 

Now  we  must  all  remember  that  the  soldiers 
who  came  back  were  as  brave  as  thc*e  who 
gave  up  their  lives.  If  we  honor  the  soldiers 
who  lie  in  Flanders  Fields  we  should  give 
honor  to  all  the  men  who  offered  their  Uvea, 
even  though  they  were  not  called  upon  to  lay 
them  down.   If  we  can  we  should  help  them. 

The  Poppies  Grow 

N  many  places  In  England  and  France  the 
poppy  blossoms  In  the  fields  of  wheat. 
When  the  graves  were  first  made  In  Belgium 
popples  sprang  up  on  the  sod.  Perhaps  be- 
cause this  was  unusual  Dr.  Macrae,  as  well  as 
other  Canadians,  noticed  It.  You  all  should 
know  his  beautiful  poem.  "In  Flanders 
Flelda,"  which  was  published  in  your  paper 
not  long  ago.  It  has  come  about  that  the 
poppy  is  now  held  as  a  flower  of  remem- 
brance. In  England  and  In  Canada  millions 
of  make-believe  poppies  are  made  every  year 
in  the  Red  Cross  workshop  and  elsewhere 
They  are  sold  for  the  benefit  of 
veterans.

success.  We  wanted  a  change  In  scenery  and 
atmosphere  so  we  headed  Into  the  great  out- 
doors of  the  Cariboo,  Into  the  Last  West 
where  the  bunch  gra&s  Is  more  prized  than 
grain,  where  cattle  roam  to  the  open  range 
and  where  the  cowboys  are  more  than  a  rodeo 
attraction.  There  we  met  the  ranchers  and 
the  weather-beaten  riders;  there  we  saw  great 
herds  of  cattle  wonderous  fat,  prime  steers  and 
heifers  being  driven  Into  the  stockyards  on 

"How  are  conditions?"  we  asked  one  rancher 
who,  with  five  cowboys  had  Just  completed 
a  six-day  drive  with  125  head  for  loading  at 
Williams  Lake. 

"Bad  enough.  We  are  getting  only  three  cents 
for  best  stuff  and  the  buyers  are  grading  more 
severely  than  ever.  They  can  see  all  sorts  of 
faults  in  the  best  looking  bands,  so  we  don't 
get  much.  We  are  going  behind  these  days, 
but  we  have  had  our  good  years  and  we  ll  have 
them  again.  Just  so  long  as  It  doesn't  last 
Indefinitely  we  ll  be  all  right.  We've  seen  the 
ups  and  downs  before  so  we  don't  complain 
too  much." 

That  is  the  spirit  of  the  Cariboo.  They  are 
happy  up  there,  despite  conditions,  and  they 
"re  optimistic.  They  are  too  busy  to  be  peas'' 
mistic  or  discouraged.  The  stock  is  going  into 
the  Winter  In  excellent  condition,  Summer 
pasturage  having  been  particularly  good  due 
to  an  unusually  wet  season,  and  there  Is  ample 
feed  on  hand  to  see  the  herds  through  until 


Conditions  are  as  follows:

but  the  tractor  replaced  the.  hay  burner  to 
such  an  extent  that  that  branch  of  agricul- 
ture had  to  be  forsaken.  There  still  are  a  few 
herds  of  horses,  fine  big  fellows  four  and  five 
years  old.  but  they  are  comparatively  small 
and  scattered.  The  return  of  animal  horse- 
power to  popularity  has  turned  the  eyes  of 
buyers  once  again  towards  the  Cariboo,  but 
the  supply  will  soon  be  exhausted  if  the  de- 
mand continues  long. 

Nor  can  the  supply  be  replenished  quickly. 
Colts  are  scarce  and  stallions  have  disappeared. 
There  are  less  than  half  a  dozen  registered 
sires  of  the  type  necessary  in  breeding  to 
supply  draft  horse  demand,  and  it  is  unlikely 
the  breeding  industry  will  be  revived.  Ranch- 
ers are  of  the  opinion,  and  we  believe  rightly, 
that  by  the  time  they  could  have  colts  ready 
for  the  market  dobbin's  popularity  will  be  on 
the  wane  and  the  iron  steed  in  supremacy 
again.

Massive  Hydrangea 

PROBABLY  one  of  the  finest  groups  In 
Canada,  a  clump  of  hydrangea  at  the  Do- 
minion Experimental  Farm  at  Agasslz  covers 
an  area  sixty-three  feet  in  circumference  and 
is  ten  feet  high.  It  was  planted  forty  years  ago 
by  the  late  T.  A.  Sharpe,  then  superintendent. 

Five  specimens  were  planted  in  the  group, 
each  being  trained  in  tree  shape  with  a  single 
stem  arising  from  the  ground.  Annual  prun- 
ing consists  of  cutting  the  last  season  s  growth 
to  one  or  two  pairs  of  buds  from  the  older 
wood.  This  insures  longer  stems  than  where 
no  pruning  is  practiced. 

The  blossoms  are  produced  terminally  on 
current  season's  growth  and  they  are  formed 
late  In  the  season.  This  variety,  known  as 
hydrangea  panlculata,  is  an  ideal  hardy  shrub, 
blossoming  when  most  other  kinds  of  shrubs 
are  long  past  the  flowering  period. 

Technical  Assistance 

AN  Important  step  In  lending  technical  as- 
sistance to  agriculture  In  British  Co- 
lumbia resulted  from  a  conference  between  of- 
ficials of  the  Federal  and  Provincial  Depart- 
ments of  Agriculture  and  the  Faculty  of  Ag- 
riculture of  the  University  of  British  Columbia 
at  Victoria  recently.  An  advisory  committee 
was  appointed  and  through  this  body  the  work 
of  these  agencies  will  be  correlated  to  eliminate 
duplication  of  services,  and  to  Insure  the 
handling  of  various  problems  by  that  agency 
In  the  best  position  to  achieve  the  dealred  re- 
sults. United  effort  will  be  put  forth  In  deal- 
ing with  matters  that  are  of  concern  to  any 
two  or  all  of  the  agencies. 

Tula  was  the  first  of  auch  conferences  and, 
as  was  expected,  much  was  accomplished.  At 
the  same  time  a  better  •  understanding  was 
created  between  the  various  agencies  in  agrl- 
I  ultural  services.  A  new  spirit  of  harmony  has 
become  manifest  with  keener  appreciation  of 
i  unctions  and  intentions  which  should  result 
in  increased  efficiency  from  all.

Good  Cattle  Pastures 
Need  Guarding  for 
Heavy  Cropping 

'"TpO  show  you  the  difference  between  good 
1    pasture  land  and  poor  pasturing  In  this 
country,  an  ordinary  cow  can  get  along  well 
on  two   and  a    half  acres    of  Kentucky  or 
Canadian  blue  grass,  or  any  other  good  per- 
manent grazing  ground.   On  the  other  hand, 
It  takes  from  ten  to  twenty  acres  of  our  wild 
ranges  or  unimproved  prairie  land  to 
the  same  cow. 

rule  is  never  violated  by  careful  pas- 
ture owners,  that  of  allowing  the  cattle  to  go 
on  to  the  grass  too  early  in  the  Spring.  The 
grass  must  be  allowed  to  get  a  good  start  be- 
fore it  is  called  upon  to  withstand  the  sharp 
hoofs  of  the  cow.  It  Is  also  very  Injurious  to 
the  sod  to  allow  heavy  pasturing  during  the 
Winter  or  the  late  Fall  when  the  ground  is  ' 
apt  to  be  wet  and  soggy. 

In  a  country  where  land  Is  cheap  and  as 
plentiful  as  it  Is  In  Canada  it  Is  not  surprising 
perhaps  that  we  have  not  become  the  pasture 
experts  our  brothers  claim  to  be  on  the  other 
.side  of  the  water. 

In  Holland,  for  Instance,  land  is  worth  any- 
where from  $500  to  $1,000  an  acre.  To  make 
that  land  profitable  for  pasturing  requires  no 
little  skill  especially  where  you  have  to  pay 
in  rental  each  year  as  much  as  land  sells  for 
In  many  sections  of  Canada.  The  sod  has 
been  pastured  for  centuries.  The  Hollanders 
nurse  it  and  protect  it  as  carefully  as  we  pro- 
tect our  most  important  crops. 

One  way  to  test  efficiency  of  your  pasture 
is  to  aee  whether  it  is  able  to  furnish  juffl- 
clent  feed  through  the  normal  grazing  sea- 
son. If  your  pasture  gives  out  too  early  It 
may  be  that  you  are  using  It  too  soon  In  the 
Spring. 

Theee  are  minor  points  perhaps,  but  dairy 
animals  should  not  be  required  to  travel  a 
long  distance  In  order  to  secure  their  food. 
Therefore,  It  is  highly  desirable  to  have  the 
pasture  near  the  barn.  Also,  that  it  have  a 
sufficient  supply  of  good  drinking  water  in  It 
or  near  it. 

Another  mistake  many  farmers  make  is  to 
shut  off  the  feeding  of  the  cows  in  the  Spring. 
That  is  a  good  way  to  cut  down  on  their  pro- 
duction because  grass  In  the  Spring  is  mostly 
water.  It  cannot  possibly  contain  enough  of 
the  necessary  food  value  to  maintain  the  nor- 
mal diet  of  the  producing  cow.  Therefore, 
you  should  continue  the  feeding  of  grain  and 
hay  or  silage.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  even  the 
best  pasture  is  not  a  sufficient  diet  for  dairy 
rows  any  time  of  the  year.  If  your  herd  is 
producing  twenty-five  pounds  of  milk  daily 
per  cow  on  grass,  you  should  feed  about  one  If 
of  grain  to  every  six  or 


of  milk.  A  cow  that  Is  producing  forty 
pounds  of  milk  daily  should  have  its  pastur- 
age supplemented  by  one  pound  of  grain  to 
each  four  or  five  pounds  of  milk. 

This  subject  of  feeding  is  so  important  in 
connection  with  the  volume  of  milk  secured 
from  the  herd  that  I  feel  too  much  emphasis 
cannot  be  placed  upon  it.  The  poorest 
economy  in  the  world  is  to  save  money  on 
feeding.  Your  cows  will  produce  in  direct 
proportion  to  the  amount  of  correct  feeding. 

Repotting  Plants  for 
Winter  Blooming 

IF  you  arc  bringing  plants  from  your  outdoor 
garden  for  potting  indoors  or  are  planning 
to  repot  your  present  house  plants,  here  are 
some  practical  suggestions: 

The  soil  for  house  plants  should  be  rich  and 
well-drained.  One  made  up  of  equal  parts  of 
a  rotten  sod  or  good  garden  loam,  well-decom- 
posed, manure,  leaf-mold  (If  It  can  be  secured) 
and  sand  Is  the  best  mixture.  To  prevent  such 
soil  from  becoming  sour,  a  double  handful  of 
charcoal  should  be  added  to  each  peck  of  soil. 
The  charcoal  should  be  broken  into  bits  the 
aiae  of  peas.    A  handful  of  bone  meal  may

In  repotting,  the  new  pot  should  not  be 
than  one  size  larger  than  the  old  one. 
difference  of  an  Inch,  from  a  six-Inch  to 
seven-Inch  pot,  for  Instance,  is  sufficient.  More 
pronounced  changes  are  dangerous,  for  when 
too  much  fresh  soil  Is  present  In  the  pot.  it  is 
liable  to  become  water-soaked  and  sour. 

To  remove  the  plant  from  the  pot  easily 
without  Injuring  the  roots,  wet  the  soil  a  cou- 
ple of  hours  before  the  work  of  shifting  Is  to 
be  done.  Turn  the  pot  upside  dowi 
the  edge  on  a  table. 

Rub  off  with  the  hands  all  the 
about  the  top  of  the  "ball."  Carefully  remove 
the  drainage  from  the  bottom  of  the  ball,  and 
be  very  careful  not  to  Injure  the  roots, 
cially  those  of  palms,  for  even  a  alight 
to  palm  roots  causes  sickly  planta. 

In  the  bottom  of  the  new  pot  put  some 
pieces  of  broken  pottery  or  small  stones  and 
i  nough  soil  to  bring  the  top  of  the  ball  three  - 
lourths  of  an  inch  to  one  inch  below  the  rim 
of  the  pot.  Then  fill  the  hole  in  the  ball 
made  by  removing  the  drainage  with  new  soil, 
put  the  plant  Into  the  pot  and  fill  in  the  va- 
cant space  with  soil.  Be  sure  that  the  plant 
is  perpendicular,  then  press  down  the  soli

OAKS  have  ever  been  associated  with 
history  and  the  fantastic  Garry  oaks 
of  the  Pacific  Coast  are  linked  by 
their  name  to  the  story  of  the  early  explor- 
ers, writes  Margaret  Steer,  in  Forest  and  Out- 
doors. David  Douglas,  of  Douglas  fir  fame 
(1794-1834)  who  twice  visited  the  coast  to 
study  the  flora,  named  these  strange  white 
oaks  Quercus  Oarryana,  in  honor  of  his  friend 
Nicholas  Garry  "as  a  sincere  though  simple 
token  of  regard."  Oarry  was  deputy  gover- 
nor of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  and  in 
England  had  given  Douglas  material  assistance 
and  valuable  Information. 

Douglas  did  not  come  to  Canada  as  we  know 
it,  but  Canada  in  those  days  went  to  him. 
That  is.  Canada  extended  through  the  8tates 
of  Washington  and  Oregon  which  he  explored 
and  where  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  then 
had  posts. 

The  first  mention  of  the  oaks  of  this  region 
appears  in  the  manuscripts  of  Dr.  Archibald 
Menzles,  botanist  and  surgeon  with  Captain 
Vancouver,  who  frequently  speaks  of  an  oak 
which  he  found  near  Port  Townsend  and  other 
places  In  Admiralty  Inlet.  "Hooker's  Flora," 
1839,  states  the  Garry  oak  was  plentiful  on 
the  plains  near  Fort  Vancouver,  on  the  Muln- 
nomak  and  at  Puget  Sound  and  names  Doug- 
las as  one  authority  for  the  statement.  This 
latter  note  has  led  some  writers  to  assume, 
not  unnaturally,  that  the  Garry  oaks  were 
first  described  on  the  plains  around  Van- 
couver, British  Columbia.  Such  was  not  the 
case.  Douglas  saw  them  around  Fort  Van- 
couver on  the  Columbia  River  In  the  State  of 
Washington.  On  the  mainland  in  the  Do- 
minion there  is  but  one  small.  Isolated  grove— 
In  a  valley  near  the  Fraser  River  at  Yale. 

Only  Oak  in  B.C. 

QUERCUS  Oarryana  is  the  only  oak  of  its 
kind  In  Canada  and  the  only  oak  of  any 
description  native  to  British  Columbia. 
It  grows  abundantly  on  the  east  coast  of  Van- 
couver Island  as  far  north  as  Nanalmo  and 
inland  about  thirty  miles,  also  on  the  islands 
of  the  Strait  of  Georgia.  It  appears  as  well 
In  the  states  of  Washington,  Oregon  and 
California.  Several  common  names  are  em- 
ployed for  the  same  tree:  Pacific  post  oak, 
Oregon  oak,  Pacific  white  oak.  British  Co- 
lumbia oak  and  Chene  de  Garry— the  French 
name.  As  elsewhere,  places  and  houses  at  the 
coast  take  their  names  from  trees  and  such 
titles  as  "Oak  Bay,"  "Royal  Oak"  and  "Oak 
Cottage"  show  how  characteristic  the  tree  Is 
considered  locally. 

When  growing  singly  on  elevated  alluvial 
soil  or  in  valleys  the  Oarry  oak  is  a  stately 
and  symmetrical  tree  from  fifty  to  sixty  feet 
high  and  eighteen  to  thirty  inches  in  diam- 
eter. If  crowded  or  ill -nourished  it  may  take 
any  weird  shape.  In  exposed  situations  or  on 
sandy  hillsides,  it  becomes  a  mere  shrub 
(Vine  oak).  Normally  the  top  Is  round  and 
the  branches  are  pendulous. 

It  flourishes  In  the  shelter  but  not  In  the 
shade  of  Douglas  firs  and  thrives  In  a  climate 
suited  to  them.  Certainly  no  fleeing  mon- 
arch could  ever  elude  his  pursuers  by  hiding 
In  a  Oarry  oak  for  the  leaves  are  arranged 
in  bunches  which  let  the  sunlight  through.  The 
graceful  or  bizarre  outlines  of  the  branches 
present  new  beauties  when  Winter  lays  them 
bare.  Tufted  with  lichen,  even  dead,  stunted 
shrubs  become  lacy  grey  arabesques  against  a 
Winter  sky  or  a  background  of  conifers.  Some- 
times in  gardens,  ivy  clings  to  the  trunks  and 
trails  from  the  lower  branches  bestowing  an 
old-world  charm  on  the  gabled  and  half-tim- 
bered houses  in  English  cottage  style  so  fre- 
quently seen  around  Victoria.  Scarlet  holly 
berries  relieve  the  grey  and  green  tones  in 
these  enchanting  spots  It  la  Interesting  to 
note  that  skylarks  sing  above  the  oaks  in  the 
Uplands  district  of  Victoria. 
While  not  a  patriaeh  of  the  forest,  the  Oarry 
is  still  a  venerable  tree— probably  from  two 
and  fifty  to  three  hundred  and  fifty

Little  Commercial  Value 

QUPERB  as  an  ornament  and  greatly  prized 
v3  for  the  Illusion  of  age  its  shadow  cases 
over  new  houses,  the  tree  has  not  such  a  good 
reputation  commercially.  In  fact  It  Is  value- 
less according  to  modern  standards.  The  pale 
yellowish  brown  wood  is  exceedingly  tough  and 
stiff.  Requiring  nearly  two  years  to  dry,  it 
often  warps  in  the  process.  Even  when  planed 
smooth  It  becomes  "fvizzy"  in  a  short  time. 
The  early  settlers  used  it  as  fuel  and  substi- 
tuted it  for  standard  grade  white  oak  on  mak- 
ing wagon  tongues  and  the  Interiors  of  boats. 

The  bark  is  grey  with  a  tinge  of  brown  and 
has  wide  ridges  and  narrow  furrows.  The  hairy 
buds  are  about  half  an  inch  long.  The  leaves 
are  a  dark  shiny  green  on  top.  paler  green 
underneath  and  conspicuously  hairy.  They 
have  coarse  lobes  and  are  from  four  to  six 
Inches  long.  The  interesting  acorn  with  Its 
short  stem  and  shallow  cup  Is  large  in  favor- 
able years— sometimes  an  inch  and  a  quarter 
long.  In  dry  seasons  such  as  1929,  the  acorns 
are  more  like  mis-shapen  buttons.  In  the 
early  days,  the  Indians  roasted  them  and  used 
them  as  food. 

Though  seeding  prollfically.  the  Garry  oak 
gives  few  seedlings  as  the  pasture  lands  where 
it  frequently  grows  are  unfavorable  to  re- 
production and  animals  tramp  and  destroy 
the  seed  before  it  can  germinate.  The  tree  will 
develop  when  young  in  slight  shade  but  dies 
early  if  crowded  by  conifers  which  exclude  the 
light. 

The  replacement  does  not  seem  to  keep  pace 
with  the  natural  decay  of  this  rare  Canadian 
tree.  Fungus  growths  attack  the  irregular 
unks  of  some  specimens.  Many  limbs 
break  off,  leaving  openings  for  the 
of  sap  and  the  entrance  of  harmful 
ind  Insects.  Public  funds  are  not 
available  for  the  care  of  the  oaks  on  wild  lands 
but  many  tree-lovers  have  specialists  prune 
their  garden  oaks  and  coat  the  scars  with  grey 
lead  paint  to  match  the  bark  of  the  tree. 


Protecting  Fruit  Trees 
During  Winter  From 
Mice  and  Rabbits 

ALTHOUOH  the  advice  to  protect  fruit 
trees  from  mice  and  rabbits  during  the 
Winter  months  has  been  given  often  the 
warning  cannot  be  given  too  of  ten  that  if  trees 
are  left  unprotected  one  may  find  his  trees 
girdled  In  the  Spring  and  Injured  beyond  re- 
covery, or  else  so  much  injured  that  they  have 
received  a  severe  set-back.  One  should  con- 
sider protection  from  mice  and  rabbits  as  an 
insurance,  and  not  neglect  taking  the  proper 
precaution  to  prevent  injury  which  may  oc- 
cur any  Winter. 

The  mice  usually  work  along  the  surface  of 
the  soil,  under  the  snow,  if  there  is  any.  and 
attack  the  bait  of  the  tree  close  to  the 
ground  The  rabbits,  on  the  other  hand,  work 
on  top  of  the  snow  and  it  can  be  readily  seen 
that,  If  the  snow  is  two  feet  or  more  deep, 
there  should  be  enough  of  the  t#ce  protected 
above  the  Rnow  that  the  rabbits  cannot  reach 
the  unprotected  parts. 

The  trees  may  be  protected  with  newspapers, 
white  building  paper  or  with  wire  protectors. 
The  advantage  of  the  first  is  that  it  is  the 
cheapest,  but  it  is  good  for  only  one  Winter. 
The  advantage  of  the  wire  protector  Is  that 
it  will  last  for  several  years  If  it  is  painted  or 
galvanized,  but  it  is  the  most  expensive  method 
at  first  Whatever  protector  Is  used,  it  should 
be  brought  close  to  the  ground  with,  prefer- 
ably, a  little  soil  thrown  up  aound  the  base  to 


Swarms  of  Bees  Attack 
Riviera  Sun  Bathers 

SUMMER  fires  in  the  foothills  of  the  Mari- 
time Alps  and  an  invasion  of  the  hives  by 
devastating  wax-moths  are  explanations  given 
at  Nice  for  unprecedented  swarms  of  bees  re- 
cently on  the  Riviera.  The  "oldest  inhabi- 
tant," members  of  the  Soclete  des  Abeilles  and. 
experts  on  the  poems  of  Ovid  or  Horace  have 
been  able  to  produce  no  record  of  a  similar 
invasion. 

A  peculiar  feature  was  that  the  migrating 
swarms  did  not  keep  together,  but  separated 
as  soon  as  gathered  on  the  ropes  of  bathing 
awnings  and  attacked  the  crowds  of  scantily 
clad  sun  bathers  lying  along  the  most  fashion- 
able beaches,  some  reports  are  that  for  sev- 
eral days  previous  bee  scouts  had  appeared  on 
the  scene  apparently  in  quest  or  convenient 
sites  for  migration.  Other  reports 
One  in  Le  Journal  de  Nice  reads: 

"The  bees  descended  without  warning  like  a 
cloud  of  locusts,  settling  indiscriminately  on 
bare  arms  and  leg*.  Terrified  women  screamed 
and  threw  themselves  into  the  hitherto 
avoided  sea  to  escape.  The  bees  flew  into  the 
town  and  invaded  bakeries,  pastrycooks'  and 
cafes,  creating  scenes  of  the  greatest  disorder 
as  clients  overturned  tables  and  chairs  in  a 
desperate  effort  to  gain  safety, 
were  left  unpaid.  / 

In  the  streets,  terrified  horses  reared 
and  dogs  were  rushing  to  and  fro  howling 
with  pain  The  bees  did  not  remain  long, 
but  soon  re* warmed  and  took  their  flight  along 
the  coast  westward,  their  places  being  taken 
by  others.  But  It  was  only  late  in  the  after- 
noon that  peace  and  tranquility 
and  the  sale  of  arnica  dropped  to 


Many  preparations  to  be  put  on  the  trees 
to  keep  off  rabbits  have  been  tried,  but  most 
of  these  are  not  sufficiently  durable  to  last 
the  Winter.  The  most  promising  one  that  is 
known  is  the  following: 

Take  one  quart  of  linseed  oil  (either  boiled 
or  raw)  and  heat  it  to  470  degrees  outdoors 
where  no  fires  will  be  started  by  accident,  be- 
cause the  oil  may  foam  over.  Use  a  container 
five  times  as  large  as  the  volume  of  oil.  Use  a 
thermometer  to  determine  temperature.  When 
470  degrees  Is  reached  set  the  container  away 
from  the  Are  and  Immediately  add  flowera  of 
sulphur  while  the  oil  is  very  hot.  Add  the 
sulphur  a  teaspoonful  at  a  time  and  stir  the 
oil  thoroughly  after  each  teaspoonful  Add 
three  ounces  of  the  sulphur  to  each  quart  of 
oil.  After  the  sulphur  has  all  been  added  the 
liquid  should  be  black  and  thick.  Avoid  get- 
ting It  on  the  clothing  because  of  the  smell, 
which  is  persistent.  It  can  be  washed  off  the 
hands  with  soap  and  water  or  dissolved  by 
gasoline. 

This  thick  sulfonated  oil  is  about  the  right 
consistency  to  paint  on  tree  trunks.  Paint  the 
trunk  liberally  to  about  two  feet  above  the 
snow  line.  The  trunks  should  be  dry  when 
the  oil  is  applied.  This  should  stay  on  all 
Winter,  but  a  second  painting  towards  Spring 


Garden  Week 
by  Week

T  F  one  wants  a  good  house  plant  early  in 
fj  the  Spring,  the  dwarf  polyanthus  roses 
should  be  considered.  By  potting  up  such 
varieties  as  Orleans,  bright  pink;  Miss  Edith 
Cavel.  red;  and  Gloria  Mundl,  orange-scarlet, 
now  In  six  or  seven -Inch  pots,  using  good  soil 
and  a  sprinkling  of  bone  meal,  one  may  have 
plants  that  will  be  in  bloom  from  April  on. 
After  the  plants  are  potted,  they  should  be 
plunged  out-of-doors  in  a  bed  of  ashes  or  soil. 
They  should  be  left  there  until  the  new  year, 
when  they  should  be  pruned  and  placed  In  a 
frame  until  growth  starts.  They  may  then 
be  brought  into  the  house  or  greenhouse,  when 
they  will  soon  develop  their  leaves  and  flowers. 

It  Is  now  time  to  take  out  all  the  Suxnmci  - 
flowering  plants  and  fill  the  beds  for  Spring 
effect.  The  beds  should  be  dug  and  some  bone 
meal  added  to  the  soil.  This  done,  planting 
of  bulbs,  wallflowers,  forget-me  nots  and  other 
Spring-blooming  subjects  should  be  made.  It 
is  an  advantage  to  get  this  planting  done  be- 
fore the  ground  becomes  too  wet  and  soggy. 

Needs  Water 

THE  reason  why  Daphne  Mezereum  la  not 
happy  In  a  number  of  gardens  Is  the  fact 
that  It  likes  more  moisture  than  it  usually 
geta.  In  light,  peaty  soil  this  daphne  will  grow 
like  a  weed.  One  would  suggest  that  in  plant- 
ing it  one  take  the  same  line  of  action  as  one 
does  with  the  rhododendron,  that  is,  put  a  good 
quantity  of  peat  under  it.  and  then  see  that  it 
never  lacks  for  water. 

 A.  writer  in  a  recent  issue  of  one  of  the 

English  gardening  papers  says:  "Undoubtedly 
Daphne  Mezereum  likes  cool  and  very  moist 
conditions.  The  best  plants  I  have  seen  were 
growing  on  the  edge  of  an  ornamental  pool, 
where  the  roots  were  constantly  moist."  Mr 
Bean,  in  his  book  "Trees  and  Shrubs  Hardy  in 
the  British  Isles,"  aays  of  this  daphne:  "In 
many  places  it  la  not  easy  to  grow,  and  is  apt 
to  die  off  suddenly  without  any 
cause.  I  think  it  loves  cool, 
and  is  liable  to  exhaustion 
seed  bearing.  I  saw  it  one 
lized  in  a  wood  Just  above  the  Falls  of  Niag- 
ara, on  the  Canadian  side,  very  damp,  and 
traversed  by  a  multitude  of  streams  'naklng 
their  way  to  the  river." 

Improved  Campanulas 

THE  tall  campanulas,  which  are  so  useful 
in  the  perennial  border,  have  been  im- 
proved a  great  deal  of  late  years.  They  are 
valuable  on  the  edges  of  the  shrubbery  and  are 
also  excellent  as  cut  flowers  through  many 
weeks  in  the  Summer.  The  most  popular  are 
those  of  the  perslclfolla  section,  especially 
those  comparatively  new  introductions,  Tel- 
ham  Beauty  and  Pride  of  Exmouth.  with  their 
large  saucer-liVe  flowers  of  a  beautiful  shade 
of  lavender  blue.  The  true  blue  campanula 
has  not  as  yet  been  evolved. 

Campanula  glomerata,  which  blooms  rather 
later  in  the  Summer,  lacks  the  grace  of  most 
of  Its  kind,  but  has  closely  packed  heads  of 
deep  violet-blue  blossoms  which  are  very  ef- 
lectlve  In  the  garden.  A  very  big  campanula 
which  does  well  In  the  shade  is  Campanula 
alllariaefolla.  It  likes  a  rather  damp  soil, 
and  Its  flowers  are  creamy-white,  of  the  bell- 
like  type.  Campanula  lactlfolia  is  one  of  the 
most  valuable  of  the  tall  campanulas  and  is 
also  the  latest,  not  coming  into  bloom  until 
July  or  August.  It  will  grow  to  four  feet  in 
height  and  bears  loose  panicles  of  lavender 
flowers,  which  vary  a  good  deal  in  depth  of 
shade.  It  is  a  very  handsome  plant  for  the 
border  and  Its  sprays  are  excellent  for  cutting. 

Campanula  rotundifolia  is.  in  truth,  simply  a 
garden  variety  of  the  British  hairbell.  or  as 
some  like  to  call  it.  "the  Bluebell  of  Scot- 
land." its  delicate,  pale  blue  flowers,  carried 
on  18-inch  slender  stems,  are  pretty  enough  to 
•Justify  its  inclusion  in  any  garden.  They 
look  particularly  well  rising  from  a  patch  of 
the  rose-pink  potentltta  Miss  WUmot. 

All  the  border  campanulas  are  perfectly 
easy  to  grow  in  any  fair  garden  soil.  They 
are  not  over  particular  as  to  situation,  but 
should  be  divided  from  time  to  time  as  the 
stools  Increase  In  size. 
The  splendid  Phlladelphus  virginal  la  a 
>range  that  should  be  In  every  garden 
in  quantity,  where  room  permits.  The  flowers 
are  large  pure  white,  and  freely  produced  in 
June  or  July.  They  are  sweetly  scented.  The 
habit  is  good  and  a  sturdy  shrub  some  four  to 
five  feet  high  is  formed.  It  is  perfectly  hardy 
and  may  be  planted  in  the  most  exposed  situ- 
ations, and  a  fine  effect  Is  produced  when  a 
number  of  plants  are  grouped  in  a  prominent 
position.  In  a  small  garden  a  specimen  near 
a  window  is  very  becoming.  Like  all  ahruba. 
trees  and  perennials,  it  should  be  planted  now.

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Bride  Ship  Operetta 
By  Madame  Fahey  to 
Be  Produced  in  East 


Madame  Winifred  Lugrln  Fa- 
hey's  operetta,  "The  Bride  8hlp." 
which  was  given  Its  premiere  In 
Vancouver  last  August,  will  be  pro- 
duced In  Oalt,  Ontario,  shortly  and 
later  In  Toronto. 

Those  who  witnessed  the  produc- 
tion when  It  was  performed  to 
capacity  houses  In  Vancouver,  were 
charmed  with  the  composition.  It 
is  pretty,  tuneful,  has  some  beau- 
tiful solos  and  the  choruses  are  out- 
standingly fine,  especially  the  fi- 
nales of  the  three  acts. 

With  Madame  Fahey  In  the  lead- 
ing roles  was  Mr.  Beverly  Fyfe, 
well-known  In  Victoria,  and  other 
Mb  parts  were  also  In  very  capable 
hands.  It  was  hoped  to  put  the 
opera  on  in  Victoria,  but  owing  to 
engagements  In  the  East  Madame 
Fahey  was  obliged  to  return  before 
this  could  be  arranged. 

As  the  title  Implies,  the  story  of 
the  opera  is  based  on  the  arrival  of 
the  famous  bride  ships,  which  came 
out  from  the  Old  Country  in  the 
sixties  with  their  cargoes  of  "mar- 
ntgeable  girls."*  Around  this 
Madame  Fahey  has  woven  a  ficti- 
tious plot,  full  of  incident,  humor 
And  romflncc. 

Among  the  sixty  woung  women 
aboard  the  good  ship  Drake,  des- 
tined as  wives  for  the  colonists,  Is 
Lady  Mary  Manlng,  who  Is  to 
marry  the  adopted  son  of  the  gov- 
ernor, to  whom  she  has  been  be- 
trothed since  childhood  and  whom 
she  has  not  seen  since  that  time 
But  propinquity  changes  the  whole 
course  of  events,  for  the  captain 
of  the  ship  Is  a  fine  looking  young 
officer,  and  before  the  voyage  Is 
half  over  he. and  Lady  Mary  have 
fallen  deeply  In  love.  The  whole  of 
the  first  act  Is  on  board  the  ship 
and  In  It  are  Introduced  Scotch, 
Welsh,  Irish  and  other  lassies, 
among  them  a  charming  little  gay 
Parlslenne,  all  of  whom  are  on  the 
tiptoe  of  expectancy,  looking  for- 
ward to  marriage. 

The  second  act  shows  the  In- 
terior of  the  fort,  and  great  prep- 
arations going  on  for  the  reception 
of  the  brides.  There  are  soldiers 
and  sailors  and  trappers  and 
others,  and  there  Is  the  governor, 
also  his  son  Darrell.  The  latter 
evidences  no  pleasure  at  the  pros- 
pect of  meeting  his  bride,  for.  un- 
known to  his  adopted  father,  he 
already  loves  a  young  Indian  girl, 
and  will  have  her.  and  no  other  for 
his  wife.  But  he  is  afraid  to 
divulge  his  secret. 

There  Is  much  gaiety  and  excite- 
ment when  the  ship  docks  and  the 


young  women  all  come  on  the 
scene,  the  captain,  escorting  Lady 
Mary.  The  governor  greets  them 
and  introduces  them  to  his  son, 
and  the  captain  sadly  takes  his 
leave.  While  the  governor  and 
Lady  Mary  and  her  fiance  hold  thr 
tableau,  there  come  to  them  -the 
strains  of  the  love  song,  "For  I  Will 
Love  Thee  Only."  sung  In  the  dis- 
tance by  the  captain.  This  music 
furnishes  the  theme  song  of  the 
lovers  and  is  unusually  beautiful 
and  touching. 

Introductory  to  the  third  act  is  a 
short  scene  before  the  lodge  of 
Kleetsa,  DarreH's  Indian  sweet- 
heart. Indian  songs  and 
feature  this,  and  Darrell  is 
with  his  beloved  looking  gloomily 
on. 

The  final  scene  takes  place  in  a 
large  hall,  where  a  reception  Is  be- 
ing given  for  the  young  women  off 
the  bride  ship.  Lady  Mary,  alone 
at  first,  sings  a  charming  aria, 
lamenting  her  parting  with  her 
lover,  the  captain.  Enter,  one  after 
the  other,  the  8cotch  lassie,  the 
little  Welsh  girl,  the  French  ma- 
demoiselle and  others  and  much 
comedy  Is  furnished  by  the  wooing 
of  their  suitors.  Follows  a  minuet 
and  the  "candle"  dance,  a  partic- 
ularly pleasing  thing.  Then  the 
governor  and  Darrell.  the  captain 
and  others  arrive  for  the  announce- 
ment of  the  betrothal  and  ap- 
proaching nuptials  between  Lady 
Mary  and  the  governor  s  adopted 
son.  Just  as  His  Honor  Is  about  to 
join  their  hands  Kleetsa  breaks  in 
and  dashes  between  them. 

But  tragedy  is  averted  by  the  ap- 
pearance of  His  Honor's  secretary 
with  letters  which  have  Just  ar- 
rived on  .board  the  ship.  Among 
them  Is  a  document  which  states 
that  instead  of  a  fortune  coming 
to  Darrell  and  Lady  Mary  upon 
their  marriage,  a  later  will  has  been 
discovered  which  leaves  the  money 
to  be  equally  divided  between  the 
governor  himself  and  Lady  Mary 
This  is  eminently  satisfactory  to 
everybody,  as  the  governor's  chief 
reason  for  his  adopted  son's  es- 
pousal was  purely  financial. 

The  curtain  falls  on  all  lovers 
happily  united. 

It  is  expected  that  Madame  Fa- 
hey will  stage  the  "Bride  Ship"  in 
Victoria  when  she  returns  to  the 
Coast  next  year.  If  so,  local  talent 
will  be  drawn  upon  to  fill  the  solo 
and  chorus  parts,  with  Madame 
Fahey.  as  before,  taking  the  stellar 
role.

MONTREAL  (CP). -The  first 
biographical  study  of  a  Chinese 
woman  to  be  published  In  any  lang- 
uage forms  the  subject  of  a  book 
by  Dr.  Nancy  Lee  Swann,  specialist 
In  Chinese  studies  at  the  Oest

University  It  has  been  published 
by  the  >»nerlcan  Historical  As- 
sociation as  a  contribution  of  re- 
search In  the  history,  philosophy 
and  ancient  usages  of  the  Chinese 
people  and  the  name  of  It  la  "Pan 
Chao,  the  Foremost  Woman  Scholar 
of  China." 

"So  far  as  is  known  this  is  the 
only  thorough  biographical  study  of 
a  Chinese  woman  that  has  been 
published  either  In  Chinese  or  any 
Western  Language."  the  publishers 
st*te.  "It  gives  a  complete  account 
of  the  life  and  works  of  Pan  Chao. 
moralist,  essayist,  poet,  historian 
and  teacrer.  whoae  Influence  has 
been  far-reaching.  Pan  Chao  was 
one  of  the  earliest  advocates  of 
•duration  for  women.  She  was  an 
extraordinary  person,  and  this  story 
of  her  life  Is  Intensly  Interesting 
both  for  itself  and  because  of  the 
light  It  throws  on  Chinese  history 
during  the  period  In  which  she 
Jived  < 


LONDON  — "The  world  Is  In  a  bad 
way."  says  Oilbert  K.  Chesterton, 
British  author  and  philosopher.

"For  the  world  Is  In  a  bad  way 
I  do  not  allude  to  the  present 
muddle  in  the  bookkeeping  for 
which  this  or  that  pitiful  Juggling 
with  counters  Is  proposed  as  a 
remedy. 

"The  Communists  have  a  remedy, 
the  believers  In  a  world -combine 
trust,  or  state  have  a  remedy.  Those 
who  have  been  wont  td  call  them 
selves  democrats  have  none.  When 
I  was  a  socialist  I  and  nearly  all 
my  fellow  believers  were  social- 
democrats.  I  am  still  a  democrat. 

"The  twentieth  century  has  dis- 
covered that  it  is  not  enough  to  put 
a  declaration  of  the  rights  of  man 
on  a  piece  of  paper-It  was  put  on 
one  very  noble  piece  of  paper,  and 
Americe  has  proved  how  worthless 
that  piece  of  paper  might  become. 

"What  Is  the  economic  security 
that  every  citiaen  should  have? 
Communism  and  combinlam— Stalin 
and  Lord  Ashfield— offer  the  secur- 
ity ...  and  abolish  the  rights. 
I  can  see  no  economic  guarantee  of 
citizen  rights  other  tnan  distributed 
property- that  is  to  say.  the  owner- 
ship by  the  individual  cltusen  of  the 
means  of  existence.

LONDON  — The  season  of  the  big  j 
art  sales  at  such  famous  West  End 
auction  rooms  as  Christie's  and 
Sotheby's  Is  upon  us.  Its  opening 
is  marked  by  an  exhibition,  organ- 
ized by  the  British  Antique  Dealer's 
Association,  and  held  at  Christie's, 
which  demonstrates  the  number  and 
high  quality  of  objects  of  artistic 
worth  and  historical  Interest  which 
still  remain  in  private  hands  in  Eng- 
land. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  ex- 
hibits is  the  Elizabethian  Throne— 
the  only  one  of  its  kind  known  to 
exist — used  when  the  Virgin  Queen 
visited  Sir  Roger  Wodehouse,  at 
Kimberley  Park.  Norfolk,  In  1578.  It 
consists  of  a  suspended  canopy,  of 
which  the  lront  and  sides  are  of 
ruby  red  velvet  on  which  Is  applied 
a  gold  and  silver  tissue  tinted  with 
colors  edged  with  gold  bullion 
thread.  The  triangular  panels  have 
strapwork  in  which  are  Introduced 
symbolical  motifs  and  emblems,  such 
as  the  Tudor  rose,  eglantines  and 
leopards.  . 

NOT  COMFORTABLE 

When  Queen  Mary  visited  the  ex- 
hibition before  it  was  opened  to  the 
public,  she  sat  on  this  throne  and 
remarked  that  It  was  not  very  com- 
fortable! 

Another  important  exhibit  is 
Archbishop  Laud's  prayer  book  and 
testament,  bound  in  what  is  prob- 
ably the  finest  needlework  cover  In 
existence  On  either  side  are  oval 
medallions  in  satin  stitch  showing 
King  David,  enclosed  with  a  mantl- 
ing having  a  lion's  mask  and  cher- 
ub's head  in  silver  bullion  modelled 
In  high  relief.  Round  this  are  fruit, 
flowers  and  birds  in  fine  tent  stitch 
In  brilliant  colors  on  a  silver  bullion 
ground. 

All  periods  of  English  furniture  of 
the  Seventeenth  and  Eighteenth 
Century  are  represented,  and  rare 
English  stiver,  sculpture,  porcelain, 
tapestry  and  pictures  also  are  being 
shown. 

People  write  to  Christie's  from  all 
over  the  world,  and  they  have  a 
special  album  of  curiously  addressed 
envelopes.  One  Is  sent  to  the  "Old- 
Fashloned  China  Shop."  another  to 
"Christies  the  Curious."  while  a 
third  describes  them  as  "Hart  Deal- 
ers."

Two  Wings 
Of  Triptych 
Recovered 


LONDON— Among  the  Milton 
Abbey  treasures  sold  recently  were 
the  two  wings  of  a  triptych  of  un- 
usual interest,  as  they  were  origi- 
nally the  property  of  the  English  or 
sixth  Langue  of  the  Order  of  the 
Hospital  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem, 
and  must  have  formed  part  of  the 
decoration  of  the  Grand  Priory  at 
Clerkenwell  towards  the  end  of  the 
fifteenth  century,  until  they  were 
probably  seized  with  all  the  other 
property  of  the  Order  In  England 
on  Its  dissolution  by  King  Henry 
VIII  in  1540 

The  paintings,  which  are  forty- 
seven  inches  high  by  nineteen 
inches  wide,  belong  to  the  Flemish 
School  of  the  late  fifteenth  cen- 
tury, and  are  by  a  follower  of 
Roger  van  der  Weyden  1 1400-1464). 
The  subject  of  the  missing  panel 
of  the  triptych  is  unknown,  but 
some  day.  perhaps,  It  may  be  found

PARIS  I  UP). —The    last  World 
War  Is  the  most  wrltten-up  conflict 
In  history. 
The  Trojan  War  had  Homer;  the 

Persian  invasion  had  Darius  and 
his  inscriptions;  Herodotus.  Tacitus. 
Llvy,  all  left  us  with  doubtfully 
translated  accounts  of  various  wars, 
but  the  last  Oreat  War  has,  In  the 
last  fourteen  years,  been  covered  In 
no  less  than  132  separate  histories 
in  French  alone. 

A  recent  catalogue  of  war  his- 
tories shows  sixteen  subdivisions 
Into  which  these  works  are  classed, 
such  as  general  histories  of  the  war, 
mobilization,  prisoners,  colonies, 
negotiations,  offensives,  allies,  etc. 
MANY  TRANSLATIONS 
Some  of  these  132  works  are 
translations  from  British,  or  Amer- 
ican, or  German  writers.  In  addi- 
tion to  these  volumes,  there  are 
scores  of  British  and  American 
books  on  the  war.  In  German. 
Polish.  Italian.  8panlsh  and  prob- 
ably every  other  language,  but  the 
132  mainly  are  by  men  who  were 
participants  in  the  conflict. 

These  works  are  by  such  leaders 
as  Clemenceau,  Foch,  Joffre,  Poln- 
care.  There  are  books  by  three 
leading  generaLs,  by  three  admirals, 
by  seven  diplomats,  a  half  dozen 
princes,  counts,  barons,  actively  en- 
gaged In  negotiations,  or  in  the 
campaigns  themselves. 

Eight  members  of  the  French 
j  academy    have    written  impressive 


volumes  on  different  phases  of  the 
strugle. 

Among  some  of  the  most  en- 
lightening works  not  Included  In 
this  French  list  of  132  histories 
also  are:  Mussolini's  war  recollec- 
tions. Colonel  House's  letters,  Am- 
bassador Page's  letters,  and  major 
contributions  by  Lloyd  Oeorge, 
Pershing,  General  Harboard,  Inter- 
pretations of  Woodrow  Wilson,  and 
astly  Oeneral  Peyton  March's  book 
jn  the  general  staff  work. 

Every  possible  phase  of  the 
World  War  has  been  covered.  News- 
paper correspondents  have  bound 
their  dispatches  Into  readable 
volumes;  fiction  on  the  World  War 
will  run  on  forever,  and  likewise 
there  arc  dozens  of  purely  pro- 
fessional generalized  histories  of 
the  World  War  for  students. 


Some  months  hence  the  present 
time  will  be  referred  to  as  the  Gil- 
bert and  Sullivan  era  In  talking 
pictures.  Lyrics  and  music  that  are 
being  released  in  studios  today  are 
patterned  along  Identical  lines  with 
those  delicious  and  captivating 
i  unc.s  and  ditties  that  charmed  our 
grandfathers  and  grandmothers.  The 
sentiment  may  be  both  modern  and 
naughty  and  yet  fit  this  mould. 
And  It  Is  exceedingly  interesting  to 
see  how  aptly  the  modem  music 
blends  with  the  new  method. 

Two  musicals  are  about  to  be  re- 
leased at  the  present  time.  "The 
New  Yorkers,"  which  brings  Al 
Jolson  back  to  the  screen  after 
an  absence  of  three  years,  and  "The 
Phantom  President,"  which  is 
George  M.  Cohan's  initial  starring 
venture  in  talking  pictures.  Both 
are  interesting  from  the  standpoint 
of  musical  revival  activity. 

"The  New  Yorkers"  lays  claim  to 
photographic  music — music  coinci- 
dental to  the  photography— music 
that  slips  delicately  along— so  deli- 
cately at  times  that  there  Is  no 
shock  at  the  transition  from  speech 
to  song:  Indeed,  the  audience  isn't 
aware  of  It  at  all. 

United  Artists  Studio  ran  the 
Central  Park  sequence  of  this,  as 
yet  unfinished,  picture  for  me.  It 
Is  one  of  the  most  Interesting 
studies  in  progression  that  the 
motion  picture  has  given  us.  It  is 
as  far  from  our  first  "singles"  as 
anything  you  could  imagine.  And 
It  is  peculiarly  interesting  from  the 
standpoint  that  Al  Jolson  Is  the  man 
who  made  the  success  of  those  first 
singing  pictures— saw  them  fall— 
and  comes  back  with  flying  colors 
on  the  screen  In  the  modernized 
product. 

There  has  been  a  lot  of  ballyhoo 
about  George  Cohan's  exit  from 
studloland.  He  has  expressed  him- 
self as  being  disgusted  with  Holly- 
wood—with studio  executives—  with 
the  results  of  his  first  endeavors  on 
the  talking  screen. 

When  he  gets  audience  reaction 
on  "The  Phantom  President," 
Oeorge  M.  Cohan  will  have  a  dlf- 
ierent  point  of  view.  Here  is  one 
of  the  most  delicious  satires  ever 
photographed.  Here  is  that  ideal 
picture— the  picture  in  which  we 
have  been  given  a  perfect  cast  even, 
at  times,  at  the  expense  of  the  star. 
By  this  I  mean  that  while  Oeorge 
M.  Cohan  Is  billed  in  the  largest 
type,  and  gets  what  Is  the  stellar 
role  by  conventional  reckoning,  the 
introduction  of  Jimmy  Durante  into 
the  story  provides  It  wita  its  most 
uproarious  moments  and  makes 
what  would  have  been  a  good  picture 
under  former  methods,  into  a 
splendid  picture.  The  talent-bor- 
rowing plan  now  being  sponsored  by 
producers  is  the  most  valuable 
contribution  to  picture  perfection 
yet  developed. 

George  M.  Cohan  plays  the  dual 
role  of  Theodore  K.  Blair,  candi- 
date for  president,  and  Peter  Varney.  | 
Medicine  man  fakir,  to  perfection. 
But  James  "Schnozzle"  Durant,  as 
Curly  Conney.  stops  the  show.  I 
frankly  admit  to  a  weakness 
amounting  almost  to  imbecility  when 
It  comes  to  Durant.  But  wait  until 
you  see  him  In  "The  Phantom 
President"— such  Insanity  of  fun 
hasn't  been  released  on  the  screen 
before  within  my  experience.

The  Academle,  though  it  en- 
courages poets  by  offering  prizes, 
has  had  to  confess  that  It  Is  fre- 
quently unable  to  make  the  awards 
owing  to  the  sad  lack  of  candidates 
of  adequate  merit. 

Consolation  Is  to  be  found  solely 
in  the  continued  popularity  of 
poetry  reading.  The  "Poetry  Satur- 
days" of  the  Comedle  Francalse 
are  still  well  attended  for  readings 
of  their  works  by  contemporary 
poets. 

Pastoral  life,  that  has  done  so 
much  for  poets  and  poetry,  is,  ap- 
parently, on  the  wane,  too.  The 
shepherd,  we  are  told.  Is  doomed 
to  extinction.  The  Union  Ovine  de 
France  is  finding  it  more  and  more 
difficult  to  recruit  boys  for  this 
kind  of  work.  City  life  Is  too  at- 
tractive; the  lure  of  the  town  has 
utterly  swamped  the  simple  life.

It  all  took  place  alter  the  Rus- 
sian revolution  Rumania  was 
destitute.  The  King  and  Queen 
with  the  remnants  of  the  govern- 
ment had  been  forced  Into  a  small 
corner  of  the  country.

In  the  crown  Jewels  and  the  reserve 
of  paper  currency  which  curiously 
mough  had  been  placed  for  safety 
In  Moscow! 

FORTUNE  RECOVERED 
The  Bolshevists  had  obtained 
possession  of  the  Royalist  fortune 
and  naturally  had  no  Intention  of 
relinquishing  It.  Without  even  a 
printing  press  to  turn  out 
paper  money.  Rumania 
lost.  But  the  fortune  vu  recov- 
ered and  placed  before  the  grateful 
Rumanian  by  the  author  of  the 
book.  Captain  Hill,  and  Col.  Joe 
"Klondykc"  Boyle,  an  Irish-Cana- 
dian millionaire.  Both  men  had 
been  sent  to  Russia  as  part  of  the 
military  mission. 

At  the  behest  of  the  Rumanian 
Ambassador,  who  told  them  that  If 
they  succeeded  in  recovering  the 
crown  Jewels,  they  would  be  the 
saviours  of  Rumania,  they  agreed 
to  try. 

PERILOUS  JOURNEY 

And  they  did  succeed,  after 
carrying  the  fabulous  wealth  of 
Rumania  from  under  the  very 
nose  of  official  Bolshevism,  across 
the  snows  of  Russia,  through  rag- 
ing battles,  past  armies  of  suspi- 
cious officials,  and  hordes  of  hun- 
gry desperadoes. 

As  a  British  officer.  Captain  Hill 
was  able  to  persuade  the  Soviet 
officials  in  Moscow  to  let  him  have 
the  Jewels.  As  a  good  Joke  they 
did,  with  the  mental  reservation 
that  they  would  have  plenty  of 
time  to  get  them  back  before  they 
left  the  country. 

To  escape  with  the  Jewels  the 
two  soldiers  were  obliged  to  "knock 
out"  a  railway  official  and  dupe 
another.  They  were  helped  over 
the  border  by  a  railway  steward  in 
sympathy  with  royallsm. 

For  this  service  Captain  Hill  was 
awarded  the  Order  of  the  Star  by 
the  Queen  of  Rumania.

LONDON  (CP).— Datas.  a  man 
with  a  remarkable  memory,  well- 
known  to  physicians,  has  sold  his 
head  to  the  medical  school  at 
Kings  College  Hospital.  London, 
for  use  by  the  doctors  after  his 
death.  The  London  doctors  desire 
his  head  In  order  that,  if  possible, 
an  explanation  for  his  extraordin- 
ary memory  may  be  found  in  an 
analysis  of  his  brain. 

For  this  Datas  is  to  receive  $5,000 
down.  $500  a  quarter  for  life,  a 
grave  for  four  and  a  coffin.  A 
group  of  doctors  associated  with 
the  College  of  Physicians  are  guar- 
anteeing the  money. 

"They  are  Insuring  that  I  shall 
never  want,"  said  Datas,  who  Is  ap- 
pearing at  a  Manchester  dance  hall, 
"but  as  long  as  I  can  keep  on  per- 
forming I  shall  never  touch  the 
money.  I  should  Uke  to  leave  it  to 
the  hospital,  but  if  my  family  need 
It.  it  will  go  to  them." 

Data*,  who  is  reputed  to  have  the 
world's  best  memory,  and  can 
state  2.000  facts  and  dates  of  the 
Oreat  War.  knows  the  name  of 
every  Derby  winner  for  the  last 
fifty  years.  He  rattles  off  dates  at 
a  lightning  speed. 

In  1904  four  American  doctors 
paid  $50,000  for  the  head  of  Datas, 
but  he  outlived  them  all  and  his 
head  became  his  own. 

FAMOUS  CASTLE 


ALAMEDA,  California  (CP).— 
Combining  the  art  of  cipher  read- 
ing with  the  modern  scientific  po- 
liceman's skill  in  photographing 
evidence,  a  Sherlock  Holmes  of 
Elizabethan  literature  has  prepared 
a  new  assault  on  Shakespeare's  au- 
thorship of  the  plays  generally  at- 
tributed to  him. 

J.  Edward  Morgan,  former  school 
teacher  and  printer,  declares  the 
new  evidence  sustains  his  conclu- 
sion, announced  in  London  some 
time  a«o.  that  Sir  Francis  Bacon 
later  Lord  Verulam  and  Viscount 
St.  Albans,  wrote  "Love's  Labor 
Lost,"  "The  Taming  of  the  Shrew."

"It  will  oome  slowly  because  rightly 
education  is  conservative  and  one 
of  its  duties  is  to  link  the  genera- 
tions one  with  the  other."  The 
change  would  touch  secondary  edu- 
cation first,  the  universities  next 
and  ultimately  would  color  primary 
education,  he  added. 

CONTINENT  FIRST 

Sir  Michael  explained  the  con- 
tinent would  feel  the  change  first 
because  there  most  progress  had 
been  made  In  secondary  education. 
Scotland  would  be  next  because 
"Scotland  Is  not  happy  about  that 
part  of  her  education  she  owes  to 
the  thorough-going  organization  of 
Scottish  superintendents  "  England 
would  come  last  because,  he  con- 
cluded, "for  many  generations  we 
have  preferred  an  amalgam  of  op- 
posltes  to  a  clean-cut  ldealogy." 
They  would  always  find  an  enor- 
mous amount  of  good  Intermixed 
with  the  system  they  wanted  to 
change,  he  believed.

The  newspapers  had  a  bit  of  a 
Job  the  other  day  to  make  much 
capital  out  of  or  to  find  anything 
"dramatic"  or  "sensational"  in  the 
shuffle  of  offices  when  three  prin- 
cipal cabinet  ministers  resigned.

Actually,  of  course,  in  these  days 
such  occasion  could  hardly  arise, 
but  that's  the  law  of  the  matter.

LIGHTING  PYLONS 

London,  It  is  often  said,  is  par 
excellence  the  city  of  free  sight:, 
and  free  entertainments.  At  any 
rate,  one  new  free  sight  will  shortly 
be  added  to  the  programme. 

Preparations  are  being  made  to 
illuminate  the  two  electrical  pylons 
which  carry  cables  across  the 
Thames  at  Dagenham.  They  will 
be  the  world's  two  highest  light- 
houses. They  will  be  seen  for  miles 
along  the  Thames  and  in  the  sur- 
rounding country  and  be  guiding 
beacons  for  both  shipping  and  air- 
craft. , 

At  night  observers  will  see  in 
each  pylon,  standing  out  brilliant- 
ly against  the  darkness  of  the  sky. 
great  crosses  of  light.  There  will 
bo  two  groups  of  crosses  on  each 
pylon,  one  group  175  feet  above  the 
ground  and  the  other  366  feet.  At 
the  apex  of  each  pylon — nearly  500 
feet  high — there  will  be  a  light  of 
1.200  candle  power  which  will  flood 
the  district.  The  crosses — also  of 
1.200  candle  power  each— will  be 
pieced  on  three  sides  of  each  py- 
llon.  The  fourth  side  facing  the 
I  river  will  be  dark,  so  that  there 
shall  be  no  reflection  on  the  water 
which  might  confuse  aircraft. 

The  total  candle  power  on  each 
pylon  will  be  about  20.000.  and  air- 
craft will  have  no  difficulty  m  see- 
ing and  avoiding  the  1.000-yard 
cable  which  spans  the  river  at  200 
feet  above  high  water  level.

All  day  fcoats 
from  Scotland  and  England  brought 
in  their  loads  of  fortune  seekers 
many  of  whon^had  to  sleep  on  the 
docks  in  the  streets  of  the  city 
they  lined  up  outside  the  various 
depots  and  waited  in  some  Instances 
seven  and  eight  hours  to  get  In- 
side. At  two  of  the  main  depots 
there  were  queues  more  than  a 
quarter-mile  long  and  traffic  was 
detoured  from  the  streets  on  which 
they  were  located.

PARIS  (UP). — Maggy  Rouff  says 
the  problem  which  confront*  the 
Winter  collections  for  1933-33  l 
complex,  and  she  makes  It  three- 
fold as  far  as  she  herself  Is 
cerned !

Lipsticks  are  simple  in  chemical 
composition,  however  complicated 
their  application  or  effects.  They 
are  made  up  of  three  ingredients— 
a  waxy  or  fatty  base,  a  dye  and  a 
perfume. 

The  base  is  either  paraffin  or 
lanolin  (wool  fat),  or  spermaceti,  or 
a  mixture  of  these.  The  dyes  are 
carmine,  or  fuchsin,  or  cudbear,  or 
eosln,  or  phloxin,  or  geranium  red. 
The  perfumes  are  as  you  desire 
them. 

There  is  no  danger  in  the  use  of 
lipstick.  In  fact,  for  sensitive  mu- 
cous membranes  they  are  protec- 
tive. Anyone  can  eat  a  lipstick 
with  no  more  harm  that  eating  a 
pat  of  butter.  Oentlemen  who  get 
lipstick  smeared  on  their  lips,  either 
accidentally  or  in  the  course  of 
business,  need  anticipate  no  bodily 
distress. 

Rouge  Is  made  of  zinc  oxide  and 
chalk  and  dyes  and  perfume.  Or 
sometimes  acacia,  or  tragacanth. 
and  dyes  and  perfume.  If  a  small 
percentage  of  people  sensitized  to 
these  substances,  skin  eruptions 
occur,  and  occasionally  even  more 
general  bodily  symptoms,  such  as 
asthma. 

But  for  the  vast  majority  the  use 
of  rouge  does  not  cause  any  serious 
consequences.  It  is  probable  that 
long-contained  use  of  rouge,  com- 
bined with  the  habit  of  cleaning 
the  face  with  cold  cream.  Instead  of 
soap  and  water,  will  cause  the  pro- 
duction of  pimples  or  acne  or 
blackheads. 

Face  powders  more  often  do  harm 
than  either  rouge  or  lipstick.  And 
frequently  the  victim  is  entirely  un- 
aware of  the  cause  of  the  symp- 
toms. 

One  of  the  common*  Ingredients  of 
face  powder  is  orris  root,  which  has 
long  been  recognized  as  an  exciting 
,  factor  In  hay  fever  and  asthma.  In 
fact,  so  frequently  were  these  dis- 
eases found  to  follow  its  use,  that 
manufacturers  have  been  compelled 
to  exclude  It  from  most  of  the  face 
powders  sold.  The  thing,  however, 
is  more  complicated,  because  the 
symptoms  may  occur  when  a  sensi- 
tive person  is  merely  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  orris  root  powder,  so 
that  you  may  be  getting  asthma  or 
hay  fever  from  your  neighbor's 
powder.

Dorothy  and  Dick  are  nine  and 
ten  years  old.  Dad  to  much  bigger 
and  stronger  than  they^  are.  He  can 
rule  them.  He  can  make  them  mind. 
He  can  make  them  stand  always  In 
awe  of  him.  Mother  may  be  able 
to  discipline  them  through  the  day 
by  a  threat  that  she  to  going  to  tell 
father  about  them  when  he  comes 
home.  But  bye  and  bye  Dorothy 
and  Dick  will  not  be  mastered  by 
such  measures.  Something  more 
subtle,  but  something  stronger,  will 
have  to  guide  them  If  they  are  to 
be  directed  well.  If,  therefore,  dad 
wants  to  guide  them  successfully,  he  | 
will  have  to  be  one  of  their  com- 
panions; he  will  have  to  be  a  chum 
of  theirs.  Now  Is  the  time  for  him 
to  cultivate  that  comradeship  which 
to  all  Important  In  the  few  years 
later. 


We  talk  about  our  problems  of 
adolescence.
